Teen Drinking Threatens Prom

Some high school students' parties 
are not just good, clean fun. 

At the last Winchester High School 
dance, a student arrived drunk, pass¬ 
ed out and was mshed to the hospital. 

Last week, a Mayflower Hoad 
man was outraged to find his 
house packed with students having a 
drinking party after school. 

Now, the rash ol teen drinking pro¬ 
blems is prompting school officials to 
consider banning one of the highlights 
of high school traditions — the senior 
prom. 

Frustrated by unsuccessful at¬ 
tempts to curl) teen drinking through 
drug and alcohol education, school of¬ 
ficials are turning to parents and 
police for help. 


They want to stop the problem 
before anything worse happens, 
before Winchester loses another stu¬ 
dent to a fatal car crash. 

Tonight, parents and officials will 
put their heads together at a 7:4.") p.m. 
meeting in Winchester High School 
auditorium. 

Winchester High School Principal 
Vincent E. Larocco said he plans to 
base a decision about prom on feed¬ 
back at tonight's forum. But for now, 
“We just put all .social events on 
hold," he said. 

School administrators, parents, 
and police are expected to suggest 
ways to keep the teenage drinking 
problem from ruining — or even 
preventing the .June 1 dance. 

Winchester Police Sgt. James 
Pierce said he plans to announce 


po.ssible ways to curb prom night 
drinking. 

He suggests stationing police at 
the dance, checking homes where 
pre-dance parties are held, and lak 
ing court action against adults spon¬ 
soring parties where drinking occurs. 

The Sch(M)l Committee has already 
expressed concern about the situa¬ 
tion. Last Tuesday members voted to 
restrict official school social events to 
within Winchester town limits. 

However, Larocco said the pro¬ 
blem extends beyond school func¬ 
tions, to private parties and even 
church events. 

Said Larocco, “The main (luestion 
is whether or not you can hold atiy 
gathering. 'I’here'.s tremendous 
responsibility involved in all ol this, 
legally and morally." 


“What il I lurn a kid away Irom a 
dance and he wraps himsell around 
a telephone iiole ’ What if you try to 
get a hold ol p.iicnts and you can't 
.And above .ill, what happen.*' when a 
kid gels killed ' It's not like that 
doesn't happen in Winchester. ' he 
said.

Kraus: Bill Would Help Local Schools 


The Community Could Bring All 
Starting Teachers Up To A 
Minimum Salary Of $18,000.

Winchester could conic out a win¬ 
ner if this year's version ol the educa¬ 
tion bill is pas.scd. 

Town schools would lie eligible lor 
a share ol $84.1 million in slate funds 
in 188(1. Winchester would get more 
than .$41,000 Irom one incentive pro¬ 
gram alone 

And Winchester would probably be 
eligible tor money under other pro¬ 
posals in the bill, which would spend 
$26.') million in stale funds over the 
next three years, according to Stale 
.Sen. Richard Kraus. 

Best of all. Kraus says, the town 
has a choice whether to participate in 
most of the programs this year's bill 
.sets u[) And the ones it must take part 
in will l)e fully paid by the stale. 

The legislature's Education Com 
mittee of which Kraus is Senate 
vice president just released the 


$266 million bill, with a unanimous 
recommendation it be passed. 

('I’he House Ways And Means 
Committee will take up the bill, 
11 .'itXK). on Tuesday, according to 
Speaker George Keverian. i 

It sets up 17 separate programs, 
many at the community's option, but 
with stale lunding. 

Some of the programs would give 
inventive teachers a chance to share 
their experience; keep master 
teachers in the classroom; let the 
.school communities .set up .s}K*cial 
programs; and reward communities 


whose schools excel 

But il took many hours - and a 
few compromises to develop the 
current l)ill. Kraus says. “And 
nothing this size is perl eel " 

()ne major decision the committee 
had to make was vshelher to move 
toward a more centralized educa¬ 
tional administration, with cur 
riculum and salaries and so on 
dictated by the stale, or to an 
incentive-based program, with 
choices left open to the communities. 

“We telt mandates would create 
an ever-increasing spiral ol more die 


tales and mandates to gel ourselves 
out ol the mess we made.' Kraus 
.says • And. we tell .is stale control in 
creases, support lor I he syslein 
decreases. 

Increasing communily support is 
one ol the bill's goals, lie says, as 
nearly 8.') percent ol the eleelorale has 
no direel sl.iki* in Ihe public schools 
All taxpavers should appreciate 
stall* nioiu*\ to boost linanciaily 
starved school budgets.

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Schools May Get Break 
On $19,300 EPA Fine

A lawyer for the Knvironinenlal 
Protection Agency said Tuesdjiy the 
agency may reduce Wincliestei's 
$19,30(1 penalty for failing to tell 
parents and school employees that 
asbestos is present in the schools. 

If Winchester complied with Kl’A 
rules after last September’s inspec 
tion and took action to seal in the 
asbestos fiber, the agency might 
lower the fine, said MP.A lawyer 
(ieorge Ciampa 

According to Supt. Charles Mit 
sakos. Winchi'ster schools were in lull 
compliance with Kl’A regulations by 
Oct. 1 of last year 

The KPA notilied Winchester ol 
the fine last Tuesday. 'I'he agency 
charges that school administrators 
failed to notify school employees and 
parents of asbestos. It does not imp 
ly a health hazard at the schools, said 
Ciampa. 

Asbestos, a suspected cancer- 
causing agent, was discovered in all 
nine Winchester schools in 19H2. That 
same year. W'inchester’s Department 
ol Public Works coated the asbestos 
to prevent tiny fibers from Hying 
loose in school air. 

Sealing in the asbestos and mov¬ 
ing to comply with KPA deadlines 
may lower a school’s fine, said 
Ciampa. 



He said smaller penalties might 
also be allowed if a seh(K)l system 
simply can’t afford to pay. or if the 
KPA is relying on incorrect infor¬ 
mation. 

However. Ciampa said it was 
• unlikely” that the agency would 
waive the entire fine. 

KPA uses the penally “to create 
an economic incentive” to comply 
with agency regulations, he said. 

‘11 when it’s all said and done it 
doesn’t cost anything, then who’s go¬ 
ing lo comply until we .sue them?” 
said Ciampa. 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall, 
who is expected to represent Win¬ 
chester in the case, said he plans to 
draft a response to the complaint. 

However, due lo his Easier vaca¬ 
tion. his said he will seek an extension 
on the Api il lti deadline for the town’s 
response?.

written descriptive material. New 
Fngland K.l.D.S. has been in¬ 
strumental in locating missing 
children for return to their parents 
Kevin O’Malley. Director of New 
Fngland K.l.D.S. announced that 
pt'diatric dentists throughout the state 
will be participating in its shopping 
mall child identification programs 
this spring. 

This service is also available now 
to private patients in the offices of 
dentists who are participating in the 
program. It is suggested that the in¬ 
itial print be taken at age three, and 
thereafter at ages six and a half to 
eight, and finally, thirteen. If other 
dental characteristics develop bet¬ 
ween retakes which can lx? recorded 
on a dental chart, further prints may 
not be needed.

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Winchester Gets $2,000 
To Aid Homeless People 


The Middlesex County Commis¬ 
sioner’s Office in a joint effort with 
several statewide agencies including 
the United Way. the Catholic Chari¬ 
ty. the American Red Cross, and the 
Salvation Army recently helped to 
coordinate a grant from the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency 
(FEMA) to aid homeless individuals 
throughout Middlesex County in¬ 
cluding an appropriation of $2.0(X) for 
the homeless in Winchester. 

The funds will be channeled 
through Winchester, to shelter 
and feed homeless individuals. The 
Commissioner's Office was actively 
involved in soliciting requests for 
awards from the county’s .^>4 cities and 
towns, reviewing the application re¬ 


quests and recommending funding to 
the national board. 

A total of 4(5 applications were 
received requesting $(525.(MK). but 
since the total funds available 
amounted to only $:521.(XM). the Com¬ 
missioners. in conjunction with 
several statewide agencies, chose to 
grant full funding to the 24 local agen¬ 
cies who demonstrated (he greatest 
need while granting partial funding 
for (he others. 

The county’s participation in pro¬ 
grams for the homele.ss began in 198:5 
when it worked with the com¬ 
monwealth of Massachusetts to help 
secure a grant of $.'55.(MK) for the 
Bristol Lodge Shelter in Waltham.

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Spring Home Renovations 
Can Cause Lead Poisoning 


Children, pregnant women and 
nursing mothers should stay awa\ 
Irom home renovation sites to avoid 
lead poi.soning from paint dust, the 
state s Department of Fuhlie Health 
warns. 

In Massachusetts, up to HO percent 
of homes built before UKtO may con¬ 
tain lead-based paint. According to 
the department, home renovation has 
recently been documented as a cause 
of lead poisoning in young children. 

I.ead-based paint was popular for 
its durability and sheen until the 
mid-1970s, when the U.S Department 
of Housing and Urban Development 
limited the amount of lead in residen¬ 
tial paint to less than .00 percent. 

While the concentration of lead in 
home paint varies widely, some old 
e.xterior and interior paints may con¬ 
tain as much as 00 percent lead. 

Lead is a poison and is especially 
dangerous to young children. II can 
permanently damage their brains 
and nervous systems when it ac¬ 
cumulates in the body. 

.Although everyone absorbs lead 
when exjxised to it. children under the 
age of six are at a higher risk for lead 
poisoning. They cannot metabolize 
and excrete lead as efieciently as 
older children and adults. 

Pregnant and nursing women 
should also avoid exposure to lead 
because of potential risk to the fetus 
and accumulation in breast milk. 
Symptoms of lead poisoning include 
irritability, loss of appetite, 
headaches and stomach cramps, atid 
arc easily mistaken for fatigue, a 
cold, or behavioral and emotional 
problems. 

Recent research has shown that 
even at levels loo low to cause acute 
health problems, lead poisoning can 
interfere with a chi hi's physical and 
intellectual development. The only 
way to detect lead poisoning is by a 
blood test. 

According to Dr. Kdward 
Uo.sgrove, Director of the health 
department 's Childhood lA'ad Poison¬ 
ing Prevention Program, “while most 
parents know that eating lead paint 
is dangerous, they often do not realize 


that swallowing or breathing lead 
paint dust can even be more 
dangerous. 

“Lead-bearing dust is one of the 
most concentrated and easily absorb 
ed forms ol environmental lead,” he 
said. This dust may also cling to 
walls, floors, furniture, and toys. 
Therelore a child’s normal activities, 
such as crawling or putting fingers 
and toys in the mouth, can result in 
lead poisoning if the home or play 
area is contaminated." 

Cosgrove also noted that parents 
often refinish old painted furniture or 
strip and paint a room when prepar¬ 
ing for the arrival of a new baby. 
Others move to a new home as their 
families grow and often begin exten¬ 
sive renovations which result in dust 
and debris. 

Thus many children who would 
othenvise not Ix' at risk are nix'dlessly 
exposed to sources of lead by inhala¬ 
tion or when the leaded dust settles 
over areas where they eat or play. 

When renovating and removing 
lead-based paints, the ChildlKMxi Ix?ad 
f’oisoning Prevention l^rogram 
recommends the following safety 
guidelines be observed to minimize 
the risk of lead poisoning: 

•Safety (dndelines; 

1. If possible, renovate in unoc¬ 
cupied dwellings. No children, preg 
nant women or nursing mothers 
should be prqsent in work areas. If 
feasible, arrange to have young 
children stay with relatives or friends 
until renovations are completed and 
the area has been thoroughly cleaned. 

2. Wear filtered respirators ap 
proved by the U.S. Hui eau of Mines, 
and protective clothing, hair covers, 
shoes, goggles, and gloves when 
renovating. Respirators are fairly in¬ 
expensive and are available at most 
hardware stores. 

3. Remove all furniture, 
clothing, food, utensils, toys and per¬ 
sonal items from the work area or bag 
them in plastic and .seal tightly. 

4. Seal off the work area from 
the rest of the housing unit. Seal heal 
registers against dust. When remov¬ 
ing exterior paint, seal windows.

8. When using high temperature 
heat guns, always use a fan to 
disperse the fumes. Heat guns, 
espccialy those that kxtk like hair 
dryers or toy ray guns, should be kept 
out of a child’s sight and out of reach. 

9. Avoid using electric sanders 
to remove lead-based paint. These 
tools can raise large amounts of dust. 

II). Do not eat near the work site. 
If you moke, do not smoke near the 
work site. Fating and smoking in con¬ 
taminated areas, can result in inges¬ 
tion or inhalation of leaded dust or 
vapor.

The stale would provide the funds, 
but both the School (.'ommittee and 
Town Meeting would have to accept 
I hem. and Ihe money must be 
distributed through collective 
bargaining. Kraus says. 

"Some communities might not like 
taking money with any restrictions. ” 
he says. 

There is anolher complication. 
Since the funds would Ik,* distributed 
under a formula set in a contract with 
Ihe teachers, some communities 
might be anxious about getting into 
the program. 

"The legislature doesn’t always 
listen to our recommendations; it’s 
possible Ihe second or third year 
wouldn't be funded. ” Kraus 
acknowledges. 

Once a community has approved 
and signed a multiple-year contract, 
it is bound to honor it. 

AI)out $4.') million 10 in the first 
two years. 25 in Ihe third - is the 
recommended funding for this 
program.

The funds under this program 
$7 million each of three years, 
stalew'ide — would be used io pay 
teachers for developing innovative 
new lesson programs and taking on 
additional duties. 

"We tried to develop ways senior 
teachers could get additional pay 
within Ihe system, so teachers who 
feel obligated to go out and get a se¬ 
cond job can earn that money in Ihe 
system, and the students will gain.” 
Kraus explains. 

• Liicrctia Crocker T'cliowsliips 

Thi.s $:t million program is design¬ 
ed lo help good teachers share theii- 
work with their colleagues. 

It funds Ihe cost of hiring a 
substitute teacher for one year, so Ihe 
system can pay the Crocker fellow- 
while she/he spends a year sharing 
innovative techniques or effective ap 
proaches lo certain subjects with col¬ 
leagues all over Ihe state.

Students al.so si'crn to drink behind 
(heir parents’ hacks. ““I constantly 
hear from parents about parlies at 
their house when they’re not home.”

He said some students intrude on 
parties uninvited. I)ringing liquor with 
them. 

Last 'Thursday. George Kakridas 
was shocked lo find a large parly 
booming at his home at midday, dur¬ 
ing a half-day high school vacation. 

His son. Dean, a senior at Win¬ 
chester High School, said he didn’t ex¬ 
pect his father lo come home. He said 
he was “going lo have a small parly 
with a few kids. It got out of control 
and 1 couldn’t really handle it. 

““'Then some kegs arrived, and 
some more kids started coming. I 
tried lo fix up the house to prevent any 
damage.” he .said. 


Kakridas said, “ I drove up to the 
driveway and there were kids coming 
out of the house, walking around with 
beer cans and cups. I tried to gel into 
Ihe garage. It was wall-to-wall boys 
and girls. 'There were a couple of 
kegs.” 

"I guess one of Ihe problems is 
.some parents think this is okay.” said 
Kate Kakridas. "A kid could have got¬ 
ten stoned, driven off and killed 
himself.” 

"What really upset me is Ihe whole 
neighborluKKl knew about it and didn’t 
bother warning us.” said the father. 

““If the parents don’t give a damn, 
why should the kids’.'” he said. ““'The 
parents have to stick together and 
cure the problem. ” 

"You can’t expect the schools or 
police to do anything if the parents 
don’t, ” said his wife. 

““'The responsibility lies with all of 
us.” said Larocco in his high school 
office, "the police department, every 
faction of town government, and 
above all. you can’t stress it enough 
lo parents. ” 

At tonight’s meeting. Laroc¬ 
co said he plans lo present sugges¬ 
tions for curbing teenage drinking. He 
says parents should: 


• 'Try to improve communication 
with teenage sons and daughters and 
foster a climate of trust. 

• Know where teenage children 
are and what they are doing. Parents 
should not hestiate lo call host parents 
to find out whether a parly is by in¬ 
vitation only, whether it will be 
chaperoned and whether liquor will 
he allowed. 

• Work with neighbors. If parents 
are leaving the house, parents should 
ask neighbors to contact them or 
police if there are signs of trouble. 

• Support students by attending 
their activities. 

• Develop rules with teenagers. 
Parents should set reasonable expec¬ 
tations and enforce them. 

• Determine realistic academic 
goals for the student, acknowledging 
both strengths and limitations. School 
personnel can help determine such 
expectations. 

• Support action taken by 
authorities if a child breaks laws or 
school rules. A parent should not 
make excuses for the teenager’s 
behavior. 

• Join parent support groups, such 
as the Winchester Parenl-To-Parent 
Program, designed to help parents 
cope with the frustrations of 
parenting.

Carefully Hire 
A Contractor 


By Eric Jude 


Many home improvements, 
such as painting and wallpaper¬ 
ing, are of the do-it-yourself varie¬ 
ty. Others, like roofing and insu¬ 
lating, require more skill and time 
and should be turned over to a 
contractor. 

The home owner who hires a 
contractor, however, should be 
very thorough in the hiring pro¬ 
cess. If he’s not, he could be left 
with little satisfaction and a lot of 
bills. 

To help in the hiring process, 
Owens-Corning Fiberglas Corp., a 
building materials manufacturer, 
offers suggestions for dealing with 
a contractor: 

— Don’t rely exclusively on cost 
to select a contractor. To find a 
contractor who is reliable and re¬ 
putable, ask friends and neighbors 
for recommendations. It also is a 
good idea to call the local Better 
Business Bureau. Check out a con¬ 
tractor’s references, too, and go to 
a house the contractor worked on 
to see the job for yourself. 

— Look for professional recog¬ 
nition. Some manufacturers have 
certification programs for con¬ 
tractors who demonstrate com¬ 
mitment to quality and profession¬ 
alism. Many of these programs re¬ 
quire contractors to participate in 
regular training seminars to keep 
them up-to-date on the latest ma¬ 
terials and techniques. 

— Get all price quotes in writ¬ 
ing, and never advance money for 
labor costs. Draw up a schedule of 
payments allowing for a grace pe¬ 
riod after the job is done to give 
you a chance to check the job be¬ 
fore final payment. 


— Include within the price 
quote an exact description of the 
work to be done. If you’re reroof¬ 
ing, for example, specify what 
needs to be done at^ut gutters, 
flashing, cleaning up, hauling 
away old shingles, etc. 

— If you’re re-insulating, speci¬ 
fy your insulation needs in R-val- 
ues, not inches. R-value is the 
measure of a product’s insulating 
power. Since 10 inches of one man¬ 
ufacturer’s product may not have 
the same R-value of another man¬ 
ufacturer’s product, contractors 
are required by law to inform you 
of the R-value of the material in¬ 
stalled. 

— Obtain a certificate from the 
contractor identifying the manu¬ 
facturer of the materials being 
used, the type of materials in¬ 
stalled and the warranties. 

— When reroofing, investigate 
the nature of the materials them¬ 
selves. Glass-fiber shingles, for ex¬ 
ample, increasingly are popular 
because they’re more durable than 
the organic-based asphalt types 
and have at least a 20-year war¬ 
ranty. Organic asphalt products 
typically have a 15-year warranty. 

— Be sure the contractor com¬ 
plies with local building codes and 
ordinances and the agreed-upon 
method of payment. 

— Be sure the contractor is 
fully insured. Most carry ample li¬ 
ability and workmen’s compensa¬ 
tion and gladly will show proof of 
coverage. 

Finally, take your time in mak¬ 
ing your decision. While price is 
important, quality of materials 
and workmanship should be con¬ 
sidered carefully when choosing a 
contractor.

Safety For Home And Family 


By Karen Caldwell 


Like ball games, vacations and 
exotic foods, moving into a new 
home should be something to look 
forward to — the realization of an 
adventure you’ve been dreaming 
about for a long time. 

Once last-minute emergencies 
have been resolved and you’re fi¬ 
nally unpacked and settled in, 
you’ll probably want to rest and 
catch your breath. 


Still, less than 9 percent of home 
owners own effective security sys¬ 
tems, according to Jack Green¬ 
field, a spokesman for ADT Secur¬ 
ity Systems, a company specializ¬ 
ing in electronic protection. 

“Given the additional facts that 
a residential burglary occurs 
every 15 seconds nationwide, and 
that those burglaries escalate into 
violent crimes 30 percent of the 
time when the home is occupied, 
security should obviously be the 
No. 1 priority upon moving into a 


who hasn’t gained entry within 
that time will probably abandon 
the attempt.’’ 

Following are a few simple 
steps that new home owners 
should take immediately; 

— Install dead-bolt locks on all 
doors and windows. Spring-bolt 
locks can be opened easily with a 
plastic credit card. 

— Secure sliding glass doors by 
driving a nail or bolt into the 
track or using crossbars or lift-off 
barriers. 

— Replace glass-paneled doors 
with a solid door to prevent 
“reach-in.’’ Be sure your doors 
aren’t hollow or fragile, or a bur¬ 
glar could put his fist or foot 
through them. Replace doors in 
poor condition with solid-core 


doors at least P 4 inches thick. 

— To make sure windows can’t 
be jimmied, fasten with screws or 
locks. Be sure to check basement 
windows. Use only window bars 
that are released easily from the 
inside in case of emergency but 
cannot be released from the out¬ 
side by a burglar. 

— Use decorative or individual 
bars that fit around air-condition¬ 
ing units to ensure that they can¬ 
not be removed by a burglar to 
gain entrance. 

— Always keep garage doors 
shut. Place a padlock in the door’s 
track and unplug electric door 
openers during extended periods 
away from home. 

— Don’t hide extra keys under 
the doormat or in any other place 


near your home. The best place 
for an extra key is in a trusted 
neighbor’s hand. 

— Install exterior lighting and 
use it every night, not just when 
you’re away. 

New home owners also may 
want to consider installing a pro¬ 
tection system that can protect 
against both fire and burglary, 
Greenfield said. Such systems can 
be monitored round-the-clock by a 
central station that notifies the 
proper authorities in the event of 
an emergency. 

When choosing a security sys¬ 
tem. Greenfield recommends 
picking one with a battery backup 
power feature. In case of power 
failures, the system still will be 
operative. 
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Taking The Mystery Out Of Oriental Rugs 


A new Oriental rug store has open¬ 
ed in Burlington and we had a chance 
to speak with Joel Shapiro, the owner 
ol B & D Oriental Rugs, located at 286 
Cambridge Street in Burlington. 

Joel said he has been in the Orien¬ 
tal rug business for the past six years 
and takes a lot of pleasure in helping 
people purchase oriental rugs that 
l)ecome part of the family possessions 
lor several generations. 

Joel is happy to offer some infor¬ 
mation that might be helpful to those 
considering the purchase of an orien¬ 
tal rug. 

There are no absolute rules of 
thumb to use when purchasing a new 
oriental rug. 

The buyer should be aware of the 
three primary variables that affect 
the price of a rug. 

The first variable is size. 


Second is country of origin. A rug 
woven in Persia is more costly than 
a similar looking rug from another 
country. It all depends on the two rugs 
being compared. 

The third variable is how well the 
rug is actually woven. 

This is especially important when 
considering tw'o Persian rugs. For ex¬ 
ample, a 4 X 6 Persian Meshkin is 
always less costly than a Persian 
Kashan of the same size. 

When the buyer is considering pur¬ 
chasing a used rug either from an an¬ 
tique dealer, at an auction, or from an 
oriental rug dealer, the wear a carpet 
has received must also be taken into 
consideration. 

In general, a rug with little signs 
of wear or with even wear is 
preferable to a rug with high and low’ 
areas of pile. 


One myth that should be discuss¬ 
ed is that the thicker a rug is. the bet¬ 
ter the rug. Thick or thin is important 
when buying a steak — not an orien¬ 
tal rug. 

You should look closely at the 
work in a rug. Because each true 
oriental rug is hand-woven, mistakes 
often occur and can be identified by 
the consumer. 

I’he rug purchaser should examine 
the rug to see if it’s reasonably rec¬ 
tangular. 

The buyer should look at the lines 
that form the borders of the rug. Are 
they reasonably straight? 

Another myth (hat should be cor¬ 
rected is that an old rug is always 
valuable and more costly than a 
newer piece from the same area. 

Once again, the condition of the 
piece, as well as where it was made.

plays a major role in determining 
value. 

Besides classifying rugs into 
groups such as new versus old. and by 
(heir countries of origin, rugs may 
also be grouped by (he type of design 
w'oven in them. 

There are “prayer rugs”, rugs 
with hunting scenes on them, those 
with geometric designs, others with 
floral designs, and finally, rugs with 
designs in linear fashion. 

Purchasing a new or used oriental 
rug should be an enjoyable ex¬ 
perience. The buyer should 
remember that the rug he or she 
selects can be a part of their family 
for the next 2 or 3 generations or just 
as easily traded in for a different rug.

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Home Inspection And Maintenance

A thorough home cleaning 
should mean more than cleaning 
the basement and washing win¬ 
dows. It should include a complete 
inspection of the home for possible 
trouble spots, storm damage and 
necessary general maintenance, 
according to the National Associa¬ 
tion of the Remodeling Industry. 

Many tasks can be performed 
by a home owner. However, an un¬ 
expected problem or a large task 
may require help from a profes¬ 
sional contractor. 

Following is a list of several 
possible trouble spots and overall 
maintenance checks compiled by 
the NARI. 

— Areaways, basement win¬ 
dows. Clean and remove all 
leaves. Check for proper drainage. 
Check windows for signs of rust. 

— Asphalt driveway. Patch 
cracks and holes. Coat with a 
sealer. 

— Attic and crawl space. Check 
for water stains or condensation 
inside the roof sheathing. Check 
for birds or squirrels. 

— Basement and crawl space. 
Inspect for moisture and cracks or 
leaks in wails. Cover open vents 
with screening. Check for termites 
and rodents. 

— Bathrooms. Repair any 
cracked or peeling caulking along 
the tub, sink and toilet bases. 

— Boilers and water heaters. 
Drain the sediment built up on the 
bottom of the unit. 

— Central air conditioning. 
Clean and replace the filter. Re¬ 
move any debris from around the 
condenser, and trim shrubbery 
away from the unit. 

— Chimney cap. With binocu¬ 
lars, inspect for cracks and be cer¬ 
tain the flashing is secure. 

— Concrete driveways or side¬ 
walks. Repair any cracks or holes. 
Inspect for salt damage. 

— Exterior doors. Coat edges 
with paint or wood preservative. 

— Exterior house paint. Prime 
and repaint blistered, peeling or 
exposed areas. Do not paint if the 
temperature is below 40 F. 


— Exterior siding. Inspect for 
cracks or loose areas. Fill any 
cracks in stucco or caulking. Clear 
away any debris near wood siding. 

— Exterior window shutters. In¬ 
spect and secure all hinges and 
laths. 

— Fences. Check for loose posts 
or loose nails. Repaint or stain if 
needed. 

— Floor drains. Clean if neces¬ 
sary. Flush out with a hose. 

— Foundation walls. Check for 
signs of moisture, cracking and 
termites. 

— Gutters and downspouts. Re¬ 
move any debris and check for 
damage. Be sure the downspout 
drains away from the foundation. 

— Interior paint. Wash walls 
and windows discolored from 


smoke and other pollution. Re¬ 
paint if necessary. 

— Interior walls and ceilings. 
Inspect for damp spots, mildew or 
discolored areas that could signal 
leaks. Check for condensation 
cracks around windows. 

— Outside woodwork. Check 
varnish for peeling or flaking. 

— Porches and wooden steps. 
Inspect for rotting wood and signs 
of termites. Seal any cracks. Re¬ 
paint or finish if necessary. 

— Radiators. Clean and check 
shutoff valve for leaks. 

— Range or stove hood. De¬ 
grease exhaust fan inside of hood. 

— Refrigerator. With a vacuum 
cleaner, remove any dust from the 
condenser. Replace door gasket if 
necessary. 


— Roofs. Inspect for torn or 
loose shingles and flashing. 

— Septic system. Call a profes¬ 
sional service for cleaning if 
sludge is one-third the depth of the 
tank. 

— Underground sewer lines. In¬ 
spect for greener vegetation over 
the sewer lines. Watch tree roots. 

— Wells. Oil or grease the well 
pump. Check the pump belt. Test 
the water for purity and quality. 

— Windows. Check for loose or 
cracked putty. Repaint the sash 
and frame if needed. 

— Wood decks. Inspect for signs 
of termites and any decay in the 
wood near the soil. 

Remember, preventive mainte¬ 
nance on a home will ensure a 
safer and longer-lasting invest¬ 


ment. When setting out to do your 
extensive home check, call a pro¬ 
fessional if you have a problem or 
if a job is too large to handle.

Building Your Home 


By Eric Jude 


Growing numbers of prospec¬ 
tive home owners are taking mat¬ 
ters into their own hands when it 
comes to buying a new house. In¬ 
stead of playing the waiting game 
for mortgage interest rates and 
labor costs to come down, they are 
building their own homes — and 
finding it to be an easier project 
than they originally might have 
supposed. 

Several companies cater to the 
owner/builder, offering credit 
loans and simplified approaches 
to building. 


“Today many people can build 
their own homes provided they 
have the determination to suc¬ 
ceed,” said Ed Dabrowski, vice 
president of Miles Homes, a divi¬ 
sion of Insilco Corp. and a pioneer 
company in do-it-yourself home 
building. 

“It’s a lot of hard work, but the 
savings and the feelings of accom¬ 
plishment are well worth it Sim¬ 
plified instruction manuals and 


precut, coded building materials 
help a lot. If you follow the step- 
by-step procedures, you’ll get 
there eventually,” said Dabrowski. 

Owner involvement in construc¬ 
tion is a growing trend. One in five 
homes built in 1983 was construct¬ 
ed in part by the eventual owner 
rather than a professional building 
contractor. 

Do-it-yourself home builders 
cited savings on construction costs 
as a major incentive to build your 
own home. Savings vary with the 
size of the home and regional dif¬ 
ferences in labor costs, but the 
savings can be significant. 

“I figure I saved thousands by 
doing almost all of the work 


myself,” said Jack Gajewski, a 
crop duster who built a three-bed- 
room, split-level home in Hanford, 
Calif. 

“My son Jack and I knew little 
about home building when we 
started. We even had to go to the 
library to look up terminology. 
But the building materials came 
with complete instructions, and 
the materials were marked to 
make it easier. Except for the 


foundation slab and some drywall 
work, we did most of the work 
ourselves,” Gajewski said. 

In addition to savings on con¬ 
struction costs, many prospective 
home owners take the do-it-your- 
self route because of financing. 
Continuing high interest rates and 
tough down payment require¬ 
ments exclude many families 
from home ownership through 
traditional channels. Many banks 
also shy away from making con¬ 
struction loans to anyone except 
professional building contractors. 

To fill this gap, most companies 
in the owner-built housing market 
offer credit plans to prospective 
customers. While these plans vary, 
they generally offer to sell build¬ 
ing materials on credit and re¬ 
quire only interest payments for a 
specific period of time. A mort¬ 
gage loan from a local lender usu¬ 
ally can be obtained on the com¬ 
pleted home. 

Another big reason for do-it- 
yourself home construction is the 
satisfaction of knowing exactly 
what quality of material has gone 
into the home. 

Do-it-yourselfers also are 
pleased that they can choose their 
own floor plans. 

“As an example, plans of the 
walls show where each stud goes, 
how long it should be, how many 
are needed, size of the headers and 
the most efficient way to cut the 
material to minimize waste,” said 
Rick Clapp, director of packaged 
homes for Wickes Lumber, which 
offers a computer design service. 

The customer buys only what he 
needs with computer design ser¬ 
vices, Clapp added. "In a conven¬ 
tionally built home, materials 
routinely are overestimated by 10 
to 15 percent to cover waste and 
miscalculation,” he said. “There 
are substantial savings in labor 
and materials with the computer.”

Teens Get Go-Ahead 
For Senior Prom

Winchester parents, police and 
school officials have declared war on 
teenage alcohol abuse, but they have 
stopped short of carrying out their 
threat to cancel the senior prom. 

High School Principal Vincent 
Larocco said on Monday an advisory 
group of teachers, parents and police 
who met Monday morning decided to 
allow the prom, as long as it is held 
in Winchester. 

Last Thursday, more than 400 con¬ 
cerned parents and officials jammed 
the high school auditorium to talk 
about battling teen drinking 
problems. 

After the session, scores of parents 
joined various advisory committees, 
vowing to keep alcohol from claiming 
their teens. 

Police on Sunday confiscated an 
anonymous note that was left by 
thieves who broke into a Main Street 
bicycle shop and threatened further 
breaks if the class did not get its June 
1 prom. 

Mike Gildea, an owner of 
Wheelworks bicyclery, confirmed on 
Monday that thieves had left the note 
with a hit list of other businesses that 
would l)e broken into if the prom were 
cancelled. 


"Yes, there was a little note,” said 
Gildea. “I gave it to the police. It said 
something to the effect that there 
would be more and there was a list of 
stores that they were going to hit 
unless they get their prom.” 

Gildea said the thieves stole small 
items, such as bicycle locks. They did 
not cause any other damage to the 
store, he said. 

Police Lt. Joseph Perritano said 
he doubts the thieves will carry out 
the threats. ”1 think it’s somebody 
trying to take advantage of a situation 
that already exists. 1 don’t think it’s 
related to the prom at all. It’s pro¬ 
bably only somebody using this prom 
situation as an excuse.” 

School Supt. Charles Mitsakos said 
on Monday he did not know about the 
incident. “I don’t know anything 
about it. The police have not told me 
anything about any threats. That’s 
not to say it didn’t happen — 1 just 
haven’t heard anything about it.” 

Mitsakos commended parents for 
the “deep concern” expressed on 
Thursday, adding that “it showed 
parents really do want to help.” 

Principal Larocco was scheduled 
to meet with parent and student 
groups on 'Fuesday to decide where 


and when the prom would be held. 

“I was talking to some students to¬ 
day. and there was some talk about 
having it at the Knights of Columbus 
Hall and maybe the junior high gym,” 
said Larocco. 

“The trouble with that is that both 
of the those places are closely tied to 
Town Day. There are a lot of conflic¬ 
ting dates that we have to work 
around.” 

Larocco said officials were also 
considering changing the prom date 
to a few weeks earlier, but that it 
would mean holding it on Memorial 
Day weekend. He said there had lK*en 
some opposition to having it during 
the busy holiday period. 

Larocco said he would work with 
students and police to come up with 
a place and date that could satisfy 
most. "You’re never going to please 
everyone, but at least we may come 
to some sort of an agreement.” he 
said. 

On Thursday, Police Sgt. James 
Pierce urged parents to band together 
to combat the problem of alcohol and 
drug abuse by students. 

"It's going to take a lot of work on

Former Politician Proposes 
Subsidized Housing Complex

Winchester native Samuel Koton- 
di is leading a plan to build a $4 
million housing complex in memory 
of his late brother. George, who died 
of cancer last September at age 39. 

The project, George E. Kotondi 
Memorial Park, includes plans to 
build 70 apartments on the Rotondi 
family’s Forest Street property. 

One fourth of those apartments 
would be rented to l(yW-to-moderate 
income families through a state sub¬ 
sidy program. Five units would be ac¬ 
cessible to the handicapped. Kotondi 
said. 

The project commemorates his 
brother, he said, while helping Win¬ 
chester alleviate a housing crunch 
and fulfill fair housing requirements. 

Meanwhile, Selectman Mark Lom¬ 
bardi, who lives near the proposed 
complex, questioned the construction 
of multi-family housing in the 
neighborhood. "We’re going into a 
single-family residence area and 
we’re going to build a (housing) pro¬ 
ject,” he said. 


Rotondi rejected the "housing pro¬ 
ject” label, saying the apartments 
would be spacious and attractive, 
with none taller than two stories. He 
said 75 percent of the apartments — 
those not subsidized - would demand 
"some of the highest rents in the 
metropolitan area.” 

Before construction could begin, 
however, Massachusetts Housing 
Finance Agency would have to ap¬ 
prove the Rotondis’ $4.4 million loan. 

Also, Winchester must approve 
both the project and a zoning change 
to multi-family use. 

Rotondi said he expects to submit 
plans for the housing complex to Win¬ 
chester’s Zoning Board of Appeals 
within a few weeks. 

Also, a public hearing about the 
project will be next Thursday at the 
weekly Selectmen’s meeting, 
re.scheduled due to Patriots’ Day. 

The Rotondis could pay less than 
five percent interest on the loans if 
their project qualifies for a state pro¬ 
gram to encourage rental apartment 
construction, called State Housing 


Assistance for Rental Production 
(SHARP). 

SHARP requires that at least 25 
percent of a development be rented to 
families with low-to-moderate income 
levels. 

Lombardi called the Rotondi plans 
inconsistent with a housing agree¬ 
ment signed in February with the 
state’s Executive Office of Com- 
munitites and Development (EOC’D). 
pledging Winchester to provide scat¬ 
tered subsidized housing. 

"We talked about scattered site, 
not 70 units in one precinct.” Lombar¬ 
di said. 

Selectman Alan MacDonald 
disagreed. In the housing covenant, 
he said. Winchester boards pledged to 
encourage private development of 
subsidized apartments. "That’s 
what’s happening in this (Rotondi’s) 
application,” he said. 

The Winchester-EOCD housing 
agreement reads. "The Board of 
Selectmen and the Planning Board

Woman Vows Court Fight 
As Town Shuns Pet Plea

Cat owner Marion Hatch is ready 
for more than just a spat with Win¬ 
chester’s Housing Authority. 

In fact, she’s set to claw her way 
straight to the Supreme Court in order 
to keep her pet cat Maggie. 

For Hatch, a Westley st. elderly 
housing tenant, the real dogfight to 
keep her 15-year-old cat has just 
begun. 

On Monday, the Housing Authori¬ 
ty voted 4 to 1 against seeking the 
waiver of a state law that bans pets 
from public housing. The waiver 
would allow Hatch to keep Maggie, 
her longtime companion, at the state- 
subsidized complex. 

The board told Hatch several 
months ago she would face eviction if 
she did not get rid of the cat. On 
March 11, however, the board delayed 
the eviction order until it could fur¬ 
ther study the matter. 

Now, Hatch. 73, will begin the 
lengthy process of requesting local 
and state hearings to plead her case. 

Meanwhile. Joseph Riga, newly 
appointed Housing Authority chair¬ 
man. suggested his board will not go 
ahead with the eviction order, at least 
until an appeals hearing is held. 

"That, 1 haven’t decided,” said 
Riga on Tuesday, when asked if the 
eviction order would be given. "The 
ball is really in her court right now; 
it’s her move. If she takes no action, 
tliough, then we’ll have to take some 
action.” he add'"* 


Hatch, a school employee for 28 
years, has fought for months to pro¬ 
ve that pets have an important place 
with the elderly. She is a lifetime Win¬ 
chester resident with no living fami¬ 
ly members. Maggie, she says, is the 
only ‘family’ she has now. 

In February. Hatch waged a ma¬ 
jor petition campaign, gathering 
more than 5tXJ signatures from town 
residents who backed her position. 

On Tuesday, Hatch said she is 
prepared to take her case to the 
Supreme Court if grievance appeals 
hearings in Winchester and Boston 
don’t do the trick. 

Robert Graves, Hatch’s counsel, 
said on Tuesday, “We’ll be starting 
the grievance procedure, but I 
suspect it’ll be just going through the 
motions in Winchester, at least.” 

He addtxj that the Authority should 
hold the grievance hearing within 7 
days after its decision, and that Hatch 
would exhaust all administrative 
avenues before going to the courts. 

"We’ve already had an offer from 
someone who has said his wife would 
be a witness in court if we need her,” 
said Graves. "She’s an associate pro¬ 
fessor at Massachusetts General 
Hospital, and she has offered to ex¬ 
plain the medical benefits of pets for 
the elderly.” 

Meanwhile, the matter was 
scheduled to be the topic of a channel 
7 Boston television program yester¬ 
day luw, .iin{ 4 . featuring Hatch, 


Graves, a Housing Authority 
spokesman and members of the 
Massachusetts Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
(MSPCA). 

MSPCA spokesman Marianna 
Burt told The Star on Tuesday that 
she wholeheartedly supports Hatch 
and will pressure Winchester and 
other communities to adopt ways to 
allow pets in public hoasing. 

"I’m convinced it can work,” she 
said of the allowance of pets. "If the 
option is kept on the local level, 
maybe we won’t even need a state 
law. The uoint is to get these local 
boards to understand that allowing 
pets doesn’t mean you’re going to 
have 50 Dobermans in there.” 

The state legislature has deferred 
a 1984 bill to allow pets in public hous¬ 
ing, instead calling for a study to be 
done by the National Association of 
Housing and liedevelopment (Officers 
and the state Executive Office of 
Communities and Development The 
study results are due to be reported 
to the general court in November, 
after which they will be sent to the of¬ 
fice of Housing and Urban 
Development. 

Burt of the MSPCA criticized the 
local authority’s decision to not seek 
a state waiver, calling the action 
"nothing but a punitive attitude”. 

Riga, however, said on Tuesday 
that his board is only following the

O'Connell won the scat 3-2 after 
former chairman Michael Konayne 
pulled his name from the field. 

O'Connell was elected to the board 
along with Cathy («atto in the March 
2r» town elections. He stepped down 
from his Selectman's post after 
several years with that board, to 
wage a successful hid for the schi'ol 
spot. 


The debate grew hot and heavy 
Tuesday, as committee members 
tried to reach agreement — any kind 
of agreement about the chair 
manship. 

Veteran Cathy Alexander urged 
the board to delay making a final 
decision until Oatto. who was absent, 
could attend. 

Hut the board, clearly split on the 
issue, voted 3-2 in favor ol O'Connell. 
Alexander and William .lervey were 
opposed toO'ConneH's appointment, 
while Michael Konyane. Stephen 
Powers and O'Connell opted for the 
approval. 


(iatto. meanwhile, was the object 
of a good deal of criticism Ix'cause she 
did not attend the meeting. Gattoand 
her family were vacationing in 
Florida on a trip they had planned 
.several months before Gatto decided 
to run for office. 


Former chairman Konayne, who 
last week was nominated for the 
rcelection by O’Connell, pulled his 
nomination and instead offered 
O'f’onnell for the seat.

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Finance Committee Reviews 
$28M In Budget Proposals

Tlu‘ Finnnco ('oniinitttH* reviewed 
the Town Meeting money arlieles last 
'i'hursday. as former aeting Town 
Manager .lohn (’iareia and Finance 
(’ommitleeChairman Patrick Roddy 
explained fine points of the 1988 $28 
million budget. up$l million from this 
year. 

Roddy said the $U).8 million pro¬ 
posed school budget eats up more 
than one-third of the town’s finances. 

Meanwhile, several town meeting 
articles aim to get a hefty share of 
cash from the town’s coffers, such as 
a $25.1)00 proposal to tear down the 
Skillings Street railroad bridge and 
repair the AlKu-jona River footbridge 
near Town Hall. 

Other money articles include pro¬ 
posals to clear weeds from li[)per 
Mystic Lake, take a Water Street 
house hy eminant domain, renovate 
Town Hall, and collect hazardous 
waste from town residents. 

; Town Meeting will begin April 22. 
However. I)udget issues may not be 
discussed until the first Monday in 
.May. according to town bylaw. Ciar- 
cia said. 

The weightiest funding decisions 
concern the annual town budget. 
I’own Manager’s proposed budget 
may call for the 1988 tax rate to in¬ 
crease by $1.0ti above last year’s rate 
- to $24.30 per $100.()()U assessed pro¬ 
perty valuation, said Town Com- 
ptroiler Joseph Bonner. 

Meanwhile, the Finance Commit¬ 
tee requests apix'ar to be even higher. 
Roddy said tlie committee plans to 
add about $87,000 in funding recpiesls 
to Town Manager s recommen¬ 
dations. 

Town Manager’s proposed budget 
showed two drops in funding com¬ 
pared to last year, in the general 
government category, down by 
$11.500 to $980,985; and in the capital 
expenditure category, down by 
$34,000 to $901,730. 

All other budget categories show¬ 
ed increases, including undistributed 
funds, up by $218,000 to $5,088,415; 
culture and recreation, up by $24,000 
to $707.081; health and social services, 
up by $8,300 to $212,034; public safey. 
up by $48,800 to $3,230,388; communi¬ 
ty services, up by $188,500 to 
$3,737,710; and education, up by 
$182.(M)0 to $10,881,831. 

Not included in those proposed 
budget figures are wages for school 
and municipal employees involved in 
c(dlcctivc bargaining. Roddy said. 

I 'J'own Manager estimated the total 


cost of those salaries and benefits at 
$773. (KK). 

At the meeting. Roddy reviewed 
the Town Manager’s recommenda¬ 
tions on sch(X)l capital improvements, 
a costly area. 

Proposed projects include $75,470 
for new computers; $50,0(K) for paint 
and carpeting; $40.0(M) to fix school 
roofs; $30,000 for a language 
laboratory; $9,000 to resurface the 
high school track; and $8,700 for a 
school library security system. 

In other major spending pro¬ 
posals. Roddy cited Town Manager’s 
proposal to buy three police cruisers 
at a total cost of $38,000. and a Depiirt- 
ment of Public Works allocation for 
new equipment at $119,100. 

Another warrant article asks for 
town funds to buy a vacant two-family 
home at 41-43 Water Street to convert 
it to subsidized housing. 

In 1983. the house was valued lor 
lax purposes at $24,900, atid the latul 
was assessed at $32,900. according to 
assessor’s office figures. 

The town of Winchester has the 
right to .seize the hou.se by eminant do¬ 
main, if approved by a two-thii ds ma¬ 
jority at Town Meeting. 

“It’s my understanding that this 
property would have to be taken by 
the Winchester Housing Authority. ” 
said Ciarcia. 

He said the Housing Authority 
would then apply for state funds to fix 
up the residence. 

Ciarcia said the owner of the 
house, the Rev. Robert Costello, told 
Selectmen he would renovate it. 

If improvements are made on the 
home by Town Meeting. Ciarcia said 
“I believe they (Selectmen) will move 
indefinite postment” of the article. 

At their Monday night board 
meeting. Selectmen indicated work 
was undenvay to renovate the duplex. 

Another Town Meeting proposal 
hinges on a $1.50.000 stale grant from 
stale Public Works Feonomic 
Development program. 

If Winchester gets the grant, Ciar¬ 
cia said the town could pay a $25,000 
share. 


The grant would allow Winchester 
to replace a bridge abutment over the 
Aberjona River near Town Hall as 
well as remove an obsolete railroad 
bridge above Skillings Road. 

The warrant article proposes that 
the town pay $12.5(K) and suggests the 
Winchester business community 
could match tho.se funds with another 
$12..5tM). 

Ciarcia said, however, that Win¬ 
chester’s chance of receiving the 
slate grant “doesn’t look that good.” 

Town Meeting members will also 
decide the fate of a proposed $10.000 
engineering study of Town Hall. The 
building, almost 100 years old. needs 
structural repair, said ('iarcia. 

Once the study is completed, he 
said, actual renovation money re¬ 
quests could be made at fall town 
Meeting. He said a $1 million bond 
issue may Ih' needed to repair the 
building’s exterior. 

Then, while the exterior work was 
underway, “intensive analyses of the 
interior of Town Hall” could begin. 
Ciarcia explained. 

He said interior work to make the 
building accessible to handicapped 
people, paint it. and make other im¬ 
provements could require another $I 
million. 

“I hope that under this is a 
maintenance plan that never lets this 
Town Hall get in this condition 
again.” .said Town Meeting member 
.John Twomey of Precinct 3. 

In other articles, the Fair Housing- 
Committee is requesting $l..5(H) for its 
administrative expenses, and the 
(’onservation Commission is re 
(jnesling $5.(K)(l. 

('iarcia said the (’onservation 
(’ommission last aski'd lor town funds 
in 1978. 

Meanwhile, he said the Fair Hons 
ing Committee request would likely 
have been included in the general 
town budget if it had l)een received 
earlier at Town Hall. 

A briefing on the warrant articles 
will be Tuesday. April 18 at 7 p.m. in 
the Winchester Public Library 
meeting room.

BIACON HILL ROLL CALL 


This week’s column records local 
represenlativcs’ voles on four roll 
calls from the week of April 1-5. There 
were no important roll calls in the 
Senate. 

SPECIAL COMMISSIONS til 
:,sf>0) — The House 139-6, gave near 
final approval and sent to the Senate 
a bill reviving and continuing, until 
December 31. 1986. some 25 special 
legislative commissions studying 
topics ranging from civil service and 
lax reform to Boston harbor and 
tourism. 

Supporters, noting the Speaker has 
weeded out many unnecessary com¬ 
missions. said the continued ones are 
essential and deal with important 
issues. 

Opponents questions whether it 
was necessary to spend some $3 
million to fund the commissions, and 
said they should expire in three 
months and issue a report so the 
legislature can determine the value of 
each commission. 

A “Yea’’ vote is for the bill. A 
“Nay" vote is against it. 

Hep. Sherman Sallmarsh voted 
ves. 

BEPOHTING DATE (II .5860) — 
The House. 1.38-8, rejected an amend¬ 
ment continuing the 25 commissions 
until June 1985 instead of December 
1986. 

Amendment supporters said re¬ 
quiring commissions to issue a report 
sooner will allow legislators to see 
what the committee is doing and to 
determine whether the work is 


necessary. 

Dpixaients said many new api^int- 
ments to the commissions will be 
made and argued the commissions 
need time and funding to begin and 
continue work before they issue 
reports. 

A “Yea" vote is for continuing the 
roiooii'J'^ions until .lone 30. 1985. A 
“Nay" vote is for continuing them un 
til December 31. 1986. 

Salt marsh voted no. 

KEDLSTHY (II 33.58) — The House 
130-9. rejected a bill abolishing the 
Kegislry of Motor Vehicles on July 1. 
1985 and creating a Commission of 
Motor Vehicle Safely Registration. 
The commission would Ix^ charged 
with developing a plan to make 
several changes, including having 
cities and towns register motor 
vehicles, renew licenses, collect the 
auto sales lax, and retain all the 
resulting revenue. 

Supporters, claiming the current 
Registry is an inefficient agency, 
staffed with many arrogant 
employees, said local communities 
can handle many of the tasks and 
noted the revenue would Iw a form of 
local aid. 

Opponents, claiming the proposal 
is unjiecessary and unworkable, said 
the Current Registrar is working on 
improving the operation of the 
Registry. 

A “Yea" vote is for the bill. A 
“Nay" vote is against it.

Missing The Mark 
On Education Reform

The two-year-old effort to reform 
Massachusetts public schools has 
drifted out of focus. 

And it didn’t have to happem. 

Ironically, the school reform bill 
currently before the Legislature — 
lalxded a “kids’ bill" by iLs supportei-s 
- offers less to students than either 
of the two rejected proposals that 
preceded it. 

In 1983, legislative leaders and 
Gov. Michael Dukakis began the 
search for remedies to cure some of 
the problems plaguing Massachusetts 
public schools. 

Two priorities emerged. 

The first was equal educational op¬ 
portunity. Any meaningful school 
reform bill had to advance the rights 
of all students to a quality education, 
regardless of the wealth of their com¬ 
munity. 

The second was to encourage the 
best young people to enter teaching, 
and to make teaching attractive 
enough to keep them in the 
classrooom. Public opinion polls cry 
out for higher teacher .salaries. Top 
college students lake one look at the 
average starting teacher salary of 
$14..5(M) and head for the private sec¬ 
tor. Many current teachers make the 
same decision. 

Last year’s school reform bill. 
House 6262, sought to address each of 
those priorities, but it died at the end 
of the session because its price lag 
was too high, and because it tried to 
do too much. 

This past January, Dukakis filed 
his own bill. Hou.se 5011, which he call¬ 
ed an “affordable, focused" solution 
to sch(X)l reform. 

But in late March, the legislature’s 
I'ommitee on Education released its 
own draft of the Dukakis bill, now 
called House 5900. To be blunt, it 
mis.ses the mark. 


House .5‘.KK) is a throwback, propos¬ 
ing a number of ItHUi’s-style social ex¬ 
periments at the expense of the 
obvious, basic needs of today’s 
students — needs like smaller class 
sizes, adequate staffing, and updated 
textb(X)ks. 

For example, it proposes an 
academic “megatournament. ” which 
would hand out $0 million in prizes to 
six communities each year, based on 
the results of student testing. 

By 1987, it would hand over $40 
million per year to groups of parents, 
teachers, and students representing 
each school, who would then decide 
how to spend that $40 million, in¬ 
dependent of local school authorities. 

Instead of guiu'anteeing that only 
well-trained, certified, and qualified 
teachers will work with our children. 
House 5900 proposes to let uncertified 
individuals walk into classrcxmis. to 
try their hand at teaching. 

And, House 5900 offers each 
teacher a possible raise of $170 a year. 
It’s ludicrous to think that such an in¬ 
adequate gesture would attract new 
teachers, or inspire current teachers 
to stay. 

House .590(1 is not a “kids’ hill. ” It 
is full of hollow promises, and it fails 
to address in serious fashion the most 
challenging problems faced by to¬ 
day’s students and teachers. 

Two years ago. anyone proposing 
something like House .5900 would have 
been dismissed from the education 
reform debate. Apparently, what was 
unacceptable in 1983 appt'ars to be 
adecjuale in 1985. 

That’s bad news for the students 
of Massachusetts, who have waited 
patiently for those in |x)wer to provide 
lasting improvements in education. 
They deserve far better.

I was. however, very disappointed 
with the lack of information pre.sented 
on bottle feeding during the classes 
and especially w ith the inavailabili¬ 
ty ol the formula 1 had chosen at the 
hospital 'I’he classes had only 
pre.sented a lilm on breastleeding. 
'I’lierc was no literature passed out on 
either method. 

Being a registered dietitian. I am 
aware that there are two major for¬ 
mula companies, both of whii.’h have 
printed material on both metluxls ol 
feeding for public education and infor¬ 


mation. and both supply lormulas to 
hospitals free of charge. 

I feel it would be very helpful to 
luture parents for the childbirth class 
curriculum to be reassessed to in¬ 
clude both view points or alternatives 
for parents to make a knowledgeable 
decision, ... .. . 

In conclusion, if Winchester 
Hospital is to truly support the com¬ 
munity that supports it. it must 
educate on both breast and bottle 
feeding, and supply both brands of in 
fanl lormula to those that choose bot¬ 
tle feeding.

Whal WILL we all do when 
laundromats finally pass 
from the scene? 

When that day dawns — 
that chicken-in-every-pot day, 
that car-in-every-garage day, 
that day when America final¬ 
ly gets its good five-cent 
cigar, and every citizen has a 
washer and dryer in his home 
— who will then remember 
the soothing hours spent idl¬ 
ing at the Coin ’n Clean? 

People should be required 
by law to spend a year sham¬ 
pooing their duds at a public 
facility. They should make it 
compulsory and apply it to 
both sexes, like military duty 
in Israel. 

I know I spend a mellow 90 
minutes in laundromats as 
often as possible. I arrive with 
my bag slung over my 
shoulder like Santa Claus and 
my little stash of Whiz or Suds 
or Glint lapping around in an 
old margarine container. 

Other Santas all around 
me arrive with similar 
bundles. We greet each other 
silently, with nods and bows.

Helping Others 


Amy Hinton Aids 
Retarded Adults, 
Stranded Passengers

For 30 years, Winchester’s Amy 
Minton had a tough job. 

She handled customer problems 
for 'I’rans World Airlines. 

People screamed at her when they 
couldn’t get an airplane seat. 

They swore at her when they got 
bumped off an overbooked flight. 

Foreigners raged when ensnared 
in a customs mess. 

Somehow, (Hinton says it’s a gift 
of God) she soothed those savage 
beasts. She never lost her cool. 

And she still found the strength to 
run an organization that helps men¬ 
tally retarded adults, an agency she 
continues to run. 

Her patience has come in handy in 
both the volunteer and the business 
worlds. 

No matter how rude passengers 
were, Hinton dealt with them gently. 
“I’ve always said two wrongs don’t 
make a right,” she explains. 

She also had a special trick to turn 
raging passengers back into human 
beings. 

She'd say their names over and 
over again while she talked, loud 
enough for other people to hear. 

Her husband, George, says it’s so 
unusual for an airline employee to 
quickly straighten out a mess that 
passengers wanted to be friends for 
life. 

“Conseiiuently, Amy’s overrun 
with friends,” he says, including Kirk 
and Anne Douglas, Nancy Reagan, 
Charlton Heston and Mia F'arrow. 

When Hinton, 55, retired in 
February, former Boston Bruins 
hockey star Bobby Orr sent roses. 

The walls of hei' study are crowd¬ 
ed with autographed photos of stars, 
from Ann Landers to Gregory Peck. 

To boot. Hinton often convinced 
her celebrity friends to boost her 
organizaton. Volunteers For The 
Mentally Retarded, which she 
ojierates out of her Winchester home. 

The agency raises thousands of 
dollars every year for mentally 
retarded aduits,’ contributing to ac¬ 
tivity centers, workshops, and com¬ 
munity homes. 

The centers get special needs 
adults out of the house so they can 
meet their poHJi-s, and do constructive, 
challenging work. That way, they 
stay out of institutions. 

Hinton’s sister, Adeline Oppedi- 
siano, is a mildly retarded adult. She 
has lived in Hinton’s home since their 
mother died in 197G. 

Oppedisiano knows how to read 
and write, but for most of her life she 
was sheltered by her mother, who 
shielded her from much contact with 
the outside world. 

Now. thanks to Hinton’s research 
into programs for sjjecial needs 
adults, she goes to a workshop in 
Woburn. 

To raise money. Hinton has hosted 
fashion shows, run raffles, and sold 
celebrity cookbooks — 3,000 to date. 

Phyliis Diller sent 15 recipes for 
the book, including Italian spaghetti 
and “Vege-Dilly Lunch ’ 

Author Roald Dahl contributed 
Irish stew. Nancy Reagan sent a 
macaroni and cheese reci|x*. And Bob 
Hope’s wife sent directions for his 
favorite potato chip cookies. 

With the money Hinton raises, she 
has helpc'd buy furniture for a retard¬ 
ed adults’ home, build a picket fence 
in a Hudson community residence 
and buy overhead fans for a 
Lawrence vocational rixim. 

Typewriters, conveyor belts, 
carpeting — all are needs the 
organization has addressed. 

Hinton’s agency also recruits 
volunteers to spend a few hours tak¬ 
ing a special needs person for a walk, 
a drive, lo a movie or bowling. 

Hinton’s parenLs immigrated from 
Reggio Calabria (in the toe of Italy) 
to Arlington, and Hinton went to Arl¬ 
ington High .School.

Then, she went out to Kansas City 
for aviation training. Her first job. at 
age IK, was as a telety|H.*r for TWA in 
Chicago, supplying statistics on 
weather, wind and fuel information lo 
crew members. 

In 19.52, she came lo Boston, where 
she booked reservations at a city 
ticket office, and then worked in 
airports. 

She met her husband when he was 
a TWA pilot and caught him double¬ 
checking the crew’s cleaning efforts. 

“Before I board passengers I 
always check to see that the cabin 
crew is ready,” she recalls. “1 ran in¬ 
to George taking ice cubes off one of 
the chairs” 

“1 hope you have a union card, ” 
she quipped. 

Her husband, ever conscientious, 
fumed. “I don’t put passengers on a 
plane when it looks like this” 

When he returned to the cabin, he 
said, “Who was that cute little 
blond'?” 

They married in 1977. 


Hinton has never been intimidated 
by anyone, be they airline captains, 
celebrities or bank presidents. And 
she never ovei'looked ordinary people 
who needed help either. 

A lew times, she even loaned 
money out of her own pocket. 

Hinton received fan mail lor her 
efforts, enough lo fill three scrap 
books. One young woman 
wrote.“Thanks loyou 1 made il lo my 
psychology final, did not tail Ihe 
semester, did not lose my job and 
maintained my sanity.” 

An Australian traveler wrote TWA 
a thank you note when Hinton ex¬ 
tricated him from a customs mess. 

Hinton, he wrote, “appeared in a 
TWA uniform and smilingly introduc¬ 
ed herself, waved hei- invisible magic 
wand, calmed our shattered nerves, 
soi-ted through our vast ai-ray of 
tickets, (and i got us on the next i’W.A 
flight to New York.” 

Hinton retired from her customer 
service post in February. But she 
may never retire from helping iK'ople.

High School s Larocco: 

Kids Are A Principal Concern

Th(* pit’lures and awards on his ol- 
lico wall display it. and the smile on 
his laee as he talks e.xpre.ss is - this 
principal is proud of his students, his 
faculty and his school. 

Vincent K. Larocco. principal of 
Winchester High School, is an ad¬ 
ministrator whose educational roots 
are in the classroom. He feels strong 
ties to those still there, as well as ad¬ 
miration for their acheivemenfs. 

A sports lover since his childhood 
in Chicago. Larocco entered the 
teaching field because of a desire to 
coach football — a sport he played in 
both high school and college, and a 
zeal for American History. He “idoliz¬ 
ed ‘ Abraham Lincoln and Thomas 
Jefferson and says both men’s lives 
have shaped a good deal of his 
thinking. 

After graduating from the Univer¬ 
sity of Western Illinois in 195:f with a 
bachelor’s degree in education, he 
lK*gan coaching f(M)thall and teaching 
social studies at the secondarv school 
level. 

He soon learned however, that his 
real love was for leaching, and his in 
teresl in education grew. He wanted 
to become more involved in making 
the decisions that affect education, 
which led him to the field ol guidance 
and eventually administration. 

He earned a master’s degree in 
education from Temple University in 
the early ItMiOs and has studied even 
beyond his postgraduate degree. 

He ws an assistant principal in 
New Jersey beffore coming to 
Massachusetts, where he assumed 


the assistant principal job at Win¬ 
chester High School in September 
1‘Kjf). In 1971, he became the school’s 
principal. 

Larocco says he secs his gradual 
progression has helped him ap¬ 
preciate the dynamics of the 
classroom with which he can no 
longer have full-time contact. 
Overall he says, it has helped him 
keep a tx-tter perspective on the many 
decisions he faces as an ad¬ 
ministrator. Ulassroom exped iences, 
he says, are a valid exercise in 
humility. 

Although he believes it is the 
primary obligation of public schools 
to attempt to give students a quality 
education, he also stresses the impor¬ 
tance of working with parents to 
develop the emotional and social side 
of students’ education. 

“Kids are too important not to 
care about,” he says, a statement 
which seems to be the consistent 
thread of his educational philosophy. 

“Growing up isn’t easy,” he con¬ 
tinues. Life changes so rapidly in to¬ 
day’s world, he adds, that it is tougher 
for kids now than during his school 
years. Society places many more 
burdens on youngsters, he notes. 

In our mobile society, the 
closeness and support of the so call¬ 
ed extended family is often shattered, 
he says. Many students now have to 
make a great number of complex 
decisions on their own — and 
sometimes at very early stages of 
their lives. 

School is a large part of young peo¬ 
ple’s lives, and Larocco says the 


schools have a broader educational 
responsibility. As principal, he sees 
his role as guiding the school in this 
direction, as an administrator, 
facilitator, educator, and coordinator. 

When asked about the rnost ex¬ 
citing part of his job. he replied that 
having even a small part in a stu¬ 
dent’s success is what gives the most 
jov and meaning to his work. 

‘He praises Winchester High 
Sch(X)I students for their involvement 
and achievement in academic, 
athletic, and cultural activities, 
estimating 50 to 00 percent are involv¬ 
ed in one or more extra-curricular 
groups. He also commends the facul¬ 
ty members for their dedication and 
seemingly tii*eless efforts to do the job 
well, whether working in the 
classroom or with other school 
projects. 

Uir(x;co .says teachers at W H S., 
as well as those at the town’s elemen¬ 
tary and junior high levels, are doing 
an outstanding job. He concludes that 
the consistently high quality of 
achievement and numix'r of awards 
won by W H S. students is due not on¬ 
ly to tile students’ own ability, but in 
part to the fine foundation they have 
received during their early school 
years in the .system. 

Even though the educational pen¬ 
dulum swings perpetually, and 
changes in approach and methods 
come and go, Lanx'co contends that 
the solid quality ol education in Win¬ 
chester’s schools is constant. It is 
therefore not surprising that he en¬ 
courages jxu enfs to let teachei-s know 
when they recognize a good job is be¬ 
ing done.

Math League Contest Challenges Youngsters

(iuestion: Recently all fifth and sixth 
graders took the New England 
Mathematics League test. What is the 
purpose of this test and who devised 
it? 

Answer: The New England 

Math League contest is not a test, but 
rather an opportunity for fifth and 
sixth grade students to get the flavor 
dl^'competitive mathenicitlcal evehr.' 
Us purpose is to motivate students 
toward developing thinking skills and 
to foster an interest in math. It was 
designed as a tool to whet their ap¬ 
petites in a non-threatening situation 
that encourages them to think of math 
as something more than the 
memorization of facts. 

The format is constant - 40 
mulitple-choice questions to be 
answered in:») minutes. 'I’he elemen¬ 


tary contest is open to all fifth and 
sixth grade students in all New 
England schools. 

Each participating school submits 
one team entry made up of the five 
highest individual scores. Their total 
points represent the school’s score. In 
May, a booklet is published listing the 
highest individual scores and team 
scores, by counties and states. 

Martin Badoian, head of the Can¬ 
ton High School Mathematics Depart¬ 
ment, and receant winner of the 
"'l^resideritial Award of Excellence, is 
largely responsible for the founding 
of the New England Math League. A 
highly respected member of the math 
community. Badoian has been involv¬ 
ed with competitive math events in 
Massachusetts since 1965. 

Junior and senior high school 
students are no strangers to the math 
teams and math league contests that 
have been the product of so much of 
his enthusiasm and excellence. This 


same dedication to excellence pro¬ 
mpted him to design an elementary 
contest six years ago. The questions 
follow a standard style and are pro¬ 
fessionally written. However, 
Badoian feels that the students 
themselves will soon lx? writing the 
questions.

New Centers To Open 
For Disturbed Youths 


Commlssionor James J. Callahan 
Jr., Ph D., announced plans to create 
new inpatient facilities to diagnose 
and treat mentally ill youths under 
the age of 22. 

The Department of Mental Health 
will establish three intensive residen 
tial treatment centers and four Jicute 
short-term diagnostic units to be run 
privately in buildings on the gronds 
of several state hospitals. 

The new units are in response to 
Executive Order No. 244, signed by 
Governor Michael S. Dukakis on Ju¬ 
ly 2(>, 1984. The Executive Order man¬ 
dated special inpatient services for 
the under-22 age group, sepiirate from 
services provided to adults. 

“The programs we have 
developed for adolescents with severe 
emotional problems are the result of 
an intensive effort on the part of 
Department personnel and an ad¬ 
visory panel that included represen¬ 
tatives of the legislature, provider 
groups, professional organizations, 
advocates, and others with a keen in¬ 
terest in Ihe welfare of the young peo¬ 
ple in our care, ” Callahan said. 

"By August 1 of this year there will 
no longer be any CJiapter 768 in¬ 
dividuals under 22 years of age on 
adult wards in state mental hospitals 
and mental health centers. We an¬ 
ticipate that residential treatment 
programs eventually will be located 
in the community. However, to imple¬ 
ment Ihe Executive Order ex¬ 
peditiously. we will locate these 
pr^igrams on an interim Ixisis on state 
hospital grounds,’’ Callahan ex¬ 
plained. 

Joan Mikula, Assistant Commis¬ 
sioner for Child-Adolescent Services, 


said there are 43 youths in adult 
wards in state hospitals and mental 
health centers. 

Arrangements luive l)een made to 
move 2.'i of them into residential pro¬ 
grams. "As a result of outstanding 
coojx'ration from the Massachusetts 
(’ouncil of Human Service Providers, 
we have found placements in existing 
programs. ” Mikula .said. 

"This will enable us to concentrate 
our efforts on developing new ser¬ 
vices for young men and women who 
will enter our system in the future. ” 

The new units will be phased in 
from April to August and will provide 
.St) short-term beds and 31 beds for 
youth refiuiring intensive residential 
treatment. 

Three providers have been 
selected to o|H'rate the residential 
treatment programs. They are: 

• Health and Education Services 
Inc., which will o|XM ate a 12-bed unit 
for males and females in the Daniels 
Building at Westboro State Hospital. 
Health and Education Services cur¬ 
rently operates the Solstice and 
Efjuinox prognuns for adolescents on 
the North Shore. 

• Justice Resource Institute. Inc., 
which will run a nine-lH'd unit for Ixiys 
in the Goss Building at Taunton State 
Hospital J R 1. runs Centerpoint, a 
program for teenagers in Danvers, 
and other secure treatment 
programs. 

•Northeast Family Institute Inc., 
which will run a 10 bed program for 
boys at Worcester State Hospital. 

The residential .secure treatment 
programs will open between May 1 
and July 1. Most sites selected will 
function on an interim basis until {x'r 
mtinent sites can be located in com¬ 
munities. 

'I'he average length of stay for 
.severely dysfunctioiuil youth in need 
of long term mental health treatment 
is expected to be 18 months.

'Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer said he is waiting for com¬ 
ments on the plans from town board 
members before he drafts a response 
to Ihe finance agency. 

According to preliminary draw¬ 
ings. the complex will include a 
l)()-unil two-story townhouse with one- 
and two-bedroom apartments. 


Also, tw'o smaller complexes 
would be built, one with six three- 
bedroom apartments and another 
with four three-bedroom apartments. 

Forested land would provide a buf¬ 
fer from Route 93 and recreation 
space, he said. 

Hotondi said he hopes single 
parents in Winchester struggling to 
make ends meet could benefit from 
the new apartments. 

However, he said, the state would 
determine eligible applicants. 

Families qualifying for Section 8 
federal subsidies or state Chapter 707 
rental aid w'ould he able to live in the 
18 subsidized apartments, according 
to SHAHP program guidelines. 

To qualify for such certificates, a 
one-person family w'ould have to have 
a maximum income of $14,476. a tw'o- 
person family of $16,.'j44, a three- 
person family of $18,621 and a four- 
person family of $26,800, according to 
EOCD guidelines. 

Marcia Hertz, spokeswoman for 
EOCD, said decisions for the next 
round of SHAHP funding for housing 
complexes are expected in July.

Monday: Big Day 
For Bottoms Down

The big day is Monday. 

The calendar says "Patriots 
Day. ’ but we all know better. 

Monday is Marathon Day. 
Anyone reading a newspaper, wat¬ 
ching television or listening to the 
radio can't help but notice that 
thousands of pain-loving runners 
will try to run more than 26 miles 
Monday. 

The media hype is bigger than 
the marathon itself. By now. the 
typical reader-viewer has been inun¬ 
dated with stories about how to 
train for running the marathon. We 
know what to eat. how much to run 
and when to slow down and speed 
up. 

But of the million or so people 
in the Boston area, only a couple 
thousand will try to beat Heartbreak 
Hill. 

The rest of us will watch. 

And just like those masochistic 
marathoners, we spectators have to 
train for the big event. Watching a 
26.2 mile marathon without train¬ 
ing is an invitation for injury. 

There are two types of 
marathon spectators: those along 
the route and those watching it on 


television. The latter is the true type 
of spectator. 

The true spectator must train 
each part of his body. 

The hands are the most impor¬ 
tant part of the spectator’s body. 

During the big day. the spec¬ 
tator must sit in the comfy chair and 
quickly use the remote control but¬ 
ton to switch from station to sta¬ 
tion. One good way to get in shape 
for this is to exercise the thumb at 
least an hour a day before Monday. 
The best thumb exercise is opening 
a beer can. 

Opening a beer can also 
prepares the spectator for the se¬ 
cond most important function on 
Marathon Day. A true spectator 
should be ready to imbibe at least 
a six-pack during the four hours of 
television hoopla. Most spectators 
don't need any practice in drinking 
this much. 

The eyes must be trained to ig¬ 
nore the brain. After two hours of 
television marathon commentary, 
the average brain will tell the eyes 
to shut down for some sleep. A 
good spectator will ignore common 
sense and keep awake no matter 
how boring the marathon. 


The posterior should not be Icll 
behind in the training regimen. 

The spectator will be sealed foi 
three to four hours and only stiic' 
training will keep the behind (tom 
turning into jelly. 

The best type ol exercise is sit- 
downs. Unlike sit-ups. sit-downs are 
much less taxing. A sit down is very 
simple, the spectator stands up and 1 
sits down and then repeals the j 
whole process. To prepare lor ■ 
Marathon Day. spectator doctors 
recommend an hour of sit-downs I 
every day. 

Of course the legs are important 
on Marathon Day. During commer¬ 
cials. the spectator must make a 
mad dash to the kitchen, restroom 
or shower (in case the marathon is 
too much work and a cooling 
refresher is needed). We recom¬ 
mend running a 26.2 mile 
marathon to prepare for watching 
one. That should get your legs in 
shape. 

Watching an entire Boston 
Marathon is tough work — it makes 
running one seem simple in com¬ 
parison.

ImVessions 

First Impressions is a new column to appear weekly in Communi¬ 
ty Calendar. It will look at Boston and the towns of Belmont, Arlington 
and Winchester, and the rest of the suburban area through the eyes 
of a newcomer. Me. 

Sometimes it will look at life in general: the mistakes we make and 
why. the Joys we share, the insights we gain as we travel our individual 
paths. 

Sometimes it will poke fun. place blame, provoke thought. 

And sometimes, I hope, it will brighten a day or prompt a moment 
of reflection. 

For one raised in the warmth and the West. Arizona, arrival during 
a New England spring has been a shock. . . with snow-shrouded 
crocuses and daffodils reminding me of years spent in Indiana, where 
Hoosier Hysteria commanded the same attention as opening day for 
the Red Sox and the Marathon combined. 

But no experience had ever prepared me for the roads here, ap¬ 
parently more than a local joke. I have always lived in places where 
roads go in straight lines, where roads continue in the direction they 
appear to point, where driving around the block is a simple task. I am 
an explorer by nature, love to follow byways and see new places. And 
as often as I’ve been lost this month, that attitude has helped. At least 
I'm not getting lost nearly as often as I did. But how did I end up in 
Watertown while trying to get from Lexington to Belmont? The positive 
side was that I did find a wonderful greenhouse on the way. But I'll never 
find it again. I'm sure. . . And as I tried to walk around a block in 
Marblehead, why did it seem I traveled at least a mile and never did 
find my starting spot? 

I have managed to find my way into Boston a couple of times so 
far. Once was to hear Judy Collins at Symphony Hall. 

With bouffant hair and a black satin gown, the woman on stage 
did not appear to be Judy Collins. Where was the long blond hair and 
the Indian cotton dress? But the voice . . . the voice was as clear as 
20 years ago and her flutelike soprano glided effortlessly through the 
octaves. 

She slipped her guitar over sequinned jacket and smiled. "You 
remember when this was the only thing I had to v;ear?" And she related 
the time Tom Rush called her at 3 a.m. to sing her a song. 'We were 
friends, but not that close, if you know what I mean.” she said. But 
after singing to her "Both Sides Now." she told Rush, Td like to hear 
from you at 3 a.m. just as often as possible.” 

And through it all. through the introspection of “Both Sides Now.' 
the toe-tapping "Someday Soon," the stylized "Turn. Turn. Turn," it 
struck me that not only was the voice just as clear. The heart-touching 
truths of folk music at 18 touch just as deeply and just as truly two 
decades later. 

The contrast of small town intimacy and big-city sophistication is 
a fascinating one for an outsider. One minute listening to snatches of 
neighborhood gossip, who's doing what to whom. . . the next minute 
listening to a comprehensive comparison of New York Times and 
Boston Globe coverage of a major story. Last week in Belmont I wat¬ 
ched a local resident show off an oil painting by Claude Monet and 
a pair of bronze nudes by Renoir and Dega. The impromptu exhibit 
occurred at midnight in a Belmont doughnut shop, the art framed by 
dozens of cooling doughnuts, and topped off with trading neighborhood 
tales. . . That would never happen in Phoenix.

Houseplants

Over the years, most of us learn 
by trial and error which plants do 
best in our homes. Choosing plants 
depends on the kind of lighting 
available, house temperatures and 
how much one is willing to fuss. 

If your lifestyle leaves little 
time to play with plants and yet 
you enjoy having living greenery 
in the house, then you would be 
wise to choose types that survive 
in good display condition with 





minimum care. 

One of the least demanding 
plants is the snake plant, or 
mother-in-law tongue (Sansevier- 
ia). It grows in a clump with tall, 
elegant blade-shaped leaves that 
come in interesting stripes and 
variegations. 

There also is a low. bird’s nest 
form of this easy plant. The tall 
one makes an attractive accent in 
combination with other foliage 
plants of contrasting form, while 
the low-growing type is a charm¬ 
ing desk or table plant. 

The snake plant endures a wide 
range of light conditions, neglect 
and dry soil. It would be my first 
choice for a nearly un-killable 
houseplant — provided you don’t 
put it outdoors in the open for 
summer. It can go out, but only 
onto a covered balcony, porch or 
patio. 

Other pleasing houseplants I’ve 
found difficult to destroy, even 
under conditions of some neglect, 
are grape ivy, trailing philoden¬ 
drons and pothos, jade plant, 
aloes, poinsettia, Christmas 
cactus. Chinese evergreen and 
various succulents. 

Durable kinds of decorator 
plants are cast-iron plant (Aspidis¬ 
tra), corn plant (Dracaena fra- 
grans massangeana), Dieffenba- 
chia, rubber tree and split-leaf 
philodendron. 

Grape ivy is a bushy climbing 
or trailing plant with three-part 
diamond-shaped leaves. It has ten¬ 
drils and will cling to any nearby 
support. 

It will scale a pole lamp or cas¬ 
cade nicely from a hanging bas¬ 
ket. It is not fussy about light ex¬ 
cept that it becomes pale and wan 
in direct sunlight.

If you want to make your home 
energy efficient but don’t know 
where to begin, consider using the 
services of a professional energy 
auditor. 

For little or no cost to you, an 
expert visits your home and deter¬ 
mines where heat loss is occur¬ 
ring, what conservation measures 
are needed, how much they’ll cost 
to install and what your potential 
savings will be. 

Under a federal program that 
began during the ’80 to ’81 heating 
season, home energy audits are 
available free or at nominal cost 
through local utilities. In addition, 
audits often are offered through 
manufacturers of heating and 
cooling equipment. 

.4n energy specialist begins the 
audit with a complete inspection 
of your building from attic to cel¬ 
lar He’ll note the construction of 
windows, doors, exterior walls, 
ceilings, roof, floor surfaces and 
the building foundations. He’ll also 
check the quantity and quality of 
existing insulation. Next he’ll 
check for energy leaks in win¬ 
dows, doors, foundations, etc., and 
inspect caulking and weather 
stripping. 

Based on this data, the inspector 
calculates heat loss and develops 
a plan of attack for your home. A 
detailed report, often in the form 
of a computer printout, suggests 
where and in what quantities insu¬ 
lation, storm windows, caulking 
and weather stripping are needed. 

Most auditors also will recom¬ 
mend additional improvements 
such as restricted-flow shower 
heads, insulation for your water 
heater, adjustments to your heat¬ 
ing system or new heating equip¬ 
ment. 

You’ll then receive a cost esti¬ 
mate for the suggested conserva¬ 
tion measures. 

Before turning you loose, the 
utility will provide a list of con¬ 
tractors who can perform the sug¬ 
gested work. Some will go a step 
further and collect bids and ar¬ 
range for contractors to do the 
work. Some even help to arrange 
financing through local banks. 

In some cases, the utility itself 
will make the loan, allowing you 
to repay it with your monthly gas 
or electric bills. The loan may re¬ 
quire that you work with contrac¬ 
tors participating in the program. 

Some utilities also offer a free 
follow-up inspection to check the 
quality of the work done. If it’s 
poor, the contractor may have to 
return and correct it. Some ex¬ 
perts advocate an annual reappra¬ 
isal to see if your fuel costs can be 
trimmed further with new prod¬ 
ucts or techniques. 

Many home heating dealers 
offer a free analysis of heating 
and cooling systems in your pres¬ 
ent home or a home you are con¬ 
sidering for purchase. Through an 
analysis of local weather patterns, 
utility rates, house dimensions and 
conservation measures taken, the 
dealer will make suggestions for 
Improving the pi^e^enl ^’ulfjhient 
or choosing new equipment 
tailored more closely to the con¬ 
sumer’s heating and cooling loads. 


Since conservation measures 
enhance your home’s market 
value, an energy audit is a good 


investment, and a successful fol¬ 
low-up inspection is an excellent 
selling point. 


If you’re house-hunting, check 
out energy efficiency before you 
buy. Although utilities won’t per¬ 
form audits on homes you don’t 
own, a private energy consultant 
will conduct one for a fee of $50 to 
$ 100 . 


If you’re having a home built, it 
is likely that the builder will in¬ 
clude the cost of a private energy 
audit in the price of the house, but 
you should make sure there is a 
provision for this measure before 
the plans are drawn.

A home is the largest invest¬ 
ment most people ever make, and 
it takes smart improvement plan¬ 
ning to guarantee that the invest¬ 
ment retains or increases its 
value. 

Before making any improve¬ 
ment to your home, ask yourself if 
you’ll be able to recoup the cost of 
the project if you sell the home in 
the future. If the answer is no, 
make sure the project at least has 
value to you while you’re living 
there, according to Darrell Stan¬ 
ton, a veteran builder. 

A second or third bathroom, 
particularly off the master bed¬ 
room, is a strong selling point. So 
is a remodeled kitchen with ener¬ 
gy-saving appliances. 

But carefully consider the other 
homes in your neighborhood when 
planning improvements, Stanton 
advised. For example, family 
rooms are popular in suburbs, but 
in cities there’s more demand for 
versatile living space such as a 
third bedroom. 

Garages usually are worth the 
investment in colder climates, but 
Stanton estimated that most peo¬ 
ple get only about a 50 percent 
return on the investment. 

When asked about home im¬ 
provements, most people think of 
such projects as remodeling the 
kitchen or adding a bathroom. But 
there are other, less expensive im¬ 
provements that can make a dif¬ 
ference in the quality and longevi¬ 
ty of your home, Stanton said. 

Start from the bottom and work 
your way up. The basement may 
have leaks or seepage that can be 
controlled by applying a sealant to 
walls and floors. 

Is your clothes dryer vented to 
the outside? If not, it’s pumping 


summer. This can cause mildew 
and warp furiture, walls or wood¬ 
work. 

On the other hand, lack of prop¬ 


er moisture also can damage your 
home’s structure and furnishings. 
Door and window frames can 
shrink and let in drafts. Furniture

Easy To Install 


Vinyl Tile

If you ask for linoleum when 
you want to buy new flooring, you 
probably won’t get what you ask 
for. 

What your parents, and you, 
commonly call^ linoleum actual¬ 
ly is resilient flooring. Linoleum is 
only one type of resilient flooring 
— ? type that hasn’t even been 
ma^e in the United States since 
the :)’/0s. 

Kesilient floors these days pri- 
rr.arily are vinyls of one type or 
another, no the term vinyl flooring 
gr ideally is becoming the accept¬ 
ed geneiic description. 

Vinyls replaced the old-fash¬ 
ioned linoleum, a good floor in its 
day, for several reasons. The vi¬ 
nyls are easier to clean and they 
can be installed anywhere in the 
house from attic to basement. And 
vinyl designs and colors are better 
and brighter. 


Basically, there are only two 
types of vinyl floors — sheet ma¬ 
terials or tiles. Sheet vinyl comes 
in continuous rolls, usually 6- or 
12-feet. wide. Tiles are individual 
squares, usually 12-by-12 inches or 
9-by-9 inches. 

Each type has its good points. 
Sheet vinyl has fewer or no seams 
to match when the flooring is in¬ 
stalled. However, tiles have been 
preferred by do-it-yourselfers for 
their ease of installation. 

Tiles also used to be much less 
expensive, however the price dif¬ 
ferential between sheet vinyl and 
tiles is narrov/ing. 

Most tiles sold today for resi¬ 
dential use are self-sticking with 
adhesive on the back. Dry back 
tiles (without adhesive) are of in¬ 
terest mainly to builders. 

Self-sticking tiles still are prob¬ 
ably the easiest of all floors for 
the do-it-yourselfer to install. All 


you do is remove a paper from the 
back of the tile to expose the 
adhesive. Then position the tile on 
the floor and press down. 

Another installation method is 
known as interflex, according to 
spokesmen for Armstrong World 
Industries Inc. The advantage of 
this method is that it doesn’t re¬ 
quire spreading adhesive all over 
the surface to be re-floored. In¬ 
stead, you merely fasten down the 
new floor at the sides of the room 
and at seams. 

Also, interflex-installed floors 
can go down over old problem 
floors that otherwise would have 
to be covered with plywood under- 
layment — an expensive and tedi¬ 
ous extra step. 

Other recent advances in vinyl 
floors: improved no-wax tiles and 
tiles with improved designs to 
faithfully simulate the appearance 
of natural or handcrafted materi¬ 
als like brick, ceramics and wood.

School-Student Compromise 
Puts Town In The Spotlight

Winchester High ScIumiI’s tradi¬ 
tional senior prom will have a whole 
new look this year, as students in fan¬ 
cy gowns and tuxedos take to Man¬ 
chester Field for (he event. 

School officials finally agreed to 
allow the dance only if it were held in 
town. They earlier considered cancel 
ing the prom entirely. Drinking 
plagued the March junior prom, and 
all other school social events have 
been canceled. 

Late last week, senior cla.ss of¬ 
ficers opted for the unprecedented 
outdoor prom after school officials 
and parent advisors set down strict 
ground rules. 

“1 was told we had thrw choices.” 
said senior class president .Jean 
Benincasa. 

“We could have agreed to hold it 
at McCall .Junior High auditorium or 
al Manchester Field -- or we could 
have canceled it. 

"Al first, I was really up.set lliat 
we were restricted to having it in 
town. I mean, a prom at the Marriott 
in lioston (tlie initial plan) is a long 
way from having it in a field. 

‘‘But after a while, the idea kind 
of grew on me. . We ll be setting a 
precedent here; something that I 
think will be a tradition in Winchester 
for at least 10 years,” sfie added. 

Benincasa said sJie has already 
been approaced by scliool officials 
from Heading and Ix'xington wlioare 
interested in having outdoor proms. 
‘‘They’ve asked me to let them know 
how it works out because nobody’s 
ever had a tent prom in their town 
before.” 

Benincasa said she did not favor 
the McCall site because ‘‘it wouldn’t 
be special enough.” .Slie explained 
tJiat since students have attended 
numerous dances there as 7th and Hth 
graders, a prom at McCall wouldn’t 
have any special ambiance. 

They have tentatively set aside 
PYiday, May HI. for the traditional 
senior dance. Originally, the class 
had planned to have it .June 1 al tlie 
Marriott I..ongwharf Hotel in Boston. 

Meanwhile, Benincasa .said, the 
cla.ss may have forfeited a $.')()() 
deposit to the Marioll, because the 
class was forced to cancel its reser 
vations. Also, a $:UM) deposit paid to 
the Winchester Knights of Columbus 
may be lost, sJie said, if the K of C 
can’t rent the hall where the class had 
scheduled class night for May 3. 

” We may be able to get part of the 
money back if the Marriott and the K 
of C can rent them to somelxKly else.” 
she said. “But even if we do, we pro¬ 
bably won’t get the money back until 
after graduation. Thai won’t do us 
any good now.” 

High School Frincipal Vincent 


Larocco, meanwhile, said he iJiinks 
the outdoor prom is a fair com 
promise in an effort to curb rampant 
teenage drinking. 

“This is it - iJiis is our last straw 
We’ve tried everything to fight the 
problem and now we’ll try this,” he 
said. I.,aroceo has .sent a letter to 
school parents detailing prom rules 
that he vows will he enforced. 

“'I’he kids know tliey’re going to lx* 
in a goldfish bowl at this thing and 
that the future of proms here will be 
in their lumds. They know wlial the 
rules are. and that they are the ones 
who will have to make it work,” he 
said. 

He added that he believes the 
seniors will he reimbursed by the 
Marriott and the K of C. ”1 don't think 
there’ll he any problem.” he .said. 

Meanwhile, police continue to 
crack down on teen drinkers. On P'ri 
day, five Winchester teens were 
among eight area youths arresled 


after police broke up a beer pai ty in 
woods off South Border Hoad. 

Thiee Ki-year-old Ixiys from Alben 
Street. Church Street and Folk Hoad, 
and two I.'i-yeai-old boys from Chur¬ 
chill Hoad and Wildwood Street, were 
released in the custody of their 
parents. 

A 19-yea r-old man and two 
lli-year-old girls from Medford were 
also arrested, according to police 
reports. The group was seen drinking 
in the area of Dennett and Southfield 
roads at about H;;U) p m. 

Meanwhile. I’olice (Jiief .John I*. 
McHugh said on 'I’uesday that his 
department had not received any fui - 
tlier reports of breaks by thieves who 
last week had promised to make gixxl 
on a ‘‘hit list” of businesses if the 
class was denied the prom. 

On Sunday. April 7, police con¬ 
fiscated an anonymous note left by 
thieves who broke into the 
Wheelworks bicyclery and threaten¬ 
ed further breaks if the class didn’t 
get its prom. 


“We haven't had any further in 
cidenls,” said McHugh 

The issue of teen alcohol and drug 
abuse inereased several weeks ago. 
allt*r problems erupted al the junior 
|)rom and at a party held by a 
Mayflower Hoad youth. Since tlu'ii, 
parents, police* and school nffieials 
liavc attempted to band together lo 
light llu* problems. 

.At least one student was sent lotlie 
hospital for treatment of aleohol 
abuse after the early March junior 
prom, according lo police .About two 
weeks ago, a parly lu*ld by Mayllower 
Hoad student Dean Kakridas swelled 
lo a crowd of about '200 teens belore 
Kakridas’ father came home unex¬ 
pectedly. 

On Tliursday, .April t, al least -too 
parents aiul officials jammed the 
school auditorium lo discuss the pro¬ 
blem, as well as to toss out some sug- 
ge.,*«*(l prom guidelines 


The r(‘sult, according to Laroeeo, 
is a set of rules for tiu* prom, which 
he has .sent lo all parents ol Win¬ 
chester seniors, The following is the 
list of i.arocco’s leciuesls and 
regulations; 

Parents should not serve aleholie 
beverages at pre-prom parlies. 

I’a rents should check with each 
other to he sure that tlu* parties their 
sons or daughters attend will not 
allow alcohol to he served lo teens in 
their homes or hroiighi to their homes 
by other teens. 

.Students are exp(*eled to alleiid a 
full day ot school on prom day it they 
intend to go to the prom that evening. 

Students who drink k'foreor at the 
prom will not be allowed to take part 
in graduation ceremonies. 

Students must Ix-al the prom Irorii 
its b(>ginning at H p in. until its (>nd at 
midnight. 

Parents of prom attendants must 
sign a contract agix'cing to the rules.

Restaurants Plan 
A Summer Debut

It’s been slow going, but Win¬ 
chester may truly be a gourmet’s 
paradise by late summer. 

Dover Grille on Winchester Ter¬ 
race plans to open in the third week 
of June. Maximilian’s on Converse 
Place is aiming for an August debut. 

And a Boston restaurateur is con¬ 
sidering buying Handall’s 
Hestaurant, a town staple for 19 
years, to make w'ay for a new' Italian 
ristorante sometime this fall. 

Last week, however, Handall’s 
owner John Drougas denied he plans 
to sell his Mount Vernon Street 
eatery. 

But Filippo Frapparoli, owner of 
Lucia’s Historante in Boston’s North 
End, said a purchase agreement is 
already sealed. ”We signed the agree¬ 
ment. but it’s taking time for the hank 
and everything to come through,” he 
said. 

Meanwhile, at Dover Grille, 
patroiLS may soon relax and sip drinks 
outdoors on Winchester Terrace. 

Selectmen approved a liquor 
license for Dover Grille April 8, pen¬ 


ding minor revisions. Town Counsel 
Douglas Handall said he is reviewing 
an updated application, including 
more stockholder information. 

If approved by the state Alcoholic 
Beverage Commission, Dover Grille 
will likely get Winchester’s third and 
last restaurant liquor license. Han- 
dall’s got the first license about five 
years ago. Maximilian’s got a liquor 
license last September, even though 
the restaurant has not yet opened. 

Lester Kaplan, president of 6 Win¬ 
chester Terrace Corp., which owns 
Dover Grille, said construction was 
due to begin this week. However, 
landlord Kevin C. Foley of Locatelli 
Trust wants to scrutinize plans for a 
few more days, Kaplan said, delaying 
interior remodeling until next 
Tuesday. 

Although the building’s brick ex¬ 
terior won’t change much, he said, in¬ 
terior work will cost about $400,000. 
The restaurant, the site of a former 
Filene’s department store, will seat 
104 people on the first fkxir and about 
80 people in an upstairs banquet 
room.

‘Suspicious’ Blaze Guts 
Empty ‘Village’ Condo

A suspicious blaze leveled three 
unfinished Swanton Street con¬ 
dominiums al 4 a.m. Tuesday, caus¬ 
ing an estimated $100,000 damage, 
according lo Fire Department 
reports. 

No one was in the skeletal strut* 
ture, a wixxlen frame whose roof had 
just been added the day before. 

The blaze ‘‘lit up the whole sky,” 
said Fire Chief Hobert W. McElhin- 
ney. “By the lime the fire department 
got there it was just one ball of fire. ” 
The three-unit condominium was 
the last building scheduled for The 
Village condo project al 171 Swanton 
St., owned by Continental Wingate. 

McElhinney said nothing remain¬ 
ed of the building but a little charred 
W(H>d, which was razed on Tuesday. 

He said the two-alarm blaze ap¬ 
peared “suspicious ” Meanwhile, 
police found a lO-year-old Woburn 
youth w'andering near Swanton Strei*t 
at alxjut the time of the fire. Although 
police said the youth has not been 
named as a suspect, they said they 
had already driven the youth home 
just hours before the blaze. 


No arrests were made, and police 
.said they are continuing their in 
vest igat ion 

During the fire, a nearly empty 
container of patio torch tuel was 
found a I the site, police said. 
However, construction siqx'rviser Ar¬ 
thur Surrette said a construction 
worker had used the fuel to light a 
barbeciue 

McElhinney said he and stale Fire 
Marshall .lames ,J Bradbury spent 
most of Tuesday "sifting through the 
rubble" He said they came up w ith 
"aLsolulely nothing ” that could deter¬ 
mine the cause of the blaze. 

A half hour before the fire, securi 
ty guard Koiiald Dirnarlino said he 
checked the building and found all in 
order, according to police reports 

Then, at 3:55 a.m.. iJimartino 
heard a “boom,” police said. He saw 
III) one in the area, police reported 

All Winchester appiiralus res|H)nd 
ed to the fire, including three engines, 
a rescue unit, a ladder truck ami an 
ambulance. 

Fire (’apt John Began reported 
the only injury in the blaze, a lower 
btick in jury.

Man Gets Federal Jail Term 
On Cocaine Related Charge

A former Winchester resident has 
been sentenced to two years at a 
federal prison in connection with a 
November c(x;alne arrest in Boston. 

Federal Judge Joseph Torro 
ordered Mark A. Jessup. 25. to serve 
two years at a federal prison after he 
pleaded guilty to a charge of posses¬ 
sion of cocaine with intent to 
distribute. The trial was held April 4 
at the Federal District Court in 
Boston. 

Je.ssup. held at the Salem Jail 
since his fall arrest, was one of the 
first defendants to challenge the new 
federal Bail Reform Act of 1984. It 
allows the federal government io 
deny bail to drug suspects, among 
others. 

He was arrested in Boston by state 
and federal agents who broke up a 
significant cocaine ring at the Huh 
waterfront area after an eight-month 
investigation. Agents reported con¬ 
fiscating $127,(M)() worth of cocaine in 
all. 

Jessup was among at least four 
others arrested in the crackdown, 
which authorities at the time said cut 
the cocaine traffic in Greater Boston 
by 20 percent. 

Jessup was denied release on bail 
several times. He was denied at the 
District Court level, as well as by U.S. 
Magistrate Robert Codings. 

On Feb. 25. Judge Stephen Breyer 
of the First Circuit Court of Appeals 
in Boston ruled against Jessup’s 
challenge of the Bail Reform Ad, say¬ 
ing the government did indeed have 
constitutional right to deny bail to 
defendants wliom the courts believed 


might flee once bailed. 

According to Jessup’s court- 
appointed lawyer. James Carroll, of 
Gaston. Snow and Ely Bartlett of 
Boston. Judge Breyer upheld the con¬ 
stitutionality of the Act in a 50-page 
ruling. Carroll said the ruling dealt 
with a defendant’s ability to prove 
that he or she would stay to face trial, 
as well as the government’s right to 
retain such suspects without bail. 

“One of the reasons he (Jessup) 
was denied bail is that the court didn’t 
feel he had lived in the community 
long enough,” said Carroll.“He didn’t 
have enough evidence that he was go¬ 
ing to stay.” 

Jessup w'as among 26 defendants 
who fought the bail law. 

Meanwhile, said Carroll, Jessup is 
expected to be sentenced to a par¬ 
ticular prison within two or three 
weeks. Carroll said the closest federal 
prison is in Danbury, Conn. After 


his tw'o-year sentence is up. Jessup 
will be on parole for three years, said 
Carroll. He added that according to 
the special parole terms, any further 
drug-related or felony would 
automatically send Jessup back to 
prison. 

The four others arrested in con¬ 
nection with the November cocaine 
raid w'ere: Thomas J. Webster, 50. of 
Watertown and Karen Webster; 
Jesus M. Valez. 24. of Brighton, and 
Garcia Luis Trujillo. 25, of East 
Boston. 

Thomas Webster and Valez both 
received three-year terms with three- 
year special parole; Karen Webster 
was put on probation. 

Asked why Jessup’s sentence ap¬ 
peared lighter than Webster and 
Valez. Carroll said. “I think the judge 
saw that his involvement was less 
than the others. But I can only .suspect 
that.”

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Kraus Details Education, Jail Suicide Reform Bill

State Sen. Richard Kraiis (I).. Arl- 
iiiKtoni has announced progress on 
the education reform bill, work by the 
jail suicide prevention commission, a 
possible Hoston bailout and reforms 
in local aid. 

'I'he wraup came at a Lexington 
news conference on Friday. 

The education reform bill. H.^IKK). 
was released by the House Ways and 
Means committee — with only a few 
minor changes — for debate on the 
floor of the House last week, and is in 
its second reading. Kraus said. 

Kraus, the Senate vice chairman 
of the Fducation C'ommittee. was 
ho|H*ful the final House version would 
not differ greatly from the commit¬ 
tee’s bill. 

The few changes made by the 
Ways and Means (’ommittee were an 
indication. Kraus said, that the 
Fducation (’ommittee had produced 
a bill that is “innovative, workable, 
and should get widespread support.” 

.Another education reform bill, 
proposed last year, became too ex¬ 
pensive and unmanageable to gain 
the nece.s.sary support. Kraus said. 

“There was a consensus it 
wouldn’t pass.” Kraus said. “The 
House voted it out. but that was 
primarily in recognition of the work 
put in by Kep. Collins of Amherst.” 
the outgoing House chairman of the 
Fducation (’ommittee. 

One part of this year’s education 
reform hill — awarding money to 
each school on a per-pupil basis, and 
allowing a local council of teachers, 
administrators and parents to decide 
how that money is used — has drawn 
some fire from local officials. 

Kiaus felt the concerns were 
minor, in comparison with reactions 
to last year’s bill. 

“That program I the school coun¬ 
cil option I is funded at $72 million 
over the three years — in the scope 
of the education reform bill, that is a 
drop in the bucket. ” he observed. 

“But we feel it is enough to let the 
people in the individual schools feel 
they have some choices, other than 
what to cut. and paying for textbooks 
out of their own pockets.” Kraus said. 

“.And. also, outside the education 


world, the House vice chairman of the 
Education Committee was talking 
with some businessmen in her 
district, mainly bankers. ” Kraus 
said. “They were very excited about 
this I school council opt ion I. 

Kraus acknowledged it might 
become “a turf problem.” if School 
Committee members become con 
cerned over control of those funds. 

But. he added, state Dept, of 
Education officials will oversee the 
use of the funds by the local councils. 
Meetings of the school improvement 
councils will also be subject to the 
Open Meeting law. so public and 
press attention should also be a fac¬ 
tor in the use of the funds, he said. 

School administrators were far 
more concerned last year about the 
many expensive state-mandated pro¬ 
grams included in the earlier, unsuc¬ 
cessful bill, he said. “1 know. Ix'cause 
I heard from them; I haven’t heard 
a word on this bill.” 

Cell Hecuiistruction 

The jail suicide prevention com 
mission Kraus chaired last year is 
continuing its work, to pul the hill 
passed last year into action. 

“There’s no slate agency whose 
responsibility it is to overlook deten¬ 
tion cells.” Kraus said. Neither the 
stale Dept, of Corrections nor Public 
Safely nor Public Health have real 
control over the conditions of l(K*k-ups 
on local police stations, he said. “So 
we’re pulling together an iid hoc 
working group of the three agencies 
to try to put together appropriate pro¬ 
cedures.” 

Already, the group has decided to 
shift from reimbursement of work 
done by individual towns to blanket 
purchases of materials and contracts 
to modify existing detention cells. 
Kraus said. 

Two things prompted this, he ex¬ 
plained: the concern that putting out 
the money fii*sl might cripple already 
strained local budgets, and a concern 
that the changes macle should meet 
the new stale standards. 

Architects surveys of existing cells 
across the state have already shown 
several communities in which cells 
will have to be replaced or substan-

tially rebuilt to meet the new state 
standards. “.So we will probably .seek 
more funding than the $1.1 million 
that was votrxl last year, ” Kraus said. 

Boston Bailoiil/I.ocal Aid 
Kraus told reporters that he is 
l(M)king into the (’ity of Boston’s finan 
cial situation m light of moves on 
Beaeon Hill to approve measures to 


give Boston a greater lax liase choice. 

”1 asked the mayor tor more inlor 
mation. to be sure the city ot Boston 
is doing all it can to meet its needs 
before we pa.ss this. ” Kraus said 
“I’ve asked to see the employment 
adjustments over the last six years, 
and the kinds of salary increa.ses 
given, because 1 know in otber com 


munitics very substantial measures 
have Ihhmi taken to cut wh.it otherwisi' 
would l)c a delicit. ” 

Kraus noted that .Arlington has 
reduced the number ol employees m 
most dc|)arlmcnts by 2;') pcrcimt. and 
last year gave iMiijiloyees only a 
deterred increase ot .» percent, to be 
added to their pension base only upon 


rcliremcnt 

Kraus is chairman of the Local .Aid 


C ommission - a job he says his col 
leagues were glad to let him lake. 
“Ix'cause you’re never going to make 
everyone happy ” 

He has speni recent weeks talking 
with Senate colleagues, asking their 
opinions on local aid reform 

“There are four basic opinions. 
Kraus said, on how l(K'al aid should Im> 
divided fairly: 

First are those who believe local 
aid funds should be shared e(|ually 
acro.ss the state, on a per person 
basis, because all communities 
face the same restrictions under I ’lo 
position 2' j and the same inflation ol 
costs. 

The second group feels state of¬ 
ficials should assess the respon 
sibilities and resources 1*0011 
community has. and do the best they 
can lo eciuali/e the financial Inirden 
of meeting those needs “'I’his is 
essentially what the (Jovernor has 
tried to do in the last three years. ” 
Kraus observed 

The third theory holds th.it local 
aid funds should be distributed so 
communities can meet their needs, 
and eijualize their property tax rates 
with those of neighboring com 
munilies. “One community’s tax rate 
can be three or lour or to times that 
of its neighixirs. and we don’t have 
that with any other taxes m our 
slate.” he said. 

The fourth group advocates 
e(juali/.ing the impact ot [)ropert\ 
taxes on the p<.*r capita income in each 
community. “One community ma> 
have a low tax rate, but it takes a big 
ger bite out of the residents’ per 
capita income. ” Kraus explained 

“I think people will In* able to tell 
that some of those tour things arc 
directly opposed lo others. ” Kraus 
said He said he hopes lo have a 
legislative initiative readv for this 
fall 


State May Crack Down On Local Tax Surplus

'I’he state may give Winchester in¬ 
centive to tax to the max. according 
to a recent proposal from Gov. 
Michael S. Dukakis’ administration. 

'I’he proposal says towns that don’t 
collect every available lax dollar 
should sacrifice stale aid. 

Winchester, along with about 75 
other communities, was cited for hav¬ 
ing unused taxing power, well below 
Proposition 2'- ceilings. 

But Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer criticized the slate’s idea, 
saying. “It’s the same as your boss 
telling you that you won’t get a raise 
next year unless you spend all the 
money he gives you this year.” 

Winchester has an extra $7H.000 
in taxing capacity this year, said 
'I’own Comptroller Joseph Bonner. 
'I’liat amounts to 2.7 |x.*rcent of its total 
tax levy of $1‘I.17H.(I0(). Bonner said. 

If the proposal goes through, the 


impact on Winchester could be “a 
slight reduction” in state aid. “likely 
very small.” said William O’Connor, 
state assistant secretary for local aid. 
No actual cutback formulas have 
been worked out, he said. 

Meanwhile, Maurer said. “It’s not 
a well thought-out program. ” He said 
towns need to keep taxing potential 
stored up for emergencies. * 

If the stale says communities have 
to tax the maximum amount, they 
“have no taxing ability set aside lor 
a rainy day,” said Maurer. 

He also said the slate is playing 
politics, trying to divert attention 
from its own large budget surplus this 
year, “'rhey’re saying, ’Don’t point at 
my surplus. An additional $21..5 
million could be raised around the 
state.’” Mauer said. 

Meanwhile, O’Connor claimed cer¬ 
tain towns are also playing political 
games. 


He said community politicians 
may stay popular by keeping local 
taxes down, while their budgets eat up 
slate revenues. 

Town Manager Maurer also said 
the proposal would make Winchester 
loo dependent on state government. 
“What if the town spends to the max¬ 
imum and then state aid is cut’’” he 
asked. 

He said state aid can be fickle. 
“State aid fluctuates from year to 
year. It’s dependent on various for¬ 


mulas. various fluctuations ol the 
economy It’s subject to the political 
whims of whatever governor, 
whatever legislature you have in of 
lice at the time. ” said the town 
manager. 

()’(’onnor said the proposal was 
only in a “conceptual” stage and that 
no bill had been drafted yet. 'I'he lax 
|K*nuily is ’’kind of on the back burner 
until the ’H(i budget is done. ’ he said. 

He added that it is not true that the 
state will be “reaching into people’s 


pockets right awa\ ” He said that 
wouldn’t happen until i;m7 at the 
earliest.

Dr. Martin Annis. president and 
founder of Cambridge based 
Amcriean .Science and Kngineering 
Inc , a high technology firm offering 
research, development and manufac¬ 
turing for the aerospace, medical and 
energy industries, has been named 
chairman of the North-Metro Private 
Industry Council (PIC).

The award has been given each 
year since 1974 to a former George 
Washington School student with high 
.scholastic achivement. 

The fund was established in honor 
of Dr. Lenore M. Rich at the time of 
her retirement from a career spann¬ 
ing 43 years as an outstanding local 
educator. For 39 years. Rich taught 
fifth grade at the George Washington 
School, was an elementary supervisor 
and was principal of that school from 
1946 until her retirement. 

In relinquishing the control of this

Where else but at the Jenks Senior 
Center can Winchester seniors get the 
best gourmet lunch in town at bargain 
prices? The lunches are well known 
for their excellence among seniors 
who use the center, and reservations 
for the monthly event are usually fill¬ 
ed well in advance. 

Lunch chairman Helen Hodgdon,

with the assistance of Tom Rogers 
and eight other volunteers, produces 
a nutritious, delicious homemade 
soup, sandwich, dessert and beverage 
luncheon. 

As many as 160 people have been 
served at this popular event, which 
packs the center to its limit. Usually, 
sign-ups must be cut off at 140, which 
is one of Hodgdon’s chief frustrations. 

Now that the Winchester Senior 
population has grown to more than 
4,500. the center is simply not large 
enough to accommodate all those who 
want to come. 

"Most seniors like to go out for 


some meals, mostly for the sociabili¬ 
ty and companionship. We wish it 
were possible for more of them to 
come to the center, where they can 
have top quality food along with good 
company in pleasant surroundings. ” 
said Hodgdon. 

One of her dreams, she says, for 
the Center is someday to provide 
nutritious, imaginative meals at least 
two or three times a week. She 
believes this is a very worthwhile 
idea, both for the physical and emo¬ 
tional well-being of senior citizens. 

For the time being, she and her 
committee provide the best lunch 


they possibly can once a month. A 
typical menu such as the one served 
in April included Swiss potato soup, 
a roast beef sandwich, tomatoes and 
lettuce or sprouts, homemake cake, 
and ice cream with black raspberry 
sauce. Most of the fi uit for the sauce 
came from Clai'cnce Borggard’s 
gai den. and was frozen by Hodgdon. 

As she says, the most important 
thing in the process of aging graceful¬ 
ly is for senior citizens to keep on top 
of what’s going on in the world. One 
fine way to do that is to have frequent 
opportunities to socialize and interact 
with others over a good meal.

Special Needs Programs 
Give All A Fighting Chance

In Akious Huxley’s novel Hrave 
New World. |)eople were placed into 
categories at birth according to their 
ex|X}ctcd intelligence. Any attempt to 
break this mold was s(iuelched. 

Kor years. Winchester students 
with learning disabilities laced a 
similiar situation, say local 
educators. Special needs students, 
they say. were given a label and 
treated without regard for their in¬ 
dividual needs. 

Those with minor problems were 
left to fend for themselves in regular 
classr(K)ms. where they gradually fell 
behind in schoolwork. Such students 
often lacked self confidence and fre- 
(juently gave up on themselves before 
reaching their full educational 
potential. 

(’hildren with more severe pro¬ 
blems were shipped off to large, in¬ 
stitutional programs that did little to 
meet their needs. 'I’he statewide 
classrooms became 'human 
warehouses. ” said Frank Hianeo. 
Director of Special Fducalion for 
Winchester. 

In U)1A. 147 Winchester youths 
were placed in •out-of-dislrict ” pro¬ 
grams. according to a report releas¬ 
ed by the special education 
department. 

But things began to change 10 
years ago. when (’hapter 7l»l) -- 
designed to restructure special tieeds 
programs - was signed. I..()cally. the 
result was that more special needs 
students now attend Winchester 
schools, instead of being going out out 
of town. 

Today, oidy youngsters are in¬ 
volved in programs outside Win¬ 
chester. 

And. there is less emphasis on label¬ 
ing students and more on realizing 
each student’s ability. 

“The term special needs’ has 
been broadened in recent years.” 
Bianco said. “Kesearch by the 
medical community has really open¬ 
ed it up. Children grow and develop 
at different rates.” 

In fact, more than 17 percent of the 
town’s students now participate in the 
special needs program. 'I'he majori¬ 
ty of these children — :140 of 47(1 in the 


program — spcMid less than a quarter 
of the school day with special needs 
teachers. The rest of their time is with 
the regular class teacher. 

Most special needs classes, which 
are in each Winchester school, consist 
of a teacher, an aide and about eight 
students. 

“The basis of the program is to he 
very positive.” said i)orothy Seltzer, 
a special needs teacher at the Lynch 
.School. "The students work to im¬ 
prove their strengths and pull up their 
weaknesses.” she added. 

“We focus on individual in¬ 
terests.They feel good about what 
they’re doing here, and they do see an 
improvement.” she said. 

The different needs of blind 
students, deaf students, those with 
emotional problems and other learn¬ 
ing problems require different 
remedies. 

For instance, explained Bianco. 
classHKim with drapes, carjx'ting and 
hot air blowers, are a nightmare for 
the hearing impaired student. There, 
they have to work twice as hard as 
other students just to get the basics. 

“The hearing impaired (students) 
get tired.” Bianco said. "They’re 
working twice as hard as the rest of 
i the students). They get frustrated.” 

()ther children need a learning en¬ 
vironment that has fewer distrac¬ 
tions. For others, learning to read is 
like trying to put a puzzle together 
with pieces that don’t fit. Bianco .said. 

Thus, he said, educators must 
develop an “individualized educa¬ 
tional plan” for each student. Fach 
plan must then be approved of by his 
or her parents. 

The plans are comforting to many, 
said Virginia Peabody, a represen¬ 
tative fi’om the Lynch .School who is 
on the local Special Fducation Ad¬ 
visory Committee. Each plan, she 
said, represents a step in the right 
direction for parents and students. 

“It is comforting to know what my 
kids are going to he taught, and with 
what resources.” she added. 

In Winchester, those resources in¬ 
clude a budget of nearly $1.2 million, 
serving students that may need 
something as simple as large-print 
hooks or as costly as programs for 


multiply handicapped children. 

The individualized attention and 
application of resources that 
characterizes the special education 
program is greeted warmly by most 
parents, .say officials, hut some 
choose to deny their child has a 
problem. 

"In t)() ptM'cenl of the cases, they 
are thankful. ” Bianco said. “They 
know the kid is in trouble. Parents are 
already at a point whei e they know 
something is happening. 

" It is not totally unusual. ” he add 
ed. '"to hear “well, the teacher doesn’t 
like my kid.’ "the program is loo 
rigid.’... I Some parentsl are very 
(piick to blame the .system for not 
helping their kids go to college. Not 
everyone goes to college. ” 

“.Sometimes parents want the in 
slant cure.” said (’athy Bienencasa of 
the Advisory C’ommittee on Special 
Education." and that is not going to 
happen. There is not going to he a 
miracle overnight, hut some think 
there should he. 

According to Bianco, the biggest 
single problem the special education 
department faces is when a student’s 
educational difficulties result from 
family problems. 

•'ll is not unusual for the parents 
to blame the school for problems that 
happen at home. Bianco said. 

“We try to communicate with 
parents that what is happening in the 
home is aftecting them (their 
children' in school. ” 

In the past, said Bianco, educators 
have helped arrange finanical help 
for families in need, worked with the 
Depa rlmenl of Social .Services to 
locate serious problems and offered 
psychological counseling to students 
in need. 

The preschool program, called 
Winchester Intervention Network 
(WINJ,‘.,^erves children ages :i to (I 
who have developmental problems. 
Youngsters with visual or auditory 
problems, as well as though with 
speech and language problems and 
social or emotional difficulties are 
given an extra chance to prepare lor 
first grade. 

The result, .says Bianco, is that 
those youngsters enter the

Before C^hapter 7()(), students with 
minor learning difficulties were often 
left to fend for themselves in regular 
classrooms. There, they usually fell 
behind in their schoolwork, and often 
became frustrated. More severely 
disabled students, meanwhile, were 
often slii|)ped out of town, to 
institutions that offered little to 
address their specific needs.

Thanklully. many parents try lo 
continue this proce.ss at home by 
stressing the positive and minimizing 
the negative ('hildren who have dil 
liculties as sludenls often have other 
skills that help build their .self-esteem, 
whether that is through sports, other 
interests or vocational training. 

And the schools are doing a better 
job meeting the needs of individual 
students than they were in past years, 
say some local special needs parents. 

Bienenca.sa. of the Advisory (’om 
mittee has had a special needs child 
in Winchester schools since a year 
before (’hapter 7l)(i was passed. She 
.said that problems are diagnos(*d 
earlier and there is a greater continui 
ty in the program now 

She noted, however, coun.selors 
still need to locus more on helping 
students lace the eii ional strains ol 
special needs. 

Also, she said, m ny parents are 
greatly concerned, about peer 
pre.ssuri* on the special needs child, 
especially the very young children 

Feabody. also agreed. She .said 
that the greatest need lor the pro 
gram is “laking down .some of the old

Why The Best-Laid Plans So Often Become Waylaid 


I heard a nice man give a 
lecture a while ago that got 
me thinking about the Law ol 
Unintended Consequences. 

This fellow is a geologist, 
and his lecture concerned the 
changing shape of the Atlan¬ 
tic coastline. It came com¬ 
plete with slides, learned 
doodles, and those contour 
maps resembling magnified 
thumbprints. 

It seems that developers 
are ruining our seashores by 
building seawalls. They build 
the walls, see, to protect their 
hotels, or their condos or 
whatever, from storms like 
the one in 7H — which, as we 
all know, jx^formed a gigantic 
nosejob on the profile ol the 
Atlantic seaboard. 

Now, the developers build 
these hotels here in the first 
place on account of the lovely 
beaches. The trouble is, erec¬ 
ting the walls in front of them 
causes a funny kind of un¬ 
natural erosion to occur; 
waves crash against them 


and produce a cutting-away 
effect. 

Consequently, in time the 
hotel loses its beach 
altogether; its seawall 
becomes a cliff; and its in¬ 
habitants might as well be in 
a parking lot in Kansas, wat¬ 
ching movies of the ocean on 
television. 

This is a very good exam¬ 
ple of the Law of Unintended 
C’onsequences. 

It was the geologist who 
put me in mind of this law in 
the first place but it was an 
activity of my own that real¬ 
ly gave it meaning for me 
recently. 

We call it Spring Cleaning. 

I came to embark upon 
this piece of seasonal lunacy 
when guests pointed out, with 
much hilarity, that a 
Christmas wreath and a 
beach chair were sleeping 
together on our front porch — 
talk about strange becifellows.

I took the wreath to the 
garage where the rest of our 
dump-destined truck lives.

IM I'IAt. APPROA \1. (II .79(MI) — 
The House. llU-31, gave initial ap¬ 
proval to the controversial $521 
million bill making major changes in 
the stale’s public education system. 
Key provisions include: a local option 
$1H.(M)0 minimum teacher salary with 
the stale inlying lor the increases, an 
estimated $72 million in stale grants 
to Ik* spetil for innovations by local 
school improvement councils com 


prised of parents, teachers, and ad- 
mini.strators in local buildings; Equal 
Education Grants for communities 
that have been spending below (he 
state average for education; 
statewide testing of students; and 
regular teacher evaluation. 

Supporters said the package is a 
bold, innovative, and fiscally respon¬ 
sible attempt to truly overhaul the 
public education .system in the slate. 

(ipponents said the package is loo 
costly and contains no provisions for 
funding. They .said it is nothing more 
than a special interest pay-raise bill 


and will do very little to improve 
education.

TEAGIIERS (II 59(10) — The

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Acid Rain: A Complex Problem For Everyone 


(April is ii month of hriphtvm'd 
nunroiwss of the problem of odd 
ruin, with April 14-21, I{IS.5 drsipmitcd 
Mossnchnsvtts . \dd Ho in .1 uorrnrss 
Week.

problem.) 

The term “acid rain," like “yup¬ 
pies.” “break-dancing,” and 
“nuclear winter." has become a firm 
part of our national consciousness i!i 
the 19H0S. 

It figures in political campaigns 
and international diplomacy, sparks 
letters to the Editor, and provides a 
subject for the skills of syndicated 
newspaper cartoonists. 

Superficially simple, conjuring up 
an imago of acid raindrops falling into 
lakes and ponds and killing fish, acid 
rain is in fact a highly complex, 
multifaceted environmental problem. 

Thought by many to be a matter 
of smokestack emissions from dirty 
midwestern power plants poisoning 
pristine waters in northeastern 
wilderness areas, acid rain is also a 
problem of air pollution originating 
here in New England. 

.\ci(l Haiii a itvprodiut 

The pollutants involved in acid 
i-ain are byproducts of fossil fuel com¬ 
bustion. (laseous nitrogen and sulfur 
oxides are produced when coal. oil. 
gasoline and other I'efined fuels are 
burned. Although not acid 
themselves, these gases react within 
the atmosphere to form other 
chemical compounds including 
sulfuric and nitric acids. 

Ozone, a non-acid air pollutant, is 
related to acid rain damage because 
its formation is influenced by the 
presence of acid air pollutants and 
their precui-sor gases, because its 


presence in turn contributes to the 
conversion of sulfur dioxide into 
sulfuric acid in the atmosphere, and 
because in conjunction with sulfur 
and nitrogen oxides it damages 
vegetation and has adverse effects on 
people. 

Sulfur and nitrogen oxides and 
their acid byproducts arc produced by 
natural sources as well as by human 
activity. On a worldwide basis, 
generation of sulfuric acids by 
volcanoes and of nitrogen oxides by 
decomposition, vegetation, and 
lightning, probably exceeds their pro¬ 
duction from fossil fuels 

Hut in industrialized portions of 
the Northern Hemisphere (and in¬ 
creasingly in the southern half of the 
globe, as well). 90 to 95 percent of the 
sulfur and nitrogen compounds in the 
atmosphere were put there by fossil 
fuel combustion. 

'riie proportions of sulfuric and 
nitric acids in the atmosphere vary 
regionally, reflecting differences in 
the sources of the precursor gases. 
Electric generating stations produce 
over two thirds of the sulfur emissions 
in North America, while transporta¬ 
tion accounts for almost half of the 
nitrogen oxide production. 

East of the Mississippi River, 
where most electric power is produc¬ 
ed by fossill fuel-fired generating 
plants, sulfuric acids account for 
about two thirds of the acid pollutants 
produced and deposited back on the 
earth. 

In the West, where hydroelectric 
power accounts for a high share of 
power generation but where 
automobile emissions are higher than 
in the East, proportions of sulfuric 
acids are lower, and nitric acid 
becomes more important. 
I,(uig-range Transport 

'riie precursor gases and their acid 


byproducts, once released into the at¬ 
mosphere. can travel hundreds of 
thousands of miles before returning 
to earth. 

The extent of this “long-range 
transport" of air pollutants has been 
increased by our use of tall 
smokestacks as an inexpensive 
means of meeting the requirements 
of the Clean Air Act for better local 
air quality. Tall stacks put emissions 
higher into the atmosphere, so they 
travel further before falling back to 
ground level. (Improved removal of 
alkaline ash particles, which former¬ 
ly neutralized some of the acid gases 
in stack emissions, has also, paradox¬ 
ically, increased the problem of acid 
air pollution.) 

Long range transport of acids has 
resulted in damages in regions great¬ 
ly distant from any sources of acid 
emissions — many lakes and streams 
in Sweden and Norway have been 
acidified by acids produced in Bri¬ 
tain’s Midlands and Germany’s Ruhr 
Valley, and many Adirondack lakes 
that formerly supported trout fishing 
are now barren as a result of deposi¬ 
tion of acids generated in southei n 
Canada and in the Ohio River Valley. 

While long range transport 
damages have sparked much of the 
interest in and concern about acid 
rain, they have tended to obscure 
recognition of the fact that damages 
from acid rain and related air 
pollutants are greatest in areas whei e 
the pollutant concentrations are 
highest — in proximity to the emis¬ 
sions sources, not hundreds or 
thousands of miles away. 

It is important to remember that 
all of the air pollutants leaving a 
smokestack do not get transported 
away to be deposited elsewhere. Air 
quality is still worse in industrialized 
and urban areas than in remote 
regions such as the Adirondacks. and 
both industrial emissions and vehicle 
exhaust are responsible. 

It has been estimale<l that from 10 
to :U) percent of the acid deposition i!i 
Massachusetts is generated within 
the state. Similarly, much of the air 
pollutio!! released in the Ohio Valley 
remains in the Ohio Valley and causes 
damage there. 

However, recognition that acid 
rain and related air pollutants have 
impacts close to, as well as distant 
from, population centers, and that 
these impacts extend far beyond 
acidification of lakes and streams, is 
relatively new to the discussion al)()ut 
acid rain. 

Otlivr Damages 

Damages from acid rain and 
related air pollutants include corro¬

erosion of the stone and mortar of our 
buildings and monuments. .Mso. there 
are changes in some soils resulting in 
an increased need for lime in the short 
term and a decreased ability to pro 
duce crops over the long term. .Also, 
there are gradual decreases in forest 
growth and in the ability of trees to 
withstand natural stresses such as 
cold and drought; and potential long 
range public health impacts of inges¬ 
tion of metals in drinking water and 
inhalation of toxic gases from 
polluted air. 

These damages are more 
widespread and jiotentially have a far 
greater economic cost than the better 
known im|Kicts on lakes and streams. 
(Studies conducted lor the En¬ 
vironmental Protection .Agency in 
1981 and 1984 concluded that improv¬ 
ed water quality would account for 
only 5 to 9 percent of the iKMiefits from 
emissions controls, while decreased 
materials damages would account for 
from 15 to 40 ixM cenl of such IxMiefits. 

Damage to surface waters from 
acid rain only occurs if .soils and 
underlying bedrock lack the ability to 
neutralize acids and is thus seen on¬ 
ly in certain “sensitive" areas, in¬ 
cluding the Adirondacks and much of 
Scandinavia. In contrast, damages to 
materials and human health occur 
wherever llu'i e is air pollution. It has 
been estimated that the annual cost 
of protective coalings and restoration 
on historic buildings and monuments 
in the United Stales alone is in excess 
of $1 billion 
.A Complex Proldem 

Acid rain is an air pollution pro¬ 
blem with local, regional, national 
and international ramifications. It is 
more than a problem of long distance 


lrans|)orl of sulfur oxide’s and sulfuric 
acids from midwestern power plants 
to sensitive Northeast watersheds. 

It also involves nitrogen and sulfur 
oxide emissions from industries and 
automobiles in the Rocky Mountains 
and in metropolitan Boston, in the 
.Southeast and in Eastern Canada, in 
Los Angeles and Ohio, 

It includes impacts in urban areas 
as well as in remote locations. .Acid 
rain and related air pollutants 
threaten not only sensitive wilderness 
trout waters but city buildings and 
monuments. 

In Europe, forests are dying, and 
acid rain and related air pollutants 
are linked to the declines. In Japan 
and Canada, evidence is ac¬ 
cumulating that respiratory di.sease. 
especially among children, is linked 
to deteriorating air quality asswiated 
with acid rain. 

In New England and Scandinavia. 


increased corrosiveness of ground 
water leading to leaching of metals 
from soils and pipes into drinking 
water may constitute a threat to 
public health Future articles in this 
series will discu.ss these impacts of 
acid rain on waters and soils, on 
forests and crops, and on people 

Acid rain is a problem that almost 
everyone has heard of; it is an issue 
that many have strong opinions 
about. Some argue that the costs of 
cleaning up the emi.ssions that cause 
acid rain are loo high, but the costs 
of failing to act are also high. 

We don’t yet have all of the 
answers alxuil acid rain, but we know 
enough to start dealing with the pro

This Race 
Was Not 
Ordinary

It was the clank of metal gates 
that made me realize where I was. 

This road race was not your or¬ 
dinary road race. 

These runners, all men, shared a 
common bondage of iron bars, guard 
dogs and a transcendental apprecia¬ 
tion of time. 

This was the first Walpole State 
Prison G.2-Mile Road Race, held en¬ 
tirely within the confines of the 
prison’s exercise yard: 44laps 
around. 

Spirit and morale were high, ac¬ 
cording to the prison’s activities con¬ 
sultant, and although the course could 
hold only 40 or so inmate-runners, the 
entire prisoii population was sharing 
in the event. 

“Volunteers” (uncommon among 
prisoners) were abundant. I, as an 
outsider, was alone. Those who 
agreed to run with me a week before 
didn’t show up. 

So I stood there at the line as the 
themes from “Rocky ” and “Chariots 
of Fire” inspired us over the 
loudspeakers. With the sound of the 
bell - the freedom bell, as it’s known 
— we set off. 

What 1 remember most are the 
faces. Faces of hopeless desperation 
suddenly smiling, turning to a time in 
their lives when things were better. 

Runners or not. these men were 
united in athletic competition, not 
confinement and human misery. The 
roar of approval as the race began 
and ended made me believe in the 
potential of each and every inmate. 

Afterwards, at the awards 
ceremony, I rose to the podium to 
talk, strangely enough, al3out “The 
Success of Failure,” a topic I had 
originally planned for a high school 
athletic department. 

These were the words I shared 
with the inmates, my fellow runners: 

“Within this generation there has 
been a change in this country, a 
change from the traditional 
philosophy that it’s not really whether 
you’ve won or lost, but how you’ve 
played the game. 

“That we’ve known since sand-lot 
stickball games. But the philosophy 
from many noted coaches — those 
who are the most famous, the most 
sought-after — is that winning is 
everything and losing is failing, or 
‘Show me a good loser and I’ll show 
you a loser.’ 

“Competition is great, and it is not 
difficult to recognize the virtures of 
athletics: identity, wholeness, com¬ 
munity and equality. 

“Althletes find themselves in a 
success-bent era that forbodes 
something difficult for the American 
spirit. 

“How great would it be if we were 
not tied to the idea that winning is 
everything and losing means nothing. 

“The time comes when we fail, 
and that failure come in different 
ways. That’s way high school 
athletics is a valuable activity — it 
teaches us how to fail. 

“It teaches us success, and the 
ability to withstarid failure and 
defeat, the resiliency to come back. 

“So, I sincerely believe there is 
success in failure. I don’t agree with 
the statement. ‘Show me a good loser 
and I’ll show you a loser.’ 

“Because in life we have more 
losses, more defeats than victories. 
Life is full of defeats. Defeat, a loss 
Ixjtween a husband and wife, between 
parents and children, between 
friends, human beings. 

“Defeat on a job you wanted, that 
you aspired to, that you didn’t get. But 
also the defeat of failing to living up 
to the true strength of our integrity, 
our abilities, our fairness. Defeat with 
ourselves, with the Almighty, with 
some form of spiritualism. 

“Nol doing what was right at that

The town’s Economic Develop¬ 
ment Committee has proposed stiff 
guidelines for Winchester’s future li¬ 
quor store, and Selectmen voted to 
adopt them last week. 

The board plans to use the 
guidelines to pick a top candidate for 
the town’s sole liquor store license. So 
far. Selectmen have received 13 let¬ 
ters of interest in the shop. 

The Economic Development Com¬ 
mittee guidelines favor a store in Win¬ 
chester Center with restricted hours 
— from 9 a.m. to 10 p.m. — in order 
to be “more consistent with tradi¬ 
tional shopping periods" dowmtown. 

Proposals with ample parking 
should get priority, the committee 
said, and a separate loading zone 
would also be an advantage. The 
report advises limiting delivery hours 
to between 10:30 a.m. and 3:30 p m- 

Also, the Economic Development 
Committee recommended scrutiniz¬ 
ing possible sites of the new store 
before any decision is made. 

Less than one quarter of the shop 
should be set aside for sales of soda. 


snacks, cigarettes and other non¬ 
liquor merchandise, the guidelines 
read. 

Also, signs announcing sales or 
promotions should be kept to a 
minimum, no more than 15 percent of 
window space, the committee 
advised. 

Although the study disapproves of 
a town-owned liquor store. Selectman 
Wade Welch urged his board to con¬ 
sider mixed ownership — part towm 
and part private — to provide town 
revenue. While he was unable to pro¬ 
vide specifics for such a plan. Select¬ 
men did opt to study the proposal 
further. 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer said he would draft a list of 
potential partnerships. 

Voters gave the package store the 
go-ahead in November. 1984, but if the 
license is to become permanent, they 
will have to approve it again in 1986, 
1988 and 1990. 

State law requires communities to 
vote four times before liquor stores 
attain permanent status.

The Sky’s Ahc

Craig Harms will always be a 
sailor. 

It came naturally for him, grow¬ 
ing up on the Mystic Lakes, learn¬ 
ing to sail dinghies and then 
graduating to bigger boats and 
teaching sailing himself. 

This area, loaded with lakes and 
the Charles River for dinghy sailing 
and racing, and the harbour and 
ocean for bigger boats, is prime for 
anyone interested in learning to 
sail, says Harms. It is not difficult to 
learn, he says, and can give un¬ 
parallelled rewards. 

Harms, 22, the son of Stanley 
and Rita Harms of Winchester, is 
facing his first summer away from 
the water. He graduates from the 
University of Pennsylvania this year 
with a master’s and bachelor’s 
degree in regional science, ”an 
obscure social science, it deals with 
economic theory and introduces 
the concepts of distance and 
space," he says. And because it is 
time to seek a legitimate job, for the 
first time he will not spend his time 
either learning sailing or teaching 
it to others. 

"I started sailing in 1971. I was 
nine years old. and learned at the 
Winchester Boat Club in a small 
10-foot dinghy called a turnabout, 
a training dinghy. It has a single sail 
and Is made of wood, very stable. 
Put a nine-year-old kid in one and 
you can run around with a fleet of 
20 of them and not worry about 
them all capsizing,” he smiles. 

"I sailed those until I was 12 or 
13 and encountered the Laser, a 
high performance one-man racing 
dinghy, a world-class boat," Harms 
says. That happened after his father 
had been transferred to Connec¬ 
ticut, and when the family returned 
to Winchester, they brought the 
Laser with them. Today the Win¬ 
chester Boat Club boasts a fleet of 
40, with races and regattas slated 
throughout the summer and fall. 

Harms went from learning to 
teaching when he was 18. at the 
same time he went off to college to 
sail for Penn’s varsity sailing team. 
It was his sailing coach who in¬ 
troduced him to his college 
specialization, says Harms, "so it’s 


sailing that got me into my field." 

During summers away from 
school, he taught at the Boston Har¬ 
bour Sailing Club. And for anyone 
interested in learning to sail, he 
recommends a professional pro¬ 
gram. It saves time, money and 
emotions, he says. 

“People go different ways lear¬ 
ning to sail," says Harms. 

"They get a friend to teach them 
or try to learn out of a book. Or they 
take lessons. You just can’t learn it 
out of a book. You have to be on the 
water and have the experience of 
the different winds, the natural 
element. 

"And a lot of people have dif¬ 
ficulty learning from a friend. It’s 
often an advantage to have so¬ 
meone unbiased and a professional 
at teaching how to sail. 

"Even though someone Is an 
avid sailor, he may not be proficient 
enough to explain the nuances of 
the sport." Harms says. "And hav¬ 
ing that personal link sometimes 
causes problems with people. 

"If you have friends who sail, go 
out as much as you can. get ex¬ 
posure in a non-participatory role, 
and then take a professional pro¬ 
gram." he says. 

People react differently to the 
program, he says. 

“Husbands and wives learning 
together? That’s as varied as the 
types of marriages. I’ve taught a lot 
of couples, and sometimes you 


have to stand between them as a 
buffer," he laughs. 

"Other times, they provide lots 
of mutual support. 

"When learning how to sail, it 
can be disorienting. You are learn¬ 
ing how to deal with an element 
that you can’t see immediately, the 
wind," he says. 

"After a while on the water, you 
can begin to feel the wind, see its 
effects on the water, other boats, 
the flags, so in time you can sense 
where the wind is coming from. 

"But at the beginning, you don’t 
know, ” he says. It’s disorienting, 
you can make a wrong turn and all 
of a sudden things go crazy. And it 
can be frustrating. 

"So if a husband and wife have 
a relationship where they don’t want 
to show their vulnerable side." he 
pauses. “Well, sometimes we 
separate people." 

But the rewards are worth it. 
Harms is convinced. 

"Basically you get great relaxa¬ 
tion, it’s quiet, it can be calm," he 
says. "But on a wild day it’s ex¬ 
hilarating. You get a thrill out of 
taking your knowledge and past 
achievements and going one step 
further. 

"Every day is a little bit dif¬ 
ferent." he says. “The average day 
becomes easy to deal with, but 
there are always days when 
something happens, a squall, or 


something breaks. And you realize 
you’re responsible for yourself and 
your boat, and you have to think 
fast and deal with it. 

■‘That’s one of the greatest 
rewards," he says. "And basically 
it’s that thrill that pushes people in¬ 
to racing. 

■‘Basically you’re taking your 
boat and no longer going from A to 
B, you’re going from A to B as fast 
as you can. And racing is an 
ultimate form of competition 
because you’re racing not only 
against yourself and time, but 
against every other boat out there. 

"It’s like you’re going one-on- 
one against 20. So it’s a real 
achievement,” he says. "At the 
same time, after the first lap around 
the course, or in groups or weekend 
series, you’re sailing against the 
same people every week. You find 
achievement in going from 5th to 
3rd. So all along the way you can 
feel achievement and know you’re 
skills are getting better. 

"Then, if you tire of dinghy sail¬ 
ing, there are always bigger boats 
to sail. And bigger boats just add 
another dimension," he says. ”lf you 
learn how to sail a Soling, you can 
go on and sail anything.” 

The club where Harms taught 
used Solings for its students, he 
says. The Soling is a highly respon¬ 
sive 27-foot Olympic racing sloop. 
And the $250 fee, about average for 
area sailing schools, is good in¬ 
surance both in learning to sail and 
buying a boat, he says. 

"I hear a lot of horror stories, 
he says, about people who buy 
boats and go on the water on their 
own with nothing but book learn 
ing. The price of lessons, he says, 
"gives you an investment in your 
future enjoyment of the sport. 

’’If you move to big boats, there 
is still the same division between 
racers and cruisers," he says, "but 
recreational then means cruising. 

"Then the sky’s the limit. You 
can go up and down the coast, or 
just stay in the harbor. You’re 
limited only by the time you pul in 
and your own abilities," he smiles. 
"And the random element. Nature 
never knows what wind is going to 
come up next."

F'rorn my arrival, this area and its peo[4e have seemed more similar 
to England tfian kin to the states I ve been (amiliat with. 

The pale laces, grim, the lack of smiles and patience. The clipped 
words, odd accents tough to translate for an outsider. Calls (or clatifica 
tion met with grunts and equally unintelligible mutterings. At a Win¬ 
chester deli, for instance, buying lunch Jawannalawk?" Excuse me.^ 
Louder then, as though I were deaf. Jawannalawk? ' My puzzled look 
continued, and then the light dawned - and the language became clear 
- as the woman waved a plastic fork in my direction. "JawannaFAWK? ' 

Of course I did. So I could eat my seaahled in the peaahk. 

Other contrasts are even clearer; the strong emphasis on extend¬ 
ed family, churcli. home town. . a welcome change from the 
minuscule nuclear families of the rest of the country. . . Sundays for 
golf and sleeping late. . . and the cavalier attitude about home towns 
that are little more than stopping off places between transfers. 

People with children actually spend time together here. In the rest 
of the country, it seems, relationships between parents and young 
revolve around traveling to and from soccer games, or softball, depen 
ding on tlie season.

Our Children 


By Willard Abraham, Ph.D. 


Q. My husband recently began 
to Insist on giving a bath to our 
3-year-old son and it has led to a 
problem. Now our boy is scared 
and cries and almost shakes at 
bath time. 

I understand the reason but I 
can’t seem to get my husband to 
admit it. It’s soap in the eyes, 
water in the ears and nose and the 
loud noise of the water pouring in, 
all of which I avoided when I bath¬ 
ed him. 

When I try to explain this, my 
husband’s response Is, "He’ll just 
have to get used to it. That’s the 
way the world is." 

How can I answer that kind of 
reaction? 

A. All of us. adults as well as 
children, do our best to avoid 
unpleasant situations and the soap, 
water and noise factors obviously 
are unpleasant for your son. Each 
in its own place may be acceptable, 
but not in his eyes, ears and nose. 
It's not necessary to make him en¬ 
dure these problems. He easily can 
be clean without them. 

This is just common sense but 
it may not work with your husband. 
However, neither he nor any other 
rational adult deliberately exposes 
himself or herself to pain and 
discomfort if they can be avoided. 

Just because a child is small 
and vulnerable is no reason to sub¬ 
ject him to such pressures, which so 
easily can be eliminated. Your own 
bathing experiences with your son 
are proof that they can. 


Q. Our baby’s feet (both of 
them) turn out more than seems 
normal. I’m worried because I 
don’t know what will happen when 
she starts to walk or whether this 
will keep her from walking. 

I regularly massage her feet 
and legs, gently trying to turn 
them inward, but it occurs to me 
that doing so may not be good. 
After all. I’m not a doctor. 

A. I'm not a medical doctor 
either so it may be best for you to 
talk to your family physician about 
this issue. 

Wfien one of our children was a 
baby, one of his feet had a tenden¬ 
cy to turn out when he kicked it. 
Our doctor put his two baby shoes 
into a connecting metal brace so 
that when he kicked his feet with 
the shoes on. they went out in a 
more normal pattern, rather then 
outward. 

But medical diagnoses and 
remedies change over the years. .So 
a call or visit to your family doctor 
or pediatrician may be in order.

There Are 

Qardeners!

1 here are yarcJeners in this world — 
folks who raise a lew tomato plants, 
radishes, bush beans and a pepper or 
two — and then there are GARDENERS. 

They’re the people who harvest 
bushels of tomatoes from a lew plants, 
raise pri/e-winning squash, have 
mastered raising notoriously difficult 
liome crops like iceberg lettuce — and 
already have their gardens planned and 
under way at tliis time of year. 

Frank Campobasso of Mountain ave. 
in Arlington is the second kind of 
gardener. He hopes to have his first 
cucutTibers by May 3 I — when most 
New England gardeners have just begun 
their patches. 

Campobasso says there really is no 
trick to having a glorious garden — and 
anyone can do it. 

It just takes work. 

My wile thinks I’m a little bit cra/y.” 
Campobasso says with a grin, as he 
shows off the good si/ed plants in his 
homemade coldframes (glass-topped 
enclosures that protect his early garden.) 

Ifrere are three kinds of lettuce, 
eight-inch tomato plants, and basil, 
parsley and flower seedlings filling three 
8 by-20 loot coldframes by early April. 

”1 never buy an onion." he boasts, 
lifting the hinge on another coldlrame 
to point out rows of Vidalia, sweet 


yellow, and red onions he started from 
seed in February. ”1 still have some in 
the fridge from last year.” 

Gardening is a year -round hobby for 
Campobasso. He starts planning his next 
garden "as soon as the seed catalogues 
come out. ” and has planted his first 
seeds by Jan. 1. 

"But I wouldn't recommend anyone 
starting tfiis early, unless they have a 
green house and the cold frames with an 
electric heater. " he warns. 

• And they'd really have to be retired, 
as I am.■' Campobasso adds. "On days 
like this, with the sun going in and out. 

I used to drive my poor wife cra/y. call¬ 
ing her from work to go prop open the 
cold frames, or close them. 

You can't leave them shut when the 
sun is strong: everything inside them 
would cook." he explains. And. if the 
plants ate chilled, they could end up 
stunted, or die outright. 

But a gardener who happens to have 
a fulltime job doesn't have to go to the 
lengths he does to have a fine garden. 
Campobasso adds. 

I'd tell them to get some plants: we 
have a lot of fine nurseries around here," 
he says. 

Transplanting them should be 
delayed at least until the last danger of 
frost is past — about April 20 around 
here — and. for some crops, like 


tomatoes and eggplants, even later. 

"You'd have weekends, and you can 
do the bulk of the heavy work then. ” he 
says. "And once the weather breaks, you 
could spend a couple of hours in the 
evening, just checking on your water, 
and weeding. ” 

New England's growing season is 
really loo short to start some vegetables 
from seed, unless a gardener has a 
greenhouse, he says — and there are 
some secrets to starling plants early, 

"That’s where a lot of beginning 
gardeners make their mi.stake." Cam¬ 
pobasso explains. "They sow tomatoes 
(in pots) on their windowsills, and they 
end up leaning towards the sun. 

"If they could be there all day turn¬ 
ing them, they might grow straight." he 
acknowledges. "But they really need the 
sunlight above them." 

To accomodate that. Campobasso 
built a pre fabricated greenhouse which 
is attached to his back bedroom — fac¬ 
ing south — in 1981. 

"It’s all solar." he explains. "It can be 
0 degrees outside, and it can go up to 
110 degrees in here. But there's no 
healer, so on real cold nights I bring the 
plants back inside — it’s either that, or 
leave the bedroom open to the 
greenhouse, and you’d lose a lot of heat 
that way." 

He recommends picking up nursery

plants no more than two or three weeks 
before you plan to transplant them. 

"Look lor the disease-resistant 
tomatoes." he advises. "This year I’m 
growing Early Girl and a bush tomato." 

Campobasso's early start is part of 
the reason he harvests three crops of 
carrots and of lettuce each year — but 
other factors, he says, are planning and 
soil preparation. 

"When I start planning in December 
and January. I consider the area I have 
to plant in. and how much I need for my 
family, " he says. 

" I’ll do four sowings of lettuce, and 
that will give the two of us lettuce all 
summer." he says. 

"Of course, no matter how much you 
plan, sometimes you get a surplus — 


and then, you give them away to your 
neighbors. " he says with a grin. 

Successive plantings — staggering 
the starting date for seeds, so not all the 
vegetables are ready to eat at once — 
are another way to keep from being 
overwhelmed by garden goodies at one 
lime. 

"They also help you keep your whole 
garden full all season, even if one crop 
is afready harvested." Campobasso 
points out. He grows spinach and broc¬ 
coli in the same patch — at different 
limes. 

The site of the garden is also impor 
lanl: a minimum of six to seven hours 
of sunlight is needed to grow most 
vegetables, and eight to nine hours for 
(Please see GARDEN, page 17B)

It's not easy for first-time 
gardeners to judge how much space 
is needed for plants, or how many of 
one kind of plant to grow. 

Even veterans sometimes end up 
with more ruccinis. tomatoes or let¬ 
tuce than they know what to do with. 
Frank Campobasso admits with a 
broad grin. 

An 8-by-lO foot garden can grow 
enough for two people: a 25-by-50 
garden can grow enough to feed a 
family of four fresh produce, and still 
leave plenty to be canned or frozen for 
winter. 

"An 8-by-lO foot garden could 
take a half-dozen tomato plants.'a 
dozen pepper plants, some lettuce, 
radishes — its a pretty good-sized 
garden. " Campobasso says. 


For larger gardens, staked 
tomatoes should be 14 inches apart in 
rows, and rows should be three feet 
apart. 

"If you use cages, you need at least 
a four-fool (radius) area for each 
tornalo plant." he adds. 

A 25 foot row of bush beans — 
low-growing, easy-lo-handle string 
beans that can grow four inches apart 
— will yield about 20 pounds of beans: 
15 plants of broccoli. s(3aced 18 inches 
apart in rows two feel apart, will pro¬ 
duce about 20 pounds. 

About 15 pepper plants, spaced 
the same as broccoli, will yield about 
15 pounds of peppers. A 25-foot row 
of radishes — which maturesm as lit¬ 
tle as 25 days — will yield 25 bunches 
of radishes. 


There are some key considerations 
to placing the garden, besides the 
amount of crops to be grown: 

• Sunlight — a minimum of six 
hours for most vegetables — a 
southern exposure is best. 

"You have to have eight to 10 
hours of sun for tomatoes, peppers, 
and eggplant — if you don't have it. 
lorgel it; you'll gel a very poor crop." 
Campobasso says. "You need at least 
six for lettuce, beets, carrots, broccoli, 
and cabbage.' 

• Access to water — "You can’t 
depend on rain if you’re going to have 
good garden." Campobasso says. 

• Growing season — in this 
region, the earliest most plants can be 
sown is mid-April: transplarrls usual¬ 
ly won't do well (unprotected) before 


mid-May. And sometimes. New 
Englanders get an early fall. 

Some plants bear fruit in shorter 
seasons than others — both seeds and 
plants should be lagged, Campobasso 
says. Sweet corn can lake from 60 100 
days: broccoli transplants, from 50 to 
80 days after setting out. Tomato 
plants, once in the garden, take 53 to 
90 days to yield a crop. 


"Peas go in the ground early." he 
says, traditionally on St. Patrick's day. 
With several 10-fool rows. Cam¬ 
pobasso and his wife, Ruth, harvest 
enough peas to have a freezer supply 
through most of the winter. 

"Lettuce, cabbage, broccoli — 
cool-weather plants — can go in the 


garden after April 20. the last frost 
date," Campobasso says. 

"You can sow corn around May 1 
— the saying is it should be knee-high 
by the Fourth of July." Campobasso 
says. He grows an 8-by-lO patch of 
corn — interplanted with spinach, 
which is harvested before the corn is 
a foot high, he says. 

"Anytime after May 15 is pretty 
good for tomatoes in this area." he 
adds. 

"But for eggplants and peppers, 
wail for June 1 — they won’t tolerate 
any cold, ” he warns. "The soil has to 
warm up, and the nights have to stay 
above 50. Once they get nipped with 
cold, they get stunted — and they 
never recover. ”

Walks Tor ‘The Lazy Qardener

Getting back to nature is a sure way 
to cure the blues, gel rid of frustrations, 
calm anxious nerves or work off high 
spirits or a case of spring fever. 

Not everyone has room — or time 

— for a garden. But there are still plen¬ 
ty of pretty places to walk. Try one of 
these nearby Nirvanas: 

Arnold Arboretum 
This 265-acre botanical garden In 
Jamaica Plain designed by Frederick 
Law Olmstead Is a spectacular combina¬ 
tion of park and scientific observatory, 
with 7,000 kinds of trees and shrubs. 

Magnolias and forsythia are in 
bloom now; more than 400 kinds of 
lilacs — white, pink, purple, blue, yellow 

— bloom mid-May. The May 19 Lilac 
Sunday festival is geared around that; 
crabapples on the other side of the Ar¬ 
boretum bloom about the same time. 

The Arboretum is at the intersection 
of Route 203 and Route 1 in Jamaica 
Plain. Admission is free; open daily from 
sunrise to sunset. 365 days a year. Han¬ 
dicapped people may obtain permission 
lo drive through the park, weekdays 
9:30-4:30. For more information, call 
524 1717. 

Olmstead Homestead 
The Frederick Law Olmstead Na¬ 
tional Historic Park, at 99 Warren st. in 
Brookline. (Just off Route 9.) is tfie home 
of the famous landscape architect who 
designed Boston’s "Emerald Necklace " 
of parks. New York City’s Central Park, 
and other landscaped grounds 


throughout the country. Including the 
Civil War memorial in Winchester, and 
Belmont’s MacLean Hospital. 

Tours of Olmstead’s home and the 
grounds of the estate are offered 
Fridays, Saturdays and Sundays, noon 
to 4:30. Group tours can be arranged. 
Admission is free. 

The National Park Rangers who staff 
the Olmstead estate also offer guided 
walking tours of sections of Boston’s 
’’Emerald Necklace ” on Sunday after¬ 
noons. Call 566 1689 for more infor¬ 
mation. 

Garden In The Woods 

This 45-acre preserve in Fram¬ 
ingham is the showpiece of the New 
England Wildflowers Society —• and of¬ 
fers a different sort of walk in the woods, 
with wildflowers and native plants like 
bloodroot and (rout lillies growing in 
their natural habitat. 

Garden In The Woods is open now 
through Oct. 31. Fuesday-Sunday from 
9 4. Admission is $3.50: seniors and 
children, $2.50. 

To reach the Garden In The Woods, 
take Route 128 south to Route 20 west; 
go eight miles on Route 20. and left to 
Raymond td.; follow Raymond rd. 1.3 
miles — the entrance is on the right. 

Walden Pond 

For many, ttomping the woods 
Henry David Thoreau lived in. loved and 
wrote about is a favorite way lo escape 
the details that fritter our lives away. 

Walden Pond State Reservation (on 
Route 126 in Concord) surrounds the 


kettle pond that Thoreau surveyed — 
and swam In, fished in, and skated upon 
— in the years he lived in Concord. But 
its reputation as a retreat probably 
comes from the year he lived in a small 
wooden cabin on the shores of the pond. 

Each Sunday afternoon through 
May. ’’Thoreau Ramble.s’’ — one-hour 
hikes, with breaks for readings from the 
man’s writings — are conducted at 1:30 
p.m. Or. on Saturdays — April 27, and 
May 11 and 25 — take a three-hour hike 
to sites Thoreau mentioned, like Emer¬ 
son’s cliffs. 

If Thoreau’s solitude in the woods is 
what appeals, follow a marked trail to 
the site where his cabin stood ~ 
rhorcau dismantled it himself after he 
moved out. Bring along a small stone to 
add the the memorial pile visitors have 
made. (Don’t look for unc’aimed stones 
there: the area’s been well-combed.) 

The hikes are free; parking at the 
stale reservation lot costs $3. (A word 
to the wise: spend the $3: Concord 
police ticket freely, at about S 15 a shot.) 
Take Route 2 to Route 126. 

Winchester’s Woods 

Winchester has its own treasured 
nature walks in the town forest and the 
Fells, around Smith Pond and ifu* Locke 
Farm. Trail maps are available at 
Henderson’s Stationers for less than $ 1. 

Marked trails will lead you in 
rambles through the Fells, from Hillcresi 
Parkway to South Border rd. — and 
keep you out of the town's reservoir 
area, where police are actively patrol! 


ing and arresting and fining trespassers. 

Park at the old Girl Scout cabin lot 
on South Border rd.. and pick up the 
Long Pond trail; you’ll pass through 
meadow, forest, marsh and pond shore, 
and could see trillium. jack-in-the- 
pulpits, and other protected wildflowers. 

Park at North Gateway rd. if you're 
touring the Brooks-Parkhurst town 
forest, part of the original land grant by 
King Charles I of England to the Brooks 
family. It is 28 acres of grand old 
hemlocks and oaks, lady's slippers and 
other flowers, with a section of wetland 
swamp, and several huge granite hunks 
that are remnants of the 18lh century 
Middlesex Canal. 

A walk around Smith Pond is a stan¬ 
dard trip for Winchester grade- 
schoolers. thanks to the Winchester 
Trails group, but anyone would enjoy a 
walk around the pond. Cattails, low-bush 
blueberries, sumac and ferns abound: 
sassafras trees and sarsasparilla. used by 
early settlers for beverages, still grow 
here. Enter from Ridge st.. near the Arl¬ 
ington line. 

Arlington Ambles 

Arlington fias several pretty walks, 
but the two most notable are Mcriotomy- 
Rocks Park on Jason st . and the Great 
Meadow — which is actually in Lex¬ 
ington, but belongs to Arlington. 

Menotorny Rocks Park, in addition 
to the standard swings, seesaw, and 
playing fields, offers a one-mile vita 
course." a jog/exercise trail tliroinjh llie 
woods. More athletic Iraipsers will en 


joy the aerobic workout the trail pro¬ 
vides: others will appreciate the woods, 
pond and serenity tucked into the midst 
of thickly-settled Arlington. 

Arlington's Great Meadow. 183 acres 
of wetlands, grassy meadows and 
woods, have been basically untouched 
for 200 years. 

Bought as a storage basin for the 
town’s drinking water reservoir (now the 
town beach) in 1872. it was drained and 
abandoned in 1899 when Arlington join¬ 
ed the MDC. 

Hikers can see a wide variety of 
wildflowers, bushes and trees, as well as 
muskrats, frogs, turtles, foxes and many 
birds. 

There's no direct access from Arl¬ 
ington. but Fotllc-r ave. and Maple st. in 
Lexington border the Meadow. 

But veterans suggest the easiest en¬ 
trance to the Great Meadow is up Route 
2A to Lexington Christian Academy, 
through their parking lot and soccer 
field 

Anothei route is up Mass. ave. to the 
Waldo Scfiool — also in Lexington — 
and through their parking lot

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Teach-In Offers 
Getting Healthy 
In A Family Way 


On April 20, 1985. a precedent 
setting public education event will 
take place near Winchester, Bel¬ 
mont and Arlington. 

Through the joint efforts of 
regional health agencies and WBZ- 
TV, Greater Boston residents will 
have the opportunity to participate 
in a Family Safety Teach-In. 

This coordinated effort will 
make cardio-pulmonary- 

resuscitation (CPR) training and 
safety information available to 
thousands of citizens on the same 
day. 

Open to the public and free of 
charge, this one day event, to be 
held at multiple locations, will pro¬ 
vide citizens with the information 
they need to respond effectively in 
a medical emergency. 

A study conducted in the 
metropolitan Boston area by 
Metropolitan Boston Hospital 
Council revealed that in selected 
medical emergency situations, 
citizens are confused about what ac¬ 
tions to take. 

For example, 79 percent of 
residents living in non-911 
emergency areas did not know the 
correct number to use in an 


emergency and 29 percent of all 
respondents would have incorrect¬ 
ly induced vomiting in a child who 
had swallowed bleach — an action 
that could more seriously harm the 
child. 

According to medical experts, 
individuals confused about what to 
do in an emergency often wait too 
long to call for help. These delays 
in accessing the emergency 
medical system, compounded by 
the public not knowing the correct 
telephone number for the am¬ 
bulance service, are a significant 
factor contributing to out-of- 
hospital mortality. 

More than 50 million 
Americans suffer accidental injuries 
each year and more than 60,000 
Americans die each year from cor¬ 
onary artery disease, with 50-60 
perent dying prior to reaching an 
emergency room. 

Co-sponsored by WBZ-TV and 
the Metropolitan Boston Hospital 
Council, in conjunction with the 
American Red Cross of 
Massachusetts Bay and the CPR 
Coalition of Greater Boston, Fami¬ 
ly Safety Teach-Ins will be held 
simultaneously at four area high 


schools: Cambridge Rindge and 
Latin High School, Cambridge: 
Concord-Carlisle High School, Con¬ 
cord: Randolph High School. Ran¬ 
dolph: and Wellesley High School, 
Wellesley. 

At each location, certified Red 
Cross CPR instructors will conduct 
courses designed to teach non¬ 
professionals how to keep a heart 
attack victim alive until emergen¬ 
cy help arrives. Those who suc¬ 
cessfully complete the two-hour 
course will receive Red Crosss CPR 
certification and a wallet-card 
reminder of CPR techniques. 

In addition to CPR training, 
each Family Safety Teach-In will 
feature informational booths cover¬ 
ing such topics as poisonproofing 
your home, knowing correct local 
emergency phone numbers, first 
aid for children and careers in 
emergency medicine. The booths 
will be staffed by expert health care 
providers from area hospitals and 
emergency medical services. 

Throughout the day, blood 
pressure screenings and 
demonstrations of the Heimlich 
maneuver (used to prevent choking) 
will also be offered. WBZ-TV per¬ 


sonalities will be on hand to help 
promote the importance of learning 
all of these emergency medical 
techniques. 

Families are urged to take time 
now, before you face a real medical 
emergency: attend a Family Safe¬ 
ty Teach-In, Saturday. April 20, at 
the site nearest you. Pre-register for 
CPR training by calling the 
American Red Cross of 
Massachusetts Bay at 
(617)-262-1234. Registration will 
also be available at the door. 

Members of the CPR Coalition 
of Greater Boston include the 
American Red Cross of 
Massachusetts Bay, the American 
Heart Association, Massachusetts 
Affiliate, the Metropolitan Boston 
Hospital Council, The Medical 
Foundation, the Office of Emergen¬ 
cy Medical Services, the Health 
Planning Council of Greater 
Boston, the American College of 
Emergency Physicians, the 
Massachusetts League of Com¬ 
munity Health Centers, and the 
Massachusetts Medical Society. 

WBZ-TV is co-sponsoring the 
Teach-In as part of its For Kids' 
Sake public service campaign.

Donh let your plants drink too much 


lots of gardeners kill their plants 
with kindness—and ttm niueh water. 
.SoggN soil leads to poor drainage and 
forees roots to stand in water where 
the\ ean siilToeateand rot. When roots 
of a plant are iinahle to earry ample 
o.xygen to the rest of the plant, foliage 
wiits and dies. 

loo many gardeners think more 
water is the answer to most plant 
problems. .So when a favorite green 
friend looks sickly, a concerned gar¬ 
dener immediately gives it another 
drink of water. This can be precisely 
the wrong treatment if your plant is 
sulTering from an ailment other than 
thirst. 

DilTerent plant species have dilTer- 
ent moisture needs which were desel- 
oped centuries ago when the plants 
first appeared in their natural envi¬ 
ronments. The ens ironment sou pro- 
\ide for your plant today—light, 
tenverature. humidity—also will af¬ 
fect r. need for moisture. 

for example, the si/e and t\pe of 
conta'ner which holds sour plant will 
inlluence water needs. If the pot is 
small, moisture will be absorbed 
quiekls. so you ssill neei.1 to water 
more often. 

Water needs are also inllueneed b\ 
your plant's "time of life." If it is in a 
growth period, it will need more water 
than it does when it is resting. While 
all these factors are imptirlant. how do 
sou actually determine if you are 
watering correetls? 

I he good old-fashioned "touch 
test" is the best was to find out if sour 
plant needs ssaler. .lust poke your fin¬ 


ger in the soil and sou'll feel the de¬ 
gree of moisture present. 

■fo get a better fix on the moisture 
content, rub a hit of soil belsveen sour 
thumb and index finger. There are 
three general categories of moisture 
and. svith a bit of experience, you'll be 
able to determine svhieh of the three 
best suits this particular plant. 

The first category is evenls moist 
soil. Here, the dirt is moist through¬ 
out. but it is not soggy—ss hen you put 
your finger in the soil, it will get damp 
but not muddy, ferns, gardenias and 
African violets lose this type of soil. 

The second categors Is slightly 
damp soil. In this case, the dirt looks 
dry on the surface but there is low 
moisture just helosv the surface. Soil 
iscool and damp to the touch but svill 
not get your finger sset. 

Plants that thrive in this type 
of soil are coleus, monstcra and 
philodendrons. 

finally, the third categors is mod¬ 
erately dry soil, soil svhieh feels dry to 
the touch and is dry to the depth of 
one inch. If the soil is dry deeper than 
an inch, it's time to get out the svater- 
ing ean. Peperomia. dielTenbachia. 
dracaena and geraniums gross svell in 
this moderately dry soil. 

Ortho's new hook. “Gardening 
Technitiues." includes an extensive 
gallery of houseplants and offers a 
section which outlines svater require¬ 
ments for dozens of species. 

When you do water, it's a good idea 
to ssater thoroughly, since all plants 
need a thorough soak. It is the fre- 
quencs ofsvalering that varies. Water 


each plant until the soil is saturated, 
and ssait a minute or tsso to allosv the 
water to drain. If it drains too fast, it 
means that the svater is simply run¬ 
ning dow n between the root ball and 
the pot and is not soaking into the 
roots. 

.A good dousing will also help Hush 
out fertilizer salts, which can build up 
and damage a plant. Ibis harmful 
build-up can be caused by overfeed¬ 
ing a plant and then by watering loo 
sparsely. You'll recognize this condi¬ 
tion by a while deposit on clay pots or 
b\ salt burns on the edges of the plant's 
leases. 

^bu mas ssanl to give your plant a 
thorough ss alering repeatedly to leach 
out the salt build-up. Here's how to do 
it. first, place the plant in the sink, tub 
or a pail of ss ater. Water it thoroughly 
seseral times and. each time, let the 
water drain through, carrying the 
harmful deposits svith it. If one treat¬ 
ment is not enough, repeat the pro¬ 
cess once a week for seseral sveeks. 

Water temperature is also impor¬ 
tant—plants don't really enjoy an ice- 
eold drink. Tropical plants are most 
sensitive to chills water, but all your 
plants will shiver if cold water is ap¬ 
plied to the foliage or the roots. So use 
tepid ssaler for all watering and. oc- 
s'asionally. gise your plants a trip to the 
shosver. 

•A gentle, moderately warm shower 
will clean the leases and provide a 
thorough watering, all at one lime.

How does a novice know when it s 
time to work the soil? 

• If it s too wet. it balls up when you 
dig. and it doesn't crumble.' he says. 

Leave it alone, or you II do more harm 
than good: it will pack down and get very 
hard. 

This year we ve had a real dry 
spring, and the soil is workable right 
now .' he adds. 

Garden soil has to have good 
drainage. Campobasso explains. 

Plants can t tolerate sitting in water: 
It will choke up all their roots.' he says. 

The other problem plants face is too 
little water — and no gardener should 
depend on rain alone. Campobasso says. 

To test whether there is enough 
moisture in the soil or it needs watering, 
he advises. Take a handful of soil and 
squeeze it. if it sticks together, it s fine.

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Rotondi, Saraco Feud Over Plans

Former state senator Samuel 
Rotondi, saying Selectmen have 
• breached their contract” with stale 
housing officials, is calling for the 
resignation of Selectmen Chairman 
Michael Saraco. 

Rotondi, a Winchester native, said 
on Tuesday that Saraco had allowed 
the hoard to violate its agreement 
with the state to develop low-to- 
rnoderate income housing by not giv¬ 
ing his 70-unit project a chance. Eigh¬ 
teen of the units scheduled for the 
I'orcst Street complex were to be for 
low'-lo-moderate income families. 

Rotondi also blamed Saraco for 
not keeping order and for violating 
'larlimentary procedure at last 
(’hursday’s Selectmen’s meeting, at 
ivhich Rotondi’s proposal was 
liscussed. Nearly 100 residents, some 
;ery critical, crammed Town Hall 
I’.hal evening to hear the proposal. 

Rotondi is seeking a $4.4 million 
loan from the Massachusetts Housing 
Finance Agency to finance the 
George Rotondi Memorial Park, 
which would be built on 4.8 acres of 
family-owned land near the Stoneham 
line. 

In February, town officials signed 
an agreement with the slate’s Ex¬ 
ecutive Office of (.’ommunities and 
Development (EOC’D)lhat locked the 
town into providing low-to-moderatc 
income housing. The town faced loss 
of a multitude of stale funds unless it 
met the stale’s fair housing quotas. 

At the jam-packed meeting on 
Thursday, Selectmen voted 2-2 on 
Rotondi’s proposal, effectively not 
recommending it for state funding. 

Although the pieeling was not an 
actual hearing, at which residents are 
openly invited to speak out, several 
residents were highly critical of 
Rolondi’s plan. 

The presentation included nearly 
three houi-s of feisty debate, including 
piercing character attacks and ac¬ 
cusations by resident Daniel 
O’Connell.

O’Connell, a Bellevue attorney, 
said Rotondi, state and local officials 
had trumped up the concept of a Win¬ 
chester housing shortage in order to 
further Rotondi’s project. 

O'Connell also charged that Select¬ 
man Alan Macdonald had worked out 
a “backroom agreement” with stale 
officials, in order to make way for 
Rotondi s proposal. 

“I don’t believe there is a housing 
shortage in Winchester.” .said O’Con¬ 
nell. He accused Rotondi of IxMiig part 
of a “.syndication” which includes 
“somebody” who is “going to make 
a million dollars here. 

“That’s why it’s so important for 
them to create this artificial need lor 
housing.” he said. 

He said Selectman Macdonald had 
pushed for the housing agreement to 


accommodate Rotondi in iclurn lor 
campaign money. Macdonald made 
an unsueeesliil hid for a state senate 
seat last fall. 

Other residents expres.sed eon- 
eerns about increased traffic at the 
Forest Street site, wheie Rotondi 
plans to build 71) units on 4.8 acres of 
iamily-owned land. 

Saraco and former chairman 
.Mark Lombardi voted against the 
proposal, while selectmen Macdonald 
and .ludie Muggia voted in favor of it. 
No formal motion was made for the 
vote, which is a rule according to 
parlimenlary procedures. 

Sarcaco. meanwhile, maintains he 
did not do anything wrong, adding 
that he had “tried to eonduct the 
meeting the best I could.” 

Saraco said he had told the hoard 


when the meeting began that a vole 
would be taken to measure the 
hoard's opinion. 1 le said he instructed 
members that the vole would lu* us 
ed by Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer, who would he forwarding 
their consensus on the proposal to a 
state funding agency. 

Rotondi, however, charged that 
Saraco and LomahrdI had “or- 
ches'raled” the meeting, by allowing 
only residents who opposed the plan 
to speak. 

He also criliei/.ed O’Connell, say¬ 
ing “In fact, what he was sayitig is 
that everyone - including the gover¬ 
nor. (EOCD’s) Amy Anthony. S('leel- 
man Macdonald and Sam Rotondi 
were in on this scheme to make up a 
housing shortage in Winchester 
That’s just absurd!"

Rotondi added that he believes 
“that the words of Mr ()'Connell were 
the words ol Mark Lombardi and 
Mike Saraco. lie was just their 
mouthpiece ’’ 

He said that Saraco should not 
have allowed O'Connell to attack his 
fellow hoard member’s inl<*grity 
that oi Alan Macdonald's and that 
.Saraco had llagranlly allowed O'Con 
nell to rant repeatedly that Mac¬ 
donald and others had carried out a 
••hag job” with regards to the hous 
ing agreiMiienl

should l)(‘ allowed to let a member of 
llu* audience personally attack 
another member of the hoard. It’s the 
ehairman'.s duly to keep order; to 
allow discussion on the merits of a 
proposal, not to allow a char.'icler 
assassination. ^ 

•“Saraco pi“ejudiced the lieaiiing. 
My only regret is that I wasn’t able 
to meet with those who wim c looking 
lor some honest answers to (|uestions 
about my propo.sal before that 
meeting.” he said 

Rotondi said .Saraco erred in car¬ 
rying out the parliiiieiilary duties, by 
not ensui'ing a motiii was on the floor 
before a vole was taken. ‘“In his anx- 
iousne.ss to kill the proposal. h(‘ didn’t 
read the rules.’’ said Rotondi. 

“In short.” said Rotondi. ““I think 
what suffered here was the 


democratic process that Winchester 
has abided by for all these years. 
That’s what suffered.” 

Saraco. meanwhile, said he had 
•“No comment at all,” on Rotondi’s 
call for his resignation. “ That’s his 
right; he can feel however he wants. 

“If Mr. Rotondi wanks to make ac¬ 
cusations, let him prove it. I did 
nothing wrong. I tried to call Mr. 
()‘ConnclI out of oi-der several times, 
hut it did little good. The next thing 
I could have done would have been to 
order him from the meeting. What 
would have jx'ople said then’.'” 

Asked for his opinion on the Roton¬ 
di propo.sal. Saraco said, “’I have no 
opinion about it one way or the other. 

I based my vote on what I heard that 
night. And I’d say Df) percent of the 
pc'ople there were against it.”

After several months of haggling, 
the state has awarded Winchester 
$740,000 for downtown renovations. 

The money had been promised 
several months ago, providing the 
town came up with a plan for low-lo- 
moderale income housing. In 
February, after a deadline extension, 
Winchester scraped together a plan 
that was approved by the state. 

On Thursday, Selectmen heard 
renovation plans by town Economic 
Development Coordinator John Con¬ 
nery. Ironically, the discussion was 
temporarily halted only moments 
before a three-hour battle erupted on 
a housing plan that includes 18 low-to- 
moderate income units (See related 
Page 1 story). 

Before that heated session, 
however, Connery outlined the 
$740,000 renovation project, which the 
board then altered hours later. 

The hoard, among other actions, 
trimmed the contingency fund, which 
safeguards against unforeseen ex¬ 
penses, such as construction delays

caused by bad weather. 

“I’m concerned about such a tight 
contingency fund.” said Connery on 
Tuesday.

•“It’s a give and lake,” conceded 
Connery. ““There wi-re some things 
the hoard wanted and was willing to 
trade in order to get the bricks.” 

On Tuesday, Connery said the 
hoard also had opted to delete all 
crosswalk renvalions. That would 
have cost $80,000, he .said. 

The hoard akso killed plans to con¬ 
struct a new sidewalk oti the east side 
of Converse Place, near the Mill Pond 
Building. 'I’he hoard agreed to keep 
plans for a new sidewalk on the other 
sidt* of the street, in front of Max¬ 
imilian’s, a new restaurant under eon- 
slruelion that is expected to he open 
by August.

Town Meet Opens With Study OK

The traditional march of the Girl 
Scouts may have been Town 
Meeting’s most exciting moment at 
Monday night’s opener, with business 
restricted to non-budget items. 

Still, seven articles did see action. 

Members unanimously approved 
a study of the town’s water and sewer 
accounting. 

Two articles were tabled (“in¬ 
definitely postponed ” in Town 
Meeting lingo), including a propo.saI 
to take a vacant Water st. house by 
eminent domain and a request for 
slate grant matching funds. 

IVo articles called for town lx)ard 
reports, and two were annual for¬ 
malities. 

During lx)ard reports. Finance 
Committee Chairman Patrick Roddy 
said his board favors a total budget 
of $26.5 million for fiscal 1986, up 5.7 
percent from last year. That increa.se 
would mean a $1.06 tax rate hike jx-r 
$1,000 assessed property value. 


Budget action, however, was 
banned from Monday’s meeting, as 
town by-law defers finance articles to 
the first Monday in May. Town 
Meeting resumes May 6 at 7:30 p.m. 
at the Winchester High School 
auditorium. 

The water and sewer accounting 
study voted on Monday requires no 
extra town money. The report is ex¬ 
pected to show the town spends far 
more for water and sewer services 
than it collects in fees. 

Former Water (Commissioner 
Michael Connolly, who sponsored the 
proposal, said the town should start 
a separate water and sewer budget. 
Beyond the bill for MDC w-ater, he 
said the account should include water 
and sewer worker benefits, new 
equipment, and projects to clean 
water pipes or repair sewers. 

With more exact accouling 
meth(xls. Connolly said, the town will 
he better able evaluate its water 
rales. 


On Tuesday, town water director 
James Courchaine said Win¬ 
chester’s water rates are “extreme¬ 
ly low." Town residents pay 85 cents 
for too cubic feet of water, which 
equals about 25 hathtubsful. 

Courchaine said the town of Con¬ 
cord. where he used to work, chai ges 
$1 for the same amount of water. 

He said he favors the accounting 
study as well as an inde[x*ndent water 
and sewer account, which would 
make his department more flexible. 

Town Comptroller .Joseph Bonner 
said the study may he a first step 
toward changing Winchester’s entire 
accouting system to the Universal' 
Municipal Accounting System 
(UMAS). The new system would re 
(juire the town to use accepted ac¬ 
counting practices, tracking revenues 
and expenditures more carefully.

Postmaster Warns 
Public On Frauds 


Con-artists used the telephone to 
lure gullible Americans into giving 
them millions of dollars by mail dur¬ 
ing the past year, according to Win 
Chester Rost master Alfred F. 
Catanzaro. 

'File postmaster issued the warn¬ 
ing in connection with Postal Con¬ 
sumer Protection Week, April 22-28. 

In Fort Worth, Texas, investors in 
a scheme by (Jarland Film Buyers to 
extract silver from used film lost $17 
million. One operator of the scheme. 
Peggy F. .Stines, was sentenced to 99 
years in prison. A judge who sentenc¬ 
ed Stines said she was ‘ cold, 
calculating and heartless” in 
defrauding 1,200 people, many of 
whom were elderly invalids who lost 
their life savings, 'i'he judge fined her 
$.50,000 and ordered restitution of 
$008.8:11). 

In .San Diego. Curtis R. Richmond 
got a seven year prison sentence and 
partner Charles Morse, president ol 
a Las Vegas game video game 
distributorship, a four-year .sentence 
for a multi-million dollar mail fraud 
scheme involving lax shelters. In¬ 
vestors were sold phony oil and gas 
leases, nonexistent drilling ecjuipment 
and video games, only a few of which 
were ever made available for sale. 

In Covington. Arnold (Joldman 
pleaded guilty to mail fraud and went 
to prison for four months for swindl¬ 
ing consi... ‘ • j through “boiler riKim” 
telephone solicitations. He supplied 


inferior advertising specialties, such 
as pens, key chains and calendars, 
and promised prizes of higher value 
than the merchandise provided peo¬ 
ple pay a fee to obtain the prize 

In Cleveland, and Dallas. I .,). 
“.lack ” .Sweesy used telephone 
solicitations to misreprt*sent vacation 
packages offered by his lOaslern 
Travel Company. America-Can 
'I’ravel and Preston Advertising. He 
pleaded guilty to mail fraud late last 
year after consumers and seven 
banks lost nearly a million dollars 
through (,'.().1). purchases of vacation 
packages. 

“Usually, you get a phone call say¬ 
ing you’ve won a vacation to Florida 
or California, and if you’re willing to 
pay Ix'tween nine and fourteen dollars 
in postage and handling, a (’.().I). 
packet will arrive with some 
coupons.” Catanzaro explained. 
“What they don't tell you is that there 
are more fees, and added charges for 
travel and meals that add u|) to 
something less than a bargain.” 

One of the oldest schemes around 

envelope stuffing — is still taking 
its toll of mail fraud victims, accor¬ 
ding to the postmaster. 

A West Coast operator, still being 
sought by authorities, promised vie 
tims they could earn $27(1 a week stul 
fing envelopes at home. ()nly :f.5 ol the 
(i.OOO who responded got anything in 
•'oturn for the $20 invested, and there 
were no envelopes to stuff.

New Laser Helps Prevent Cataract Operations 


Laser surgery - the latest ad¬ 
vance in cataract treatment — is now 
available at Winchester Hospital. 

The laser equipment, called a 
YAG, travels to the hospital once a 
month for use by staff 
ophthalmologists. 

Initially, cataracts, a clouding of 
the eye’s lens, can only be removed 
by normal surgery. 

The laser, however, treats patients 
who find their vision has turned 
cloudy again after the cataract was 
removed, about 10 to 30 percent of all 
cataract patients. 

The "S'AG laser is designed to 
replace eye surgery for sueh patients. 
It vaporizes the cloudy membrance of 
the lens, restoring vision within a few 
minutes. 

Treatment takes a few minutes 
and requires only topical anesthesia. 
The laser surgery is performed on an 
outpatient basis, allowing patients to 
return to normal activities shortly 
after leaving the hospital. 

The YAG was approved in 1984 by 
the Food and Drug Administration. 


C'utaraet Surgery Inereasiiig 

Cataract operations nearly doubl¬ 
ed at Winchester Hospital last year, 
according to Dr. George K. Ghareeb. 
chief of the hospital’s ophthalmology 
service. 

"The increase in the elderly 
population is causing an increase in 
the number of cataract operations,” 
said Ghareeb. "The most common 
cause of cataracts is the aging pro¬ 
cess. With age. the normal lens of the 
eye clouds to varying degrees, and in 
some people, vision is impaired 
enough to require surgery.” 

Ghareeh said medical advances 
have reduced the discomfort of 
cataract surgery and recovery. 

At Winchester Hospital, as 
elsewhere nationwide, nearly all pa¬ 
tients needing cataract surgery 
choose to have a plastic lens implant. 


The implant is often done during 
cataract removal, but may also be in¬ 
serted in the eyes of patients who 
have already had the cataract 
removed. 

Other options for cataract patients 
are thick eyeglasses or contact lenses 
following surgery, said Ghareeb. 
"Most patients usually choose the in¬ 
traocular lens implant because it pro¬ 
vides the best quality vision,” he 
added. 

The word "laser” is actually an 
acronym for "light amplification by 
stimulated emission of radiation.” 
The la.ser uses electromagnetic radia¬ 
tion — light — not nuclear radition.

Tax Time Raises 
Cries Of ^No Fair’

Kor most ol us. tin* month ot April 
brings to mind a numlK*r of voi y clear 
images: Patriot s Day. early Spring, 
opening day. and most ol all. taxes. 
It you’re like me. you may have s|H'nt 
several recent nights trying to figure 
out your taxes. .And you may have 
come to the same conclusion that 
three out ol five filers of lorm l(i4(i 
reached give up and hire someone 
to do it. 

The (act that lid percent ol those 
using the common tax lorm need pro 
lessional help says a numlH*rol things 
about our current system. 

It is obvious that most people find 
the system too complex and confus¬ 
ing. Many are actively seeking ways 
to pay less taxes, as they have the im¬ 
pression that there are other people, 
with similar incomes and similar cir¬ 
cumstances. who pay less to the 
Federal government. 

It also shows that our government 
has chosen a rather circuitous way of 
making policy by using tax credits 
and deductions willy-nilly rather than 
developing more cohesive and 
thoughtful national strategies, (living 
tax breaks for a special interest has 
the same effect on the 'rreasury as an 
act of Congress which appropriates 
money. The diflerence. though, is that 
once the tax break is put on the IxMiks. 
it is no longer subject to scrutiny, 
while every year we have to fight lor 
money for programs such as 
Medicare, sludent loans, and housing 
for the elderly. 

.Just as importantly is the issue of 
fairness. There are countless ex¬ 
amples of families making hundreds 
of thou.sands of dollars who do not pay 
taxes. Hundreds of corporations also 
do not pay their lair share and some 
make huge profits and still collect a 
refund check Irom the government. 

This creates a crisis of confidence 
and spirit. People lose laith not just 
in the tax system, but our whole 
Federal government as well. This, 
more than lost revenue, is .something 
we cannot afford. 


'I'his .system cries out for tax 
reform. The issue has been tossed 
about Congress for over three years, 
and now that the F’resident has in¬ 
dicated his willingness to consider 
such proposals, the lime seems right. 
During the last session of Congress. 

I CO sponsored the Bradley-Gephardt 
Fair Tax .Act. and will do so again this 
season. 

The Hradley-CJephardt plan pro¬ 
vides a lair and simple approach to 
both personal and corporate taxes. 
While it is a variation on the flat-tax 
theme, it retains the most fundamen¬ 
tal element of fairness: the pro¬ 
gressive tax. 

For individuals, the rate would be 
1-t percent on individual income up to 
$2.').()(Mi or joint income up to $4().()()U; 
2() percent on individual income bet¬ 
ween Si.S.OUi) and $:J7..'‘)()0 or joint in¬ 
come between $4l).()()() and Stlfi.tlOO; 
and :J() percent on individual income 
exceeding $27.50(1 or joint income in 
excess of $()5.000. 

The bill proposes deductions of 
Sl.OOO per person on individual and 
joint returns. $l.»l)() for a head of 
household, and $1 ,(M)U for dependents. 
'I'he standai'd deduction for those who 
do not itemize would be increased to 
$2,000 foi- individual returns and $().(KK) 
for joint returns. 

Certain deductions are retained, 
and the.se deductions are crucial to 
my sup|M)ri. These include home mor¬ 
tgage interest. .Stale and local income 
and property taxes, charitable con¬ 
tributions and medical expenses 
beyond a certain threshold. 

For corporate taxes, the bill 
establishes a flat 20 percent income 
rale. Depreciation plans will be re¬ 
tained. but will be more closely link¬ 
ed with the actual lifespan of the 
investment. 

'I'he Bradley-tJephardl Fair 'I'ax 
Act is not designed to increase the 
revenue collected hy the Federal 
govei’nment. nor is it an attempt to rid 
our system of competitive shelter- 
seekers and to instill faith in the lax 
system and the Federal government, 
li is designed, simply, to he fair.

Selectmen’s

the Rotondi family’s proposal for 70 
apartment units to be built on land 
located on Forest st. near Route 92. 
Eighteen of those units will lx? for low- 
or moderate-income families. 

The purpose of the board’s discus¬ 
sion was supposed to Ik? a preliminary 
presentation of the proposal from 
Sam Rotondi in order to make a 
response to the Massachusetts Hous¬ 
ing Finance Agency t MHFA). which

'I'his week’s column records local 
representatives’ votes on several ad¬ 
ditional roll calls on the proposed bill 
overhauling the stale’s education 
system, from the week of April H-12. 

FED (11 .')!M)()) —'I'he Hou.se. 129-24. 
rejected an amendment changing the 
formula and increasing the amount of 
money the slate would pay in Equal 
Educational Opportunitiy Grants to 
communities spending le.ss than the 
state average on education. 

Amendment supporters said the 
increase. fron> $25 million to $37 
million the first year, will be a major 
step toward equalization. 

Opponents said the $25 million is 
sufficient, and noted the bill contains 
many other eejualizing provisions. 

A'“Yea" vole is for the amend¬ 
ment. A “Nay” vote is against it. 

Rep. .Sherman .Saltmarsh voted 
no. 

( IIAIRPER.SO.V til .'.!MM)) — 'I’he 
House. H()-()2. rejected an amendment 
eliminating a section allowing the 
Governor, instead of the other 
members of the Board of Education, 
to appoint the board’s chairperson. 

Amendment supporters, noting 
the Governor already appoints the 
members, said allowing him to 
choose the chairperson is a blatant 
political move designed to allow him 
to appoint his chiel lundraiser to the 
position. 


()p|K)nenls denied any political im¬ 
plications, and said the (iovernor 
simply needs one person, responsible 
to him. who oversees education. 

'I'he House later approved an 
amendment allowing the current 
chairperson to serve out her term un¬ 
til 1981). 

.A “Yea ” vote is for prohibiting the 
Governor from appointing the 
chairperson. A “Nay” vote is for 
allowing tlx* Governor to appoint the 
chairperson 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 


St |»ER\ I.SDRS (II .',!)()()) — 'I’he 
House. 109-27, rejected an amend¬ 
ment piohibiting “supervisors” from 
joining unions. 

Amendment supporters, noting 
the prohibition is designed with prin¬ 
cipals in mind, said it is a problem 
and a conflict ol interest when prin¬ 
cipals, who are themselves in unions, 
attempt to manage and hear 
grievances. 

()pponents said the amendment is 
anti-union, and is poorly drafted 
because it implies that teachers who 
“supervi.se’ teacher aids would be 
prohibited from joining a union. 

A “Yea ” vote is for the amend¬ 
ment. .A “Nay” vote is against it. 

.Saltmarsh voted yes. 


rRI.NCIRAL.S (II .5900) — the 
House. 80-67. rejected an amendment 
prohibiting principals and other ad¬ 
ministrators from being in the same 
collective bargaining unit as 
teachers. 

Amendment supporters said this 
will allow principals to be in unions, 
but will eliminate conflicts of intere.st 
and enable them to better manage 
their schools. 

Opponents said the situation has 
not created problems, and claimed 
the amendment would drive a wedge 
between principals and teachers. 

A “Yea” vote is for the amend¬ 
ment. A “Nay” vote is against it. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 
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TEM’RE (li .5901)) —'I’hf House. 
105-47, rejected a lengthy amendment 
making several changes in the ap 
peals process for tenured teachers 
who are dismissed or demoted. 'I’he 
key provision requires any appeal to 
go directly within 45 days to the 
Superior (’ourt, which shall appoint a 
court master to make a recommen¬ 
dation within 90 days. 

Amendment supporters, noting 
this also prohibits any further appeal 
except on points of law. said the cur¬ 
rent system allows the prex’ess to he 
dragged out over three years, costs 
thousands of dollars, and makes it dif¬ 
ficult to get rid of incompetent 
teachers. 

Some opponents .said the amend¬ 
ment goes too far and takes rights 
away from teachers. Others said 
there is a need for change hut claim¬ 
ed the lx‘st way to do so was by chang¬ 
ing the certification process. 

A “Yea” vote is for the amend¬ 
ment. A “Nay” vote is against it. 

Saltmarsh voted ves. 


SCIIODI. All) (II .59(M)) — 'I'he 
House, 105-24, rejected an amend¬ 
ment sti iking a section of the hill pro¬ 
viding that the chapter 70 local aid 
minimum guarantee to any city or 
town in fiscal years 1984-1992. he the 
amount received in the preceding 
fiscal year, less 10 percent of the 
amount received in fi.scal 1982. 

Amendment supporters argued 
this would stop the unfair 10 percent 
reduction lor some communities and 
would return the provision requiring 
that communities continue lo receive 
at least 107 percent of the total aid 
received in 1979. 

Opponents said the 10 percent 
reduction provision is one that will in¬ 
sure that money gradually and even¬ 
tually entirely goes lo the poorer 
communities for education purposes. 

A “Yea ” vote is for the amend¬ 
ment striking the section A “Nay’ 
vote is for retaining the .section 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 


is considering the Rotondi’s applica¬ 
tion for funding. We were appalled hy 
the manner in which this part of the 
Board’s meeting was conducted. 

Following an initial presentation 
hy ,Sam Rotondi and his lawyers, and 
a few (juestions from hoard members, 
two opponents of the proposal were 
allowed to make long presentations 
until after II o’clock, lasting more 
than an hour. 

One spt'nt most of his time making 
personal attacks on the Rotondi lam 
nily and on one of the Selectmen, and 
very little time on the merits of the 
proposal. 'I'he other engaged in an 
elaborate and time-consuming ex¬ 
amination of the MHFA application, 
lo what point it was not clear. 

'I'hese two speakers were permit 
ted to persist in their tactics without 
effective control hy the hoard’s 
chairman. 

One was able lo interrogate a 
board memlx*r without Ix'ing stopped, 
as he should have been promptly 
Because of the inordinate amount of 
time taken hy these two speakers, 
several of us had to leave and were 
unable to participate in the 
discussion. 

'I'he Rotondi pi oposal is the first in 
town in recent years to incorporate a 
significant number of low-income 
family units, 'I’he town has recently 
signed a covenant with the stale to u.se 
all po.ssible means to find housing for 
low-income families. 

'I’hal same evening. Rep. Sherman 
Saltmarsh appeai’ed before the hoard 
to present the stale’s check for the 
downtown improvements. 'I’hat check 
had been held up until the housing 
covenant was signed. 

If representatives ol the stale had 
been present at the meeting, they 
might have questioned the town’s 
good faith in implementing the 
covenant. 

We do not understand why the 
chairman insisted that a vote take 
place that night. 'I’he MHFA deadline 
for a response was April 26. 

A number of people recjuested in¬ 
formation which Sam Rotondi .said he 
would provide, and tlxd he would also 
make him.self available to those who 
wanted lo talk about the proposal 

In light of the importance of the 
issue and the need lor lurthei' discus¬ 
sion and information, the hoard 
should have scheduled another 
meeting IxTore attempting to settle on 
a position, and the time Irame cer¬ 
tainly allowed for a second meeting 
lo l)e held. 

The vote that was taken was two 
lo two. with one member not par 
ticipating. 

Yet we heard no formal motion 
made, or seconded. 

If Winchester is to maintain the in 
tegrity and gixKl reputation of its 
governing hoards and committees, 
meetings of those groups must lx* pro 
pcriy run!

.American group is able to fly over on 
.June 10 and stay until July 5. During 
that lime the students will tiT out 
their German, attend classes, stay in 
German families and see as much ol 
the countryside around Bremen as is 
possible. ;

Author Karl Squier takes children’s books seriously. 

His first story. ‘‘Leapin Lizzy," seems like a simple lizard parable, 
but ,S(|uiei- says it runs much deeper. 

.Squeezed between the bright covers of the book is enough 
philosophy to fill iioo pages, he claims. 

S(iuier should know. He has a master’s in Biblical theology and is 
an ordained Methodist minister. He’s no stranger to metaphysics or 
holistic philosophy either. 

His l)()ok tells the tale of Lizzy the lizard, who scales the tallest tree 
in all Lizardland. Her fame is short-lived, however, for soon three 
young uppity lizards challenge the truth of her climb. 

A wrinkled and aged lizard, Lizzy feels she must prove herself once 
again. .She leads the youthful trio up the great tree, showing her 
strength and the true powers of all lizards. But alas, Lizzy crashes 
down from the treidop trying to save a young companion from the 
claws of a hungry hawk. 

Vet Lizzie lives on. for afterwards all the inhabitants of Lizardland 
learn to climb the tree and carry on her spirit of adventure. 

Says .S(|uier. “ Leapin Lizzy” is a very spritual story. It has the 
main themes of all the great religions of the world. ” Somerville ar¬ 
tist .Judith Dufour Love illustrated the book, and her vivid, detailed 
drawings are wonderfully expressive. She turns lizards — not exactly 
childhood favorites — into lovable characters. 

Also, the book comes with a tape cassette. Actors read the story on 
one side, while music for dancing or relaxing plays on the other. 

Although .Squier's philosophy took years to develop. “‘Leapin Lizzy" 
came to him in a flash. One morning, he gazed out the window of a 
New' Orleans Hotel and saw a green lizard streaking up a blossoming 
myrtle tree. 

And that set the scene for the story, which he pounded out in a few 
hours on his typewriter. 

Scjuiei- not only wrote Lizzy, he published it himself. A year ago he 
founded Lady of the Lake publishing hou.se. which he runs from his 
Washington Street home. 

'I’he small study that .serves as headquarters is simply furnished, 
with an IBM Personal (’omputer. a desk, and a bookshelf. 

Yet the room has an unususal touch for a burly 3H-year-old man: a 
collection of stuffed animals. 

Oratorio Horatio Walrus The Thurrd presides over the office, a 
small but pompous stufled animal brandishing a cigar and a 
waistcoat. 

Oratorio played the narrator in Squier’s 197H doctoral dissertation 
in education - no doubt a switch from the average dry and scholarly 
work. 

Kelix Frump, a floppy cloth doll, also inhabits Stjuier’s study. He 
debued as a character in stories .Squier offered to a friend as a baby 
gift. 

Also, a small green worm made of yarn sits on a gnarled wood 
desk lamp. She is the prototype for Wormella. no less, the main 
character in a book in progress called ““Debaiting The Hook." 

.Scjuier has three new children’s books on the horizon, but first he 
has ambitious plans for “ Leapin Lizzy.” 

“ I’ve sold as far away as Florida, Louisiana. California. It’s gotten 
as lar as .Alaska, and copies have gone to Saudi Arabia. It’s just 
begijining,’’ .Squier avows. 

A screen i)lay. a concert version, a simple musical score for 
children to perlorm - all are in the works, .Squier says. He hopes to 
meld together as many art forms as possible in his work. 

Already, one little girl has choreographed a ballet to ““Leapin Liz¬ 
zy’ music. “The kids are actually coming up with belter ideas then 
the adults as to how to u.se this music," .Squire says. 

He al.so hopes that churches and other groups will sell the lKK)k at 
tund raisers, pei haps to make money for people in Ethiopia. 

A native of Pennsylvania mountain country, Squier moved to Win¬ 
chester last spring. 

After getting his bachelor’s degree in theology, he shifted his focus 
to education, where he feels his talents are better used. 

.Squier takes a holistic view of the world, with ““the whole cosmos 
as a single unity, ” he says. “ If we focus on fragmentation all the 
time, our lives are going to end up being fragmented." 

.Saudi Arabia was his home for l.'j months during a .stint as a 
maintenance manual writer lor Aramco. There. Squier made enough 
money to open his Winchester publishing house. Lady of the Lake. 

'I’he firm’s symbol came from Arthurian legend, he says. When 
young Arthur broke his magical sword, the Lady of the Lake 
present(*d him with a new one. 

That sword became a symbol of the unity and truth of Camelot. he 
explains. 

.And .S(|uier has big ideas about his own quest as writer and 
publisher He may branch out from children’s book into adult novels, 
or try cartoons, movies, or music. 

Still, Scjuier reluses to pin down luture paths. 

“ I d(ni’t analyze where I am." .Squier states. ““I feel where I’m go¬ 
ing there will be a door I’ll walk through ”

Once in the stadium, you try to 
find section 37, row four, seats six 
and seven. Often some errant fan 
has occupied your seat — especial¬ 
ly if you are sitting in the first few 
rows — and you must ask him to 
leave. 

Once you settle into your seat, 
the fun begins. Unfortunately the 
action is happening at two places at 
the same time — the field and the 
bleachers. If you had eyes in the 
back of your head, you would be 
able to take in all the action. 

Before the game starts, the 
public address system announces 
that beer will not be sold after the 
seventh inning. The crowd — 
especially the bleachers — lets out 
a tremendous yell of protest. 

By the beginning of the game, 
the bleacher crowds have hit the 
long winding beer lines at least 
once. 

The beer lines are 30 people 
deep — and that is for the chance 
to pay $1.60 for a watery, almost 
tasteless domestic brew. 

But beer — no matter how bad 
— is practically the life-blood of the 
bleacher bum. 

Since the sun is shining and the 
temperature has reached a whopp¬ 
ing 50 degrees, many bleacher 
bums — all men — have removed 
their shirts to get that all-important 
tan. There must be something 
strange in that baby-strenghth 
brew. 

Paper airplanes are soaring 
everywhere in the bleachers 
because free Red Sox calendars 
were given out to all fans. Pictures 
of Al Nipper, Bob Stanley, Jim Rice 
and others are floating into the Red 
Sox bullpen. The pitchers there 
clean up their practice area 
numerous times because the 
bullpen resembles a hangar at 
Logan.

There was sunshine (at least for 
a half hour), beer (actually a watery 
facsimile thereof), and action 
(fighting and screaming drunks). 

What an ideal way to spend a 
Saturday afternoon at Fenway 
Park. . . 

Oh yes, there is a baseball 
game, too. 

The calendar and sports section 
tell the more than 20,000 New 
Englanders that it’s spring, but 
Mother Nature insists it’s winter. 
Despite that cold, blustery weather, 
a Red Sox game is scheduled for 
Fenway Park. It is April and 
baseball season is here. 

There are many places to watch 
the Boston Red Sox. 

The press — fresh from a fancy 
pre-game spread of drinks and 
good food — watch the Sox from 
high above in a sheltered box, with 
vital information provided to them 
by loudspeaker. 

The owners of the Red Sox — 
some of whom don’t speak to each 
other — watch from luxury boxes 
perched way above home plate. 

Many fans buy tickets behind 
home plate or by the right and left 
foul lines. Those tickets give them 
a great view of the game — as if 
they actually came to watch 
baseball — but they still miss most 
of the action. 

The action — and therefore the 
place to be — is in the bleachers. 

On a typical April Saturday 
afternoon, the action starts even 
before the average fan gets to the 
Fenway bleachers. Trying to get to 
Fenway Park is an not an ex¬ 
perience for the weak of heart — or 
pocket book. 

The big problem is parking. Ac¬ 
tually. it is not a problem, if you are 
willing to drop between five and ten 
dollars to park for three hours. 

Once you deposit your car and 
lighten your wallet, you follow the 
crowd and your nose to the park. 
Vendors selling everything from 
Celtics caps to kielbasa crowd the 
streets around Yawkey Way. 
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One pitcher who isn’t pressed 
into cleanup service was Dennis 
“Oil Can" Boyd. Oil Can — what 
would baseball be without great 
nicknames? — is on the mound for 
the home team, facing the Chicago 
White Sox. 

Most fans are rooting for the tall 
lean young righthander, a group of 
Chicago fans start rooting for the 
wrong color sox. 

Led by a man who resembles a 
moose, these Chicago fans cheer 
evertime the visitors did something 
noteworthy — which fortunately for 
the faithful is infrequent. 

A game has started between the 
Chicago fans and a man sitting 
behind them. Everytime the Red 
Sox score — which is often — he 
stands up and taunts the moose, 
who makes threatening gestures 
back. 

Every so often a young boy 
would come by trying to lead the 
bleachers in a version of the wave, 
a California-invented crowd stunt 
where everyone in one section 
stands up and raises their hands. 
The wave may fit California, but it 
doesn’t sell in Fenway. 

Using a barrage of four-letter 
words, fans tell the boy to take a 
hike. They want to watch the game. 

The game i§ typical Fenway fun. 
The White Sox take a I -0 lead in the 
top of the second on a Greg Walker 
double and a Daryl Boston (with a 
name like his, he’s playing for the 
wrong colored sox) single. But that 
lead doesn’t even last an inning. In 
the home half of the second, the 
townies come back with a Mike 
Easier single and Tony Armas two- 
run homer over the Green Monster. 

The Green Monster, also known 
as the left field wall, is one of the 
true pleasures of this quaint little 
park. The most exciting play in 
baseball is a home run and with the 
Green Monster and Boston’s power¬ 
ful lineup, those are almost daily 
occurrences in Fenway. 

In the top of the fifth, the visitors 
tie the game. Daryl (he still is play¬ 
ing for the wrong team) Boston hits 
a ball down the right field line and 
speeds all the way to third base. 
Dwight Evans’throw to third is 
bungled by Wade Boggs, allowing 
Boston to score Chicago’s second 
run. 


Once again the Red Sox score 
in the bottom of their inning. Rich 
Gedman. Marty Barrett. Boggs and 
Rice all combine efforts and the 
result is two more Boston (not 
Daryl) runs. 

Above the field, the sun hides 
behinds the clouds and the 
temperature plummets. Even the 
most fearsome and intoxicated of 
the bare-chested bleacher bums 
start to don their clothes. Others 
huddle for warmth. 

Meanwhile the ice cream vendor 
desperately tries to hawk his wares. 
He does not sell much, but he gets 
a lot of flak for daring to sell ice 
cream when people really want hot 
chocolate. 



The air may have been getting 
cooler, but Oil Can Boyd is getting 
hotter. He prevents Chicago from 
scoring again, but a succession of 
White Sox can not do the same to 
Boston. The townies add a pair of 
runs in the seventh and another in¬ 
surance run in the eighth. 

In the eighth inning, the action 
is in the far end of the bleachers, 
where the obligatory fight erupts. 
No one pays attention to the field 
as police and security guards swarm 
to the bleachers. The fight ends as 
the combatants are ejected. The 
game continues. 

Boston wins 7-2, Boyd gets a 
complete game win. Everyone — 
except the moose from Chicago — 
goes home happy. 

The Red Sox have expanded 
their winning streak to four games 
and pennant fever is in the air. At 
least something is in the air at Fen¬ 
way park. It’s either pennant fever 
or roasting peanuts. 

Whatever it is. it smells best in 
Fenway’s bleachers. 
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Folk Fever 
Coming On Strong

Mearly a generation after its last 
heyday, folk music is growing 
again, coffeehouses cropping up 
throughout the Boston 
metropolitan area and singers tak¬ 
ing up guitars and story songs. 

Alter the long, dry decade of the 
70s. folk is flourishing, attracting 
hopeful performers to the music 
renaissance. 

Folk music s last heyday was 
the '60s. when songwriters like Bob 
Dylan and Joan Baez captured the 
mood of an entire generation of 
disenchanted young people. Social 
unrest and the Vietnam war were 
powerful catalysts for the folk com- 
fnunity in the 'GOs. but declined as 
the anti-war generation grew older 
in the '70s. 

All that is changing now. accor¬ 
ding to Bob Franke. a 20-year 
veteran songwriter and performer, 
who manages the Saturday Night in 
Marblehead coffeehouse, in 
Marblehead, of cours. 

People decided if they were go¬ 
ing to enjoy folk music, they had to 
get together and make the music — 
in more ways than one." Franke ex- 
[>lains.

"They started to get together to 
talk, working to enlarge the whole 
audience, instead of everybody 
fighting for little pieces of a small 
pie." Franke says. "They found they 
had to develop their own institu¬ 
tions to support folk music." 

That cooperative effort did 
bring about those institutions, in¬ 
cluding a weekday morning folk 
music show on WERS-FM (88.9) 
and the "Black Sheep Review. " a 
magazine devoted to folk music. 

And it also brought along a 
burgeoning number of folk cof¬ 
feehouses. be they professional or 
amateur or somewhere in-between. 

One of the most well-known 
folk places in the area is called the 
Nameless Coffeehouse, an Harvard 
Square institution that has sup¬ 
ported acoustic music for 18 years. 

Eric Kilburn. director and a per¬ 
former himself, says the cof¬ 
feehouse began as "a place where 
people could come in out of the 
cold, listen to music, learn to play 
for an audience, or just help one 
another feel needed. " 

Kilburn. along with most of the 
other coffeehouse directors, at-

tributes the folk resurgence partly 
to changes in the music itself. Folk 
music "has changed drastically." he 
notes. "There's more experimenta¬ 
tion. and the expression is dif¬ 
ferent. " 

The performers are using 
poetry, dance, story-telling, and 
humor to make their music relevant 
and vibrant in the '80s. Kilburn 
says. 

The Nameless encourages this 
experimentation, and the cof¬ 
feehouse's spring schedule includes 
a variety of approaches to folk: a 
story-telling weekend. Appalachian 
tunes, yodeling. country tunes, 
upbeat folk, and visionary 
songsters. 

"Some of (the music) is still 
political, but a majority is not." 
Kilburn says. 

Bob Donlin. manager at Passim, 
a professional coffeehouse also in 
Harvard Square, agrees. 

"People are not especially com¬ 
ing to hear political statements." 
Donlin says. 

■'They're coming to be enter¬ 
tained. so it doesn't matter if they're 
conservative or liberal. 

"There's a lot more humor in 
songs now." Donlin says. “People 
want a balance between humorous 
and serious — something that 
makes them laugh and makes them 
think." 

Franke notes a change that is 
less drastic. "Going into the '70s. 
those who defined themselves as 
purely political songwriters split off 
from those who wrote pop." he ex¬ 
plains. "Now the two ends of the 
spectrum are coming back 
together, so the quality of the 
music’s getting better and better. 

"Songwriters today are going 
back to original visions of the ’60s 
and seeing them as valid as they get 
older. ” Franke says. "And as peo¬ 
ple get older, their music gets bet¬ 
ter." 


To Franke. the folk renaissance 
signifies that "basic human needs 
are not being addressed by the 
popular culture. 

"People need something that 
actually and accurately reflects 
their lives, and the mass culture 
doesn’t always do that." Franke 
says. " There's a whole spectrum of 
human experience that’s not ad¬ 
dressed by mass culture, so people 
find a way to get around it in¬ 
dependently of the media. " 

Franke believes this need helps 
explain the diversity of the folk 
music audience, commented upon 
by all of the coffeehouse directors. 

Donlin observes "these days 
especially, we re starting to run a 
large age scope. 

""We get a number of profes¬ 
sional people — computer pro¬ 
grammers. doctors, and lawyers 
who like this kind of music." Donlin 
says. “ We re getting older people 
now too. people in their 50s and 60s 
who may feel out of place at other 
places." 

And. “ once again, we re getting 
a younger audience who are listen¬ 
ing to folk. ” Donlin says. “ We strive 
not to have people feel out of place 
here. ” 

The other coffeehouses are see¬ 
ing the same variety, a cir¬ 
cumstance Franke finds " thrilling." 

The coffeehouses themselves 
are diverse in purpose and scope. 

Passim has been in business for 
15 years and holds a “ kind of 
stepping-stone ” place among cof¬ 
feehouses, Donlin says. 

"A lot of acts started at Passim 
and are now giving concerts. 

"And on the other hand, a lot of 
acts graduate to play Passim after 
proving themselves at smaller 
places." 

Passim has a "professional 
policy." Donlin says. "Our per¬ 
formers are paid, and they re sup¬ 
posed to know what they’re doing 
on stage. ” 


Saturday Night in Marblehead, 
which has been around for eight 
years, also charges admission and 
pays its performers. 

" We see ourselves as brokers 
between the audience and the ai 
tists," Franke says. "There are a lot 
of geniuses out there in the woods 
who need places to play." 

The Transfigured Night, a cof¬ 
feehouse directed by Margaret 
Tilton in the Allston Congregational 
Church, charges a varying admis¬ 
sion fee for its three-Fridays-per- 
month events. 

Tilton says the second and 
fourth Fridays of the month are 
folk—the first contemporary, and 
the second traditional. The third 
Friday of the month "will vary. 
Sometimes we have jazz, or a 
classical night," she explains. 

The Transfigured Night will 
celebrate its second anniversary 
this June. 

And some coffeehouses do not 
charge anything for admission, they 
just ask for donations. 

For folk music with a gospel 
flavor. Genesis Junction in Jamaica 
Plain offers a free, voluntary 
donation coffeehouse on the first 
Friday of every month. 

According to Genesis Junc¬ 
tion's director, Carol LeBlanc, the 
four-year-old program is sponsored 
through the Covenant Congrega¬ 
tional Church. A volunteer staff of 
seven brings "‘sandwiches, coffee, 
popcorn, something cold to drink, 
cake, and cookies," she says. 

Performers at the Genesis play 
music that is ““more spiritual than 
political." LeBlanc says. Their cof 
feehouse for April was a benefit for 
Kingston House, a shelter for the 
homeless, . 

The Nameless is an all 
volunteer effort, with free admis¬ 
sion and refreshments. The pc^' 
formers are not paid for their 
appearances, but Kilburn still fio ^ 
plenty of willing applicants. There 
are still “ far more performers than 
places to play." he says.

The anthem lor African (amine 
relief is selling better than any other 
single, album or cassette in 
memory. accortJing to staffers at 
fi\e local shops carrying the fun¬ 
draiser disc. 

"I know last weekend I sold over 
50 of them." says Dottie Zampitella. 
manager of Belmont Musics 
Leonard st. store. That’s not at all 
common for one record. 

I keep getting them: my 
distributor had to come down from 
New Hampshire and give me more. ” 
Zampitella says. "I have to keep it 
up front by the register: that's how 
well it's selling. ” 

Wood And Strings, an Arlington 
store which specializes primarily in 
folk music, is also carrying the 
records. 

■ We re not big in terms of pop 
records: most people go to the 
Coop for them.'” says Rick Cyge. 
one of the Mass. ave. stores 


owners."But people kept calling 
and asking if we had it. 

We ve sold five or si.\ this week, 
but if we sell more Ifian (wo or three 
of a record, (hat s a lot. ” he adds. 

The interesting thing with this 
record is it really is going to relief.' 
Cyge says. "The people who sell it 
to us make about 10 cents on it. 
and it's the same for the store. " 
Winchester TV and Video, on 
Thompson st.. also has to keep 
ordering the records, according to 
owner Hugo La Fauci. 

We can't keep it in stock: it 
keeps moving all the time. " La 
Fauci says. 

"We've sold about 50 albums 
and cassettes a week since it was 
released. ” says the manager of Win¬ 
chester TVs record department. 
Olga Severino. "A very hot album

Strawberries, on CarTibridge st.

World is one of rts biggest sejicrs.

"Sales are fantastic, says assis¬ 
tant manager Alan Starr. When the 
single came out. we sold about 300: 
it's probably the best-selling single 
we ve ever had. Normally. 10 or 15 
copies a week is a big single. 

"And sales are especially good 
on the album and tape, he adds. 
"We sold about 500 the week it 
came out — and a very hot album" 
might sell 100. 120 the week s it s 
first released. 

"This has just taken off." Starr 
says. "Everybody's buying it: the 
kids for the music, the older crowd 
because it s a good cause. Nobody 
hesitates spending the rTioney. ” 

Strawberries did have trouble 
keeping the record in stock. Starr 
adds. 


We d get 100 in. and sell out in 
two days: but we just got a frig shi(> 
merit. ' tie says. It' s still selling 
steadily, if not at the frantic pace it 
was before. 

At the Coo() in Harvard Sguare. 
sales fiave been just as active 

It s been our top seller (or two 
or three weeks, says Julie Peeples, 
wfio staffs the service desk in the 
record department. 

The Coop fias sold 300 7-inch 
45s. 500 12-inch singles, and 1.400 
alburns — and has ordered more. 

"All the records have sold out 
very fast. " Peeples reports. The 
buyers seem to cut across all lines: 
there have been whole families 
coming in for it. " 

All the record store staffers were 
a little surprised — and rather 
pleased — by the overwhelming 
response to the record produced by 
46 American pop and rock 
musicians. 

And none of them minded it 
making their work day a fittle more 
frantic. 

"Send everybody down, says 
Belmont s Zampitella. "It's a good 
cause.'

Just Another 
Sunny Sunday 

I was so pleased Sunday night to read that crime is down in 
Massachusetts. It made me feel so much better about the robber who 
during a sun-washed Sunday brunch on Newbury st. smashed my car 
window and stole my computer, camera, radios, bag. money and 
memorabilia. 

It completed my adjustment back to big-city living, reminded me 
of other burglaries, other losses. The first left me shaken and mourn¬ 
ful of my lost Glenn Yarbrough records piled on the stolen stereo. They 
were thoughtfully replaced by my parents on a later birthday. 

Other thefts, slashed convertible tops, stolen bags on foreign trains, 
all left me ever more dissatisfied with society and its direction. It s not 
the missing wallet, it s the irreplaceable picture. . . it s not the miss¬ 
ing bag. it s the memories of when and where I was when I got it. . . 
it's not the missing computer, it s the hundred lost-forever names 
garnered through a year of travel. 

And so I shrug my shoulders yet again, resolve to double the locks 
and bolt the doors and .set the alarms. And I think of other places and 
other peoples with open doors and open hearts. And I think how sad 
it is for America. 

For most of the last year I lived in Freeport in the Bahamas. 90 
miles and light years away /rom the coast of Florida. I had the same 
computer, cameras, lots of cash, vafuables. jewelfy. mementoes. I never 
locked a door. I hardly ever closed one. And never lost so much as 
a pencil. 

By American standards, the Bahamians have nothing. In reality, 
their richness far exceeds ours. 

A child plays for days with a treasured cardboard box: one day a 
car. the next day a castle, or a boat, until the shreds no longer hold 
together. The child’s mother wears handed down hand-me-downs, wash¬ 
ed to a pale facsimile, and spends the day nodding and smiling at 
tourists, trying to sell the straw bags and hats that are her only skill. 

But the people love each other there. They help each other, house 
each other, raise each other's children if needed. They take care of each 
other, and live the golden rule. 

And isn’t that what we re all supposed to do? To treat others the 
way we would like to be treated ourselves? Is that such a difficult con¬ 
cept today? 

Life would be so much simpler if we could just count on that. 

If someone is so desperate for money, or for help, that he must 
smash a window and savage someone’s soul, there should be a place 
for him to go. 

We are certainly rich enough. Our combined insurance premiums 
alone should be good for something besides paying off losses. Perhaps 
a halfway house for ragged-edge types: people feeling driven to com 
mit a crime to meet their needs. 

When I moved to Freeport, the expatriates warned me. "Watch those 
Bahamians. They’ll take the shirt off your back. ” 

My experience was rather that they would give me theirs. A people 
who have nothing, and are truly happy with that, share their few worldly 
goods as freely as their smiles. At times it seems their reason for hav 
ing anything at all is to share with others. The sunshine and the sea 
already are more than money can buy. and the simple joys are all they 
need. 

We all perhaps need lessons in simplicity, in what counts. What 
good are cars if we are afraid to drive them? What of a magnificent 
city whose crown is crime? Or a sunny Sunday filled with fear?

Q. My husband has the strange no¬ 
tion that our children should have 
a full schedule of work. He was 
“Depression product,” and he 
feels that It Is entirely proper for 
chidren to do household chores 
before they go to school, do some 
after school, stick with their 
homework every night and fill their 
weekends with outside work 
around the house or on jobs as 
carry-out boys or girls or 
something like that. In addition, he 
feels they can “fill in" any free time 
with morning and afternoon 
newspaper deliveries. 

I don’t believe they should be 
totally off the hook from respon¬ 
sibilities but this seems like a lit¬ 
tle much for them. They’re 12 and 
14 years old. 

A. I thought slavery went out in 
the 1800s. but not at your house! I 
have a lot of respect for a ‘Depres¬ 
sion” mentality because I went 
through the same unbelievably 
tough years, but I hardly want my 
children to suffer through the same 
kind of deprivation. 

Childhood is such a fast- 
escaping time, with its joys of 
friendships, dreams, talk and 
sometimes periods of solitude. Yes, 
some responsibilities, respect for 
work, and habits of planning ahead 
and sticking to tasks are important, 
but they aren't the whole of life, not 
for children or adults. 

A reasonable balance is ob¬ 
viously what most of us want for our 
youngsters. 

Q. I recently came across a 
remarkable little book in our local 
library entitled “You Always Lag 
One Child Behind." It Is about how 
one family coped with the birth of 
a mentally retarded baby. 

The author’s name was similar 
to yours. 

So, tell me, did you write it? I 
have two friends who could profit 
from the wisdom in its pages. 

A. Yes, I did write it, and two 
copies are on their way to you. 

If other readers are interested. 
I’ll be glad to tell them where they 


can buy copies. All they have to do 
is write and enclose a stamped, self- 
addressed envelope. 

Q. Can a 15-year-oid girl be 
trusted to go away with her friends 
(both boys and girls) for a weekend 
and come back “intact" (if you 
know what I mean, and I think you 
do?) They are really pretty nice 
people — good students, into 
athletics, kind of “square" In a lot 
of ways. There will be no telephone 
or chaperone. 

Their agenda is to plan a school 
political campaign and write some 
skits for it, so that’s why they want 
to get away In a kind of retreat. 

What do you think about all 
this? Your ideas might help clarify 
some of our thinking because 
we’re confused about the whole 
matter. 

A. Obviously you are confused 
and that's normal for most 
teenagers' parents these days — 
other days too. 

Although you apparently have 
no reason to question their motives 
and goals. It may be worthwhile to 
talk about this with other parents in¬ 
volved whom you may know. 
Perhaps they have additional facts 
about the plans, including the 
"who," “what," "where" and “why " 
of the weekend. 

The beginning of your first 
question starts with a concern 
about trust, so I wonder whether 
you have some basis for it that you 
haven't shared. Or is it just a mat¬ 
ter of 15 year-olds and the potential 
problems and temptations in which 
they might get involved? 

It would be questionable for a 
stranger to offer you an unqualified 
"yes" or "no,” but one can suggest 
gettiiig as many facts in advance as 
possible and then arriving at your 
decision. The "bottom line" and the 
obvious conclusion; It isn't easy be¬ 
ing a parent; the responsibilities 
and worries are a heavy burden.

Arlington Senior Center (648-9619) 
is presently in the First Baptist 
Church at 819 Mass. ave. and is 
directed by Joan Pippin with the help 
of many volunteers. 

Seniors gather here for classes, 
discussion groups, a monthly sing- 
along, or to go out to lunch once a 
week. 

Contract bridge, knitting, line dan¬ 
cing, exercise, yoga, cribbage, and 
meditation are some of the regularly 
scheduled classes offered at the 
center. 

There are groups which meet to 
discuss special needs of seniors, such 
as the Older and Growing group and 
the Widow-to-Widow program. 

The center oganizes day trips 
which are extremely popular, and of¬ 
fers special programs, with in¬ 
teresting speakers, and parties for 
special occasions. 

Many of the special programs of¬ 
fered by the Council on Aging take 
place here as well, such as health 
counseling and tax assistance, mak¬ 
ing the center the focus for senior ac¬ 
tivities in Arlington. 


Keeping Well 

The Council on Aging employs a 
full-time visiting nurse. Jackie 
Keshian, K.N.. who conducts regular 
health counseling services at various 
locations, including the senior center. 
Fidelity House, the Fox Library, 
Winslow Towers. Cusack Terrace, 
Drake Village, and Chestnut Manor. 

At these clinics, blood pressure 
and pulse are checked, health 
histories developed. health 
maintenance and proper use of 
medications stressed, and ap¬ 
propriate referrals made for medical 
problems. 

The Council also conducts mass 
screening clinics, such as the recent 
breast screening clinic which was 
held in cooperation with Choate- 
Symmes Hospital and Visiting Nurse 
and Community Health. 

Health education seminars are 
also offered at neighborhood clinics, 
concentrating on preventive health 
care and maintenance of intelligent 
health habits. 

Adult Day Health Center, 641-4444, 
is a social and medical adult daycare 
facility presently located in the old 
parish hall of St. Camillus Church in 
Arlington.

All of these organizations combine
